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Building bridges 

Troubles swirl around construction 


Merchants angry 
about possible 
loss of business

If the reconstruction of the Main 
Street bridge is contingent upon 
closing off a portion of the flow 
traffic on Main Street, abutting mer¬ 
chants say they may as well close up 
their businesses. 

Without traffic flow on that road, 
the gas stations, bank, grocery 
store, elderly residences and other 
stores will suffer the impact. 

Eighteen months ago, the state 
declared that the bridge that 
extends over the Aberjona River 
across from Purity Supreme was 
unsafe due to excessive deteriora¬ 
tion. Jersey barriers were placed 
along the east side of the bridge to 
provide a temporary solution to the 
problem. Winchester received 
approximately $240,000 in state 
funds from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works under 
the Substandard Bridge Rehabilita¬ 
tion Program to complete a renova¬ 
tion project. 

The town then began the process 
of municipal bidding and planning 
and ultimately contracted the design 
company of Green International 


Will town 
pick up 
extra tab?

The Board of Selectmen voted 
to place an article on the Town 
Warrant to appropriate addition¬ 
al funds to redesign the recon¬ 
struction project on the Main 
Street bridge. 

However, selectmen opted to 
leave the measure fairly open to 
allow merchants, who want to 
keep Main Street open through¬ 
out the project, to donate funds. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer presented the board with 
four options for proceeding with 
bridge reconstruction. These 
range from closing the bridge for 
one month to five months, and 
could cost the town up to $28,000. 

Maurer said he reviewed the 
plan with both the contractor and 
engineer on the project as well as 
the Town Engineer and Public

Affiliates. Inc. and the construction 
company of James A. Gross. Inc. of 
Boston. 

The crux of the debate however, 
lies in the proposed plan to recon¬ 
struct the bridge. The plan calls for 
the closing of the Main Street bridge 
for six months — without provisions 
for through traffic on the road. 

Until a few weeks ago, abutting 
merchants claim they were unaware 
of the town’s plan, which was sche¬ 
duled to get underway on March 15, 
was then delayed to April 2 and is 
currently in limbo. 

Charging that they have had not 
been consulted by the town, and that 
the closing would disrupt and possib¬ 
ly destroy their businesses, area 
merchants have banded together to 
find alternative plans. 

Scott Harrington, owner of the 
Sunoco Station on Main Street, is the 
organizer of the action group, and 
would be the businessman most 
adversely affected if the portion of 
road were to be closed off complete¬ 
ly. The current plans show the street 
being closed at the end of Harring¬ 
ton’s second driveway, which would 
block off traffic to his service station 
entirely, he says.

Spending cap sought 

Sullivan wants state budget on warrant

; Town Moderator John Sullivan 
would like to put a cap on state 
spending similar to that on cities and 
towns across the Commonwealth 
under the limitations of Proposition 
2V2. 

Sullivan requested that the Board 
of Selectmen reopen the Town Meet¬ 
ing warrant to add a warrant article 
that would request the Massa¬ 
chusetts House of Representatives 
“enact legislation and/or Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment(s) which will 
limit the annual expenditures by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to 
an amount no greater than two per¬ 
cent (2%) of the prior year’s 
expenditures.’’ 

The proposal refers to all expendi¬ 
tures with the exception of those 
associated with local aid and water 
and sewer services. 

Sullivan said he held the article 
back until after the recent election 
so that it would not interfere with 
debate on the debt exclusion issue. 


“1 think it’s an important thing to 
consider on the part of the leader¬ 
ship,’’ said Sullivan. “I personally 
think it’s about time (to put a cap on 
state spending,)’’ he added. 

Selectman Judith Muggia agreed 
there is a need for a cap on expendi¬ 
tures at the state level. She asked 
Sullivan if the measure would also 
exclude expenses such as unfunded 
pension liability, which is a portion 
of the budget the town is obligated to 

pay- 

Sullivan said he believes “the ulti¬ 
mate legislation’’ would be drafted 
to include such expenses, which are 
fixed costs. 

“Proposition 2>/^ brought local 
government back into check,’’ said 
Sullivan. 

Sullivan said he believes the facet 
of Proposition 2*/,. that has been 
ignored is that more has been done 
for human services since its 
inception. 

“I think the thing that is not looked 
at is that Proposition 2 '/^ has caused 
Massachusetts to do more for 


human services — the people who 
really need it. . .than any other 
piece of legislation that has passed,’’ 
^aid Sullivan. 

Sullivan noted that Prop. 2*/z pro¬ 
vides necessary checks for cities 
and towns. However, he added, “It 
can’t be the whipping boy for the 
state in using that as the argument 
for not reducing (stale) spending.’’ 

Checks are needed at the stale 
level as well, he said. With the 
approval of Town Meeting, the mea¬ 
sure will be filed in the legislature. 

The measure could be adopted by 
a legislative enrctmenl, Constitu¬ 
tional amendmei.t by either the 
House of Representatives and 
Senate, or as a referendum. Sullivan 
noted that a Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment by referendum would prevent 
future legislators from enacting 
changes to the measure. 

“If John Sullivan proposed it, it 
must be a gwd idea,’’ commented 
Town Manager Chadwick Maurer. 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
reopen the warrant to add Sullivan’s 
article.

Bears join the force

They arc just rookies on a new beat, but the latest 
recruits at the Winchester Police Department have a 
certain specially that should come in handy in rough 
situations — human-lo-bear relations. 

Eight teddy bears are now stationed at the depart¬ 
ment to lend comfort to children who, for varied 
reasons, may need the help of the police. 

Children who are lost, abused, involved in an 
accident or for any other reason are at the police 
station, can now hug a furry teddy l)ear for support 
during a lough lime. And the kids can take home 
their new friends when they leave. 

Sponsored by the North Council of the Telephone 
Pioneers of America, the program is called the 
“Teddy Cares Project” The group donates teddy 
bears to any interested police departments and will 
replace them free of charge. 

The Telephone Pioneers of America is a charitable 
organization of telephone workers that performs 
community service volunteer work. Winchester is 
one of the first departments in the area to sign 
aboard the program and Safety Officer Kevin Mawn 
predicts a sure hit with the kids. 


Chief John McHugh notes that although he hopes 
the occasion won’t arise when the teddy bears will l>e 
needed, if a child is brought to the station, the 
officers will be able to lend support. 

More than “reassuring words” from officers, says 
McHugh, the teddy Ijcar can provide a tangible and 
comforting object to hold. 

Mawn added that many doctors and p.sychologists 
have found that stuffed animals can provide support 
and comfort to children in traumatic situations. 

“It’s a great program to help kids. And we’re in 
the business to help people,” said Mawn. 

Mawn also noted (hat with restricted funds, (he 
Winchester Police Department was more than hap¬ 
py to accept donations for a program that they feel 
will help area children. 

“We think it’s a good proposition,” .said Mawn, 
“. . .and we hopt; to foster goodwill” for the Tele¬ 
phone Workers volunteer work. 

The program officially launched this week and the 
officers hop(‘ to acquaint school children with the 
stuffed bears when students come in for lours of the 
police station. Mawn says the criteria for distribut¬ 
ing the teddy bears is flexible ami the police depart¬ 
ment hopes to lend support to as many area children 
as possible.

Rock Ave. request deferred

The Finance Committee delayed 
action on a request for $10,000 by the 
Board of Health for a consultant, 
saying they would like more infor¬ 
mation before taking action. 

The committee requested that the 
board return with cost estimates for 
complete testing on Rock Avenue. 

Members of the Board of Health 
and the North End Task Force asked 
that the Finance Committee spend 
$10,000 from the town’s reserve 
funds for a consultant to interpret 
data concerning what they believe 
may be a potential hazardous waste 
site off Rock Avenue. The property 
is presently owned by develoix*r 
Charles Ferrari. 

Ferrari could not be reached for 
comment by the Star. 

According to the Board of Health 
member Stephen Black-Schaffer, 
the board had priced the consul¬ 
tant’s fee a few years ago and the 
lowest bid was $8,500. Black- 
Schaffer said that the board is 
requesting $10,000, but “we hope not 
to go as high as that.” 

The Board of Health lielieves the 


ground contains pollutants that 
originate from the W.R. Grace site 
in North Cambridge, said Black- 
Schaffer. 

Black-Schaffer said that F'errari’s 
consultant reported the site con¬ 
tained truck wastes (i.e. grease and 
motor oil.) This finding has been 
accepted by the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineer¬ 
ing’s (DEQE), he add(;d. Rresenlly, 
the DEQE, described by Black- 
Schaffer as “over-burdened,” is 
changing its tack slightly. 

The DEQE has recommended that 
the board seek further consultation, 
after independent chemists turned 
up different findings from the same 
data base, Black-Schaffer said. 

Peggy Schleicher said the ta.sk 
force believes that there are various 
coal based chemicals in the soil, 
similar to those found on the W.R 
Grace site and at an Amberwood 
Drive site. Schleicher noted that the 
material on Amberwood Drive was 
determined to l)e hazardous, and 
was removed in 1984. 

Fint’om member Frank Golden 
questioned whether a new interpre¬ 
tation from the same data base 
could change the DEQE’s ruling.

Resident John Morgan said there 
have been many health problems in 
the area, which he said he believes is 
a result of the landfill.

Winchester High School students 
who travelled to Ru.ssia this past 
month have changed. By seeing a 
world outside of Winchester, they 
have not only opened their eyes to 
another culture, but have become 
aware of the intense bond between 
themselves and their homeland. 

“They were just like us. I didn’t 
expect them to be so open,” said 
senior Julie Olivieri of the Russian 
students they met. “And I never 
realized how much we have,’’ she 
added. 

Back from their 13-day trip, which 
made stops in Leningrad and Mos¬ 
cow, Soviet Union, and Helsinki, 
Finland, a few of the students from 
the chorus had time to chat about 
their experiences abroad. 

“The people were really nice,’’ 
said freshman Kristen Picariello, “I 
hope 1 have the chance to go again.’’ 

The students visited Lenin’s 
Tomb, two schools in Russia, the 
Moscow Circus, the ballet. Kremlin 
Wall, the Hermitage Museum and 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
among many other sightseeing high¬ 
lights. The group consisted of 48 
students and 12 faculty, parents and 
administrators. 

The students admitted however, 
the food in Russia was less than an 
enjoyable feast, and the “golden 
arches’’ beckoned them to a home- 
away-from-home in Helsinki. All the 
students interviewed remembered 
fondly their first stop in Finland — 
the local MacDonald’s.

If Representative Paul Casey 
eouid talk with the animals - those 
at Stone Zoo in particular — they 
might well herald him as their 
saviour. 

Casey won headlines and hearts 
when his maiden speech on the floor 
of the House saved the Slone Zoo in 
Stoneham from the budgetary axe of 
the* state. 

Casey, along with Representatives 
Timothy O'Leary (D-Medford) and 
Anlhony Giglio (D-Medford,) pre- 
setlted an amendment that would 
strike the language in the current 
Molise budget that required the clos¬ 
ing of the zoo and the transfer of the 
animals to Boston’s Franklin Zoo. 

In addition, the amendment will 
allow the zoo for the first time to 
charge an admission fee — money 
that Casey hopes will make the zoo 
selT-sufficient in upcoming years. 

Stone Zoo attracted more than 
2.'j0.()00 children and adults in 19H8, 
said Casey. Franklin Zoo drew in 
only a fraction of that number with 
:to,o0() visitors. 

“It’s a zoo I’ve gone to all my 
life, ' said Casey. “The closing 
would have been pretty tragic.” 

Casey noted in a recent interview 
that with the passage of the amend¬ 
ment (by the first unanimous vole of 
this year’s se.ssion,) the zoo’s ani¬ 
mals are now assured of a home. 
And the residents of Winchester and 
Stoneham are assured of an educa¬ 
tional and cultural resource. 

In Casey’s first speech as a fresh¬ 
man legislator, he said, “As art 
museums conserve art and histori¬ 
cal societies conserve history, so 
zoos have taken the leading role in 
conserving the Earth’s biological 
wonders.” 

Casey said the landslide vote w'as 
due in part to the outpouring of 
information on the issue. More than 
4,000 letters from concerned child¬ 
ren and adults poured into Casey’s 
office and an all-out campaign was 
launched by Executive Director of 
the Zoo Dr. Mark Goldstein. 

Elementary school children too, 
from Medford, Melrose and Stone¬ 
ham pulled out their crayons and 
paper to address their local legisla¬ 
tors. Drawings of their favorite ani¬ 
mals were addressed to Casey and 
signed, “your friend and future con¬ 
stituent” by first-graders of the Lin¬ 
coln School in Melrose. 

Letters, petitions and pleas 
launched the rally that Casey was 
hoping for. 

“They knew the issue cold,” said 
Casey of his fellow legislators, “it 
was a learning process.” 

Casey also noted that the land 
currently occupied for the zoo near 
Spot Pond, will now remain in its 
natural slate. If the zoo had been 
abolished, the land would have been 
open for development. 

Under the provisions of the 
amendment, the zoo is able to fun¬ 
draise to bolster its intake of funds. 
“It will still be non-profit, but the zoo 
wHl have a vehicle to address fun¬ 
draising needs,” said Casey. 

Long-range plans for the zoo will 
include coordinating displays with 
the PYanklin Zoo, which was recen¬ 
tly named one of the country’s “Ten 
Worst Zoos,” by Parade magazine. 
Casey expects that Stone and Frank¬ 
lin Zoos will flourish in the next few 
years with renewed community and 
state support.

Retirement needs planning 

Jenks Center hosts four-day planning program April 19-22

Planning for retirement is not 
always the first thing on people’s 
mind, but according to senior citizen 
and former Council on Aging Chair¬ 
man Lawrence Beckley, it is cer¬ 
tainly very important. 

In an effort to address such a need, 
the Jenks Senior Center is sponsor¬ 
ing a four-session pre-retirement 
planning program beginning April 
19 in order to educate residents 
before they retire. Despite the print¬ 
ed deadline of March 29, Beckley 
said registration has been extended 
to April 19 for anyone interested in 
participating. 

Registration forms are available 
at the Jenks Senior Center. Tele¬ 
phone registrations will not be 
accepted. All sessions begin at 7:30 
p.m. at the Jenks Center. The cost of 
the program is $5. 

“Every year, it’s becoming a little 
more important because of the 
advantages that can be realized with 
many tax-free or low lax invest¬ 
ments, Such as IR.As or other prog¬ 
rams,” said Beckley. “The climate 
has gotten progressively more 
favorable for somebody setting 
aside resources earlier.” 

The seminars are sponsored by 
the COA in an effort to demonstrate 
significant benefits which can be 
realized through early planning, 
said Beckley. In addition, Beckley 
noted that people must ready them¬ 
selves psychologically for the 
change. 

Beckley said the series of lectures 
encourages people to look into their 
pension plans and decide what else 
is available. “Our primary objective 
in all this is in getting them to think 
about it, ” he said. 

By realizing the potential, Beckley 
.said he believes participants can 
then go ahead and begin planning 
with assistance from some experts 
who “are well-versed in this kind of 
program.” 

“If you start soon enough, it is 
entirely possible for the average 
worker to.come up with a net income 
after retirement that gives them a 
net income equal to what they had 
before retirement, ” said Beckley. 
He added that many people may find 
that fact hard to believe. However, 
“It’s not as wild as it may sound,” he 
added. 

Beckley said the program has 
been hosted by the COA twice 
before, once in 19H4 and again in 
1986. Through his own personal 
experience. Beckley said he realized 
the importance of pre-retirement 
planning. 

.When he first began working with 
the Council on Aging in 1981, Beckley 
said there were a number of cases of 
senior citizens who were retired or 
facing retirement who had minimal 
financial resources. “They really 
had a problem,” he said. “Many 
were finding it was a little too late to 
start planning when they were that 
close to retirement ” 

That realization triggered a ques¬ 
tion as to how many other senior 
citizens in town were faced with 
similar situations. The result was 
the lormation of a pre-retirement 


committee, which ultimately began 
planning pre-retirement seminars. 

“The whole purpose of these prog¬ 
rams has been to deliberately 
approach the pre-retirement age 
group and just present the possibili¬ 
ties,” said Beckley. “They have to 
take it from there.” 

Beckley said those who are 10 to 15 
years from retirement age (age 50 to 
65) are prime candidates for the 
lectures. That, he said, is the critical 
period dui ing which planning should 
be done. 

Through a federal grant along 
with the $5 charge to participants, 
the COA is able to provide this 
prograiO. Anyone interested in 
registering should contact the Jenks 
Senior Center at 721-7136. 

The first session on April 19 
focuses on “Government Benefits 
and Health Economics,” taught by 
P'rancine Kollias and Robert 
O’Byck, and moderated by 
Lawrence Beckley. 

The second session on April 26 
deals with “Legal Readiness, Estate 
Planning and Financial Securily.y 
and is conducted by Dr. Harold Pk 
Dreyer and Robert McTndoe, moder 
aled by Robert Ericson. 

The third session on May 3 covers 
the “P.sychoIogicaI and Physiologi¬ 
cal Concerns in Retirement", taught 
by Gustav Kaufmann and Richard 
Bond Jr., moderated by Dr Donald 
McLean. 

'I’he fourth and final session on 


May 10 discusses “Housing Options 
in Retirement,” taught by John 
Sawyer and Laurie Malakoff, Ph.D.,

The year 1989 is one in which 
heavy emphasis will be placed on 
recycling, according to League of 
Women Voters Natural Resources 
Chair Lisa Cronan. 

Cronan told a March 2 gathering 
at the Unitarian Church that during 
these difficult fiscal times, the finan¬ 
cial benefits of recycling have 
become as apparent as the ecologi¬ 
cal ones. The best thing about recy¬ 
cling is that there is “no down side,” 
she added. 

Cronan said she hoped to include 
all community organizations in a 
promotional effort, either painting 
signs or other gimmicky ideas, to 


make citizens aware of the positive 
aspects of recycling. She said that 
the idea was to get “all the creative 
forces in town working on our goal. 

“People seem pretty excited,” 
Cronan added. 

Town Meeting Member Cynthia 
Krumme commended Cronan for 
coming up with the idea that 
appeared “slightly frivolous” but 
will also “help people.” 

Jack Farrell, Chairman of the 
Waste Study Committee, said 25 per¬ 
cent of all trash is recyclable. 
According to Farrell since 1960, the 
amount of trash the town has dis¬ 
posed has increased 80 percent. He 
added that the United States has 
twice as much trash to dispose of as 
any other industrial country.

Farrell said that according to sta¬ 
tistics, two billion disposable razors 
are thrown out each year, and 11 
billion diapers. According to Far¬ 
rell, $1 out of every $11 spent goes 
into packaging, some of which is 
unnecessary. Any household who 
receives the Boston Globe daily dis¬ 
poses of a quarter of a ton of paper 
yearly, he said. 

Selectman Robert Deering told the 
gathering that out of a $33 million 
dollar budget, the town pays $1 mil¬ 
lion to haul its trash away to the 
Andover facility. According to Deer¬ 
ing Winchester has taken a lead in 
recycling, and is currently consider¬ 
ing an incentive plan for transfer 
station employees to receive a per¬ 
centage of the profit from every 
recyclable item that is removed 
from the incinerator belt. 

Andy Conley, transfer station fore¬ 
man, said the town has “improved 
every year” and that he felt 
“Winchester could be at the top of 
the state and maybe the top of the 
country in the recycling program.” 

One of the major concerns about 
the transfer station is with commer¬ 
cial haulers, several speakers said. 
Deering added that 40 percent of all 
the trash coming into the transfer 
station is through commercial 
haulers. 

Conley said that he’d like to "see 
(the commercial haulers) come 
along with us more.” 

Cronan mentioned two companies, 
G.R. Nowell and John Edward 
Airey, that are “extremely dedi¬ 
cated to recycling.” 

League member Donna Garner 
noted that a piece of paper can be 
recycled five times before it starts to 
break down. She added, that as it 
presently stands, one of the prob¬ 
lems with recycling paper is the high 


cost of trucking. Garner said most 
businesses support recycling prog¬ 
rams because they are afraid of 
government regulation. 

Gardner said both Lexington and 
Wellesley have successful recycling 
programs, with 70 percent 
participation. 

Cronan added that there is “a lot 
of very good feeling” going on in 
Wellesley, as the town uses its trans¬ 
fer station as a community center. 
Recycling, she said, is linked with 
“being a good citizen” in Wellesley. 

Cronan said that there are pre¬ 
sently 50 towns in the state that have 
mandated recycling. Before long, 
she added, there will be state-wide 
mandate. At . present New Jersey 
and Rhode Island enforce such a law 
on recycling, she said. 

The state, in effort to make sure 
that recyclables have somewhere to 
go once they are collected, plan;to 
open a Material Recovery Facility 
(MRF) in Cambridge shortly, Cro¬ 
nan said. These MRFs will make it 
more convenient for manufacturers 
to buy recyclable goods and which 
will help create a market for them, 
Cronan added. If these MRFs are'as 
successful as she believes they will 
be, Cronan says, “we’ll probably^e 
getting good money.” 

When the topic of recycling goijds 
is brought up at Town Meeting, Cro¬ 
nan said at least we’ll have “soroe- 
thing pleasant to talk about.”

Winchester needs affordable hous- 
iijg to help meet its social obli{»a- 
imns. to escape becoming a ‘one 
sided community” and to avoid 
possible loss of state funds.

Election draws 47 percent turnout

Voters didn’t exactly turn out in 
record numbers for last week’s elec- 
.tion, but figures were up over the 
•past decade. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, there was a 47 percent turnout 
on March 28. In addition, there were 
more absentee ballots than in previ¬ 
ous years, totalling approximately 
, 200 . 

“The question really contributed 
to the high turnout,” said Ward. She 
noted that voter turnout prediction.s 
are based on absentee ballot 
requests. With the increase in absen¬ 
tee ballots. Ward said her office 
expected a higher turnout. 

As for the election overall. War d 
said things went “smoothly. I have a 
seasoned group of election officers 
prepared to deal with all kinds of 
things. They do well and make me 
look good.” 

- Ward noted that over the course of 


the past 20 years, voter turnout in 
non-presidentia 1 elections in 
Winchester has been “r oughly 28 to 
30 percent.” Yearly, the figures 
break down as follows: 1988, .33 per¬ 
cent; 1987, 28 percent; 198(5, 27 per¬ 
cent; 1985, 30 percent; 1984, 24 
percent. 

Ward said the 1984 figure was “the 
lowest it’s ever been.” 

In 19.50, voter tunrout in a non- 
presidential election was .54 peicent. 
while in 19(50 it dropped to 44 percent. 
In 1970, the figui’c i-o.se again to 48 
percent. However, the figure 


dropped to around 30 percent 
throughout the 1970s and l‘)8()s.

The importance 
of communication 


The closing of the Main Street bridge for reconstruction has 
caused some heated debate lately. For those merchants whose 
businesses lay in between the rotary and the Main Street/Skillings 
Road intersection, there is concern for the future of their 
businesses. For town officials, there is concern for the safety and 
well-being of the public. 

There is little disagreement about the need t() repair the bridge. 
Approximately 18 months ago, state officials informed the town 
that the bridge was unsafe. Delaying repairs too long could result 
in collapse of the structure, an obvious danger for travellers. 

Making major changes could result in a loss of state funds as 
well. In these times of financial constraint, Winchester would be 
unwise to give up much needed funds for repairs. 

However, an important question surrounding the whole issue is 
whether or not abuttors were informed in a timely manner about 
the potential closing. Abutters claim they learned ()f the probable 
closing only in the last few weeks. Yet, town officials were aware 
the repairs had to be made more than a year ago, and claim they 
have been addressing the issue of keeping the bridge open since 
last summer. 

The fact remains that there was no mention made of the bridge 
closing when the contractor was asked to draw up plans. The 
process simply proceeded. 

Abutters had a right to be involved in the process when 
repairing the bridge was first discussed. As in the case of abutters 
to a home undergoing work, these merchants should have been 
allowed to provide input into the process when the proposal first 
surfaced. 

The closing of a main throughway in town will very likely 
adversely affect businesses in the area. Some merchants are 
wondering whether or not they will be able to survive three to six 
months on what will become a dead-end street. 

While the decision as to the fate of Main Street is now in the 
hands of Town Meeting, since Selectmen have voted to place an 
article on the warrant, abutters should be listened to and heard. 
As Selectman Steve Powers said, if they had been notified in a 
more timely manner, perhaps the town would not be faced with 
this controversy right now-. 

It is the responsibility of town officials to keep residents and 
merchants informed of decisions affecting them, and to allow for 
public input, especially when it comes to a person’s livelihood.

Let’s pull together and face the future 


Winchester’s mobilized electorate must work actively with town officials to deal with the tough times

'The 17th century New England 
town bound every segment of society 
from top to bottom. In these early 
towns each person had a role to play. 
The common people obediently fol¬ 
lowed because they believed that 
this was their role if society was to 
remain healthy. 

’ ;The community’s leaders had a 
paternal obligation to their entire 
constituency and these leaders were 
repeatedly raised to the town’s high¬ 
est office of ‘‘select man.” The lead¬ 
ers received their favored position in 
exchange for guidance that didn’t 
favor a particular faction, but 
watched over the community as a 
Whole. If a single entity was 
threatened the entire community 
suffered. 

; Democracy was the ultimate 
check in insuring that control never 
strayed far from it’s constituency. 

; It was in this original democratic 
tradition, that the Winchester Tax¬ 
payer’s Association (WTA) w'asable 


to defeat the selectmen’s $1.37 mil¬ 
lion debt exclusion. 

The grassroots level support for 
the WTA appears to be in full bloom, 
reflecting Winchester’s majority 
opinion. Besides defeating the 
referendum with 62 percent of the 
vote, the WTA flexed its muscle by 
helping to place its two choices for 
selectman, out of three possible can¬ 
didates. Some thought before the 
election that incumbent Robert 
Deering, being the moderate candi¬ 
date, would be receiving double vot¬ 
es from both sides of the override 
question. The other two candidates 
had taken opposite stands on the 
question and appeared destined to 
fight for the second slot. 

Instead William O’Leary, the only 
candidate to speak against the over¬ 
ride, came from outside and beat 
Deering by almost 500 votes. Deer¬ 
ing, whom various members within 
the WTA viewed as a favorable sec¬ 
ond choice to Cynthia Krumme, then 
sweated out an eventual victory by 
1)8 votes. 


The WTA was able to accomplish 
this in spite of being outs|)ent in 
terms of advertising space, never 
appearing to have had a large centr¬ 
al core, and fighting against a united 
town government. 

Whether the power of the WTA will 
have permanent slaying power or 
whether this is just a passing phase 
remains to be seen. 

There had been talk before the 
election that potholes would remain 
unfilled if the override failed. 
According to election figures, 47 per¬ 
cent of voters turned out. Normally, 
in a non-presidential election, the 
turnout in Winchester is approxi¬ 
mately 30 percent. Included in these 
numbers was a high senior citizen 
turnout. 

Figuratively voters came out of 
the woodwork to defeat the select¬ 
men’s plan and many seniors 
seemed to have decided that if they 
couldn’t afford to live in Winchester, 
it wouldn’t matter if the potholes 
were filled or not. 

Fiscally, the override made smart 


sense. The town needs more 
revenue. It still does. In human 
terms, the cost was too high. 
Winchester is a town of people first, 
before it’s a town of services or 
public buildings. And people are not 
an easily replaced resource. 

Many will argue that an override 
is still in Winchester’s future. I 
believe they’re right. 

Many will say that this year’s 
referendum battle is a sign that the 
electorate ’ needs to bleed more, 
before they understand that the 
town’s in the middle of a budget 
crisis. There’s merit to this asser¬ 
tion too. 

Hopefully the elected officials will 
not lose sight of the fact that many of 
the citizens have voiced their objec¬ 
tions to the financial burdens they 
are under. There are those in town 
who bought their property before 
Winchester’s real estate boom and, 
though they might occupy a valuable 
piece of property, do not have the 
resources to keep up with escalating 
taxes. 


Those on fixed income still need 
protection against future overrides. 
Politically, I believe that there is a 
vast resource of citizens who would 
like to keep the standards up, but are 
afraid of voting themselves out of 
town. What will town government do 
for these citizens? Hopefully some¬ 
thing more than eating away at 
whatever small estate they might 
have accumulated over their work¬ 
ing lives. 

There have been suggestions 
made of a possible abatement sys¬ 
tem, not based on an individual’s 
age, but in terms of their adjusted 
federal gross income. I hope the 
elected officials will consider such a 
plan. A fair abatement plan would 
help dissipate resistance to future 
overrides. Failure to do so, coupled 
with inflationary trends, could make 
resistance more desperate and do no 
one any good. 

It is time to pull together and not 
continue to grow apart. More tough 
times lay in Winchester’s future.

A guide that outlined the mini¬ 
mum acceptable behavior for stu¬ 
dents was issued at the high school 
this week. After months of work by 
parents, students and faculty, a list 
of what was to be expected from 
high school students was put on 
paper. 

Among other rules, the students 
were reminded not to attend parties 
unless invited, that each party 
should be adequately chaperoned by 
adults and that a student or parent 
does not have the right to serve 
alcoholic beverages to young people. 

Bullet holes were discovered in 
four cars in the parking lot of the 
Winchester Country Club. Police 
determined that the cars, which 
were parked on the Arlington Street 
side of the lot, were fired on by a 
high-powered .22 rifle. 


20 years ago: 1969 

After 1.19 inches of rainfall and 
excessive snow run-off, Winchester 
was finally able to breath a sigh of 
relief as a flood warning for the town 
was ended. The Water Department 
issued a statement however, which 
disapproved of the actions of certain 
homeowners who had removed sew¬ 
er drain-out caps to empty their 
cellars.

McCall Junior High School was also 
damaged by vandals and a filing 
cabinet stolen. At Muraco, a small 
amount of coin was taken from the 
secretary’s office and the school 
sustained some minor vandalism.

I have been looking in The Star for 
a report of the speech in the House of 
our State Representative, Paul 
Casey, regarding the Budget and his 
amendment relating to the Stone 
Zoo. I looked in vain. In his speech, 
his first in the House, he proposed an 
amendment to the House Ways and 
Means Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion to close the Stone Zoo. The 
speech was exceptionally well 
received by the Legislature, and the 
amendment passed unanimously. 

The outcome of Casey’s amend¬ 
ment is that the Zoo in Stoneham will 


not be closed, and that more money 
will be available to continue the 
work to upgrade the Zoo’s condi¬ 
tions.

Ridin’ the rails, nothing beats it

I’ve been a fan of trains since 
before I was born. We all have, in a 
way; here in America, trains are 
just in our blood. 

There was a train that made Hen¬ 
ry Thoreau so cranky when it shat¬ 
tered the peace of Walden Pond in 
the 1830’s; and the one Emily Dick¬ 
inson described as a great snuffling 
beast (“I love to see it lap the miles/ 
And lick the valleys up...”) There 
were troop trains, carrying Dough¬ 
boys coastward for their journey 
Over There. Pullmans, an(J Diner 
cars. “The thrilling returning 
trains” of Scott Fitzgerald’s youth, 
taking him back home to the heart¬ 
land for his school vacations. And 
that Golden Spike we all learned 
about once, driven at Promontory 
Point in 1869, when East-inching 
track met west-inching track at last, 
and buckled together for good a 
country that Civil War had all but 
torn asunder. 


The nostalgia of it. Dinner in the 
diner. Nothin’ could be finer...Ah, 
the nostalgia, even for those too 
young to remember the Great Age of 
Trains. 

Once, you could catch a train in 
the heart of Manhattan that took you 
clear to Woodstock, Vermont. Now 
you must drive that route, sealed 
alone in your bubble of glass. 

I drive a lot in the course of my 
year, all over New York and New 
England. I can tell you it’s a lonely 
job, on those sleek stretches of emp¬ 
ty country highway. For miles, there 
is no one of the road; no one, or 
weirdos, who brake when you brake, 
speed up when you speed up. I 
passed a man once with a flip chart 
of opening remarks for other 
drivers. 

As I inched near him, he fumbled 
at it and held up to the window a 
card reading, “Hey Baby!” — as if 
you could make friends with some¬ 
one, even someone this desperate. 


while propelling a car at 70 miles per 
hour. 

In a train, though, that whole 
social realm is yours to enjoy. One 
rainy day last week, we took the 
train, my kids and I, to the Big Apple 
and back within 24 hours, as much 
for the adventure of the ride as 
anything else. Originating in Boston, 
it runs clear down to Richmond, 
Virginia and calls itself, quaintly, 
the Colonial. You’re scarce out of 
Boston’s gravitational pull on it, and 
a peace descends. Here are wine¬ 
glass elm and stand of willow; mea¬ 
dow, and village green tacked in 
place at each corner by a church 
spire; the back doors of shops and 
rivers; and before long, the banner 
of ocean. You pass not on the 
clogged arteries of thruways, but far 
from them all, on clean old tracks 
laid down in the Clay and Calhoun 
era, on groves gone back to oak, and 
juniper, and, here and there the 
tangle of blackberry. 


Nature is not, to some eyes, beaut¬ 
iful in March, in this chill windy 
corner of America. She’s at her 
barest, her grass brown and 
defeated-looking. You have to 
search to see signs of new life. On 
the train, you can do it. We saw the 
raised arms of trees, blunt at the tjps 
with a hint of red, the buds all-but-% 
imperceptible, like the blunt buddy¬ 
ing fingers of the unborn; and ges¬ 
turing, as those infant hands must 
do; gesturing toward the light. 

The first hour, we sat and looked 
out the window. The rain had 
cleared by then. Clouds blew off to 
show sky as blue and full of promise 
as a robin’s egg. 

In Japan, they have a train called 
the maglev, which through the mira¬ 
cle of superconductivity, travels 
four inches off the ground at speeds 
reaching 241 mph. They can keep it. 
as far as I’m concerned. I’ll take the 
feel of earth close beneath me. I’ll 
take the Colonial every time.

Growing up in 
World War II

Seeing Kay and Mickey Meurl- 
ing, one of Winchester’s longtime 
and best loved couples, at the 
Scholarship Foundation Telethon 
the other night was the high point 
of this annual fund raiser devoted 
to the future of our youth. 

As Kay and Mickey stood there, 
sparkling with enthusiasm in the 
restored auditorium of Town 
Hall, our thoughts travelled back 
to a unique area of Winchester — 
familiarly known as “The Bow¬ 
ery” — Middlesex Street. 

In 1942 the war was on and one 
by one, most men heading the 
young families along “The 
Street” enlisted and left for the 
far places. 

Mother explained, as she hung 
the red, white and blue banner 
with the single star in the win¬ 
dow, that it was "for father” and 
would hang there until he got 
home again. 


It was difficult — coping alone 
with bills, a fusty young child, 
food shortages, and the big coal 
furnace in the cellar. 

The few men still left on the 
street became a protective ele¬ 
ment in the lives of the tempor¬ 
ary windows of Middlesex Street 
and were known to keep close 
tabs on anything out of the 
ordinary. 

Each of the identical houses on 
the west side of the street (there 
were few, as yet, on the other 
side!) were fitted with blackout 
curtains which were to be pulled 
tight during evening air raid 
drills. 

Uncle Ralph Story, next door, 
was an air raid warden — and it 
was fascinating, while the sirens 
wailed, to peek under the cur¬ 
tains and see the wardens patroll¬ 
ing up and down the street carry¬ 
ing their big green fire cans with 
the hand pump on top. 

We young ones were explicitly 
ordered to race for home when 


the warning sounded and any 
delay was rewarded with a 
resounding whack on an unwill¬ 
ing posterior. 

“Enjoy Yourself, Its Later 
Than You Think” was a popular 
song of the day, and anything was 
an excuse for a party •— with 
news of the affair travelling 
between houses from Lake Street 
to Sylvester Avenue with the 
speed of light. 

If Luther Puffer, Brad Hill, 
Mickey Meurling, my dad, or 
others were back on leave, the 
street came alive and they’d roll 
up the rugs, pile stacks of Boogie 
Woogie records on the Motorola 
and dance up a storm. What mat¬ 
ter if one of the cat was again 
giving birth in the baby carriage 
parked in the dining room. “Its 
Later Thank You Think.” 

Many evenings, the horseshoes 
rang into the gathering dusk 
behind Vi and Herb Smith’s and 
the sound of a late softball game 
going on in the field next to Horn 


Pond Brook kept young fry 
awake long after bedtime. 

It was a tough time, however. 
Virtually everything was 
rationed and quotas were set up 
for every commodity, if avail¬ 
able, and these commodities 
were then only obtainable if one 
had the required number of 
“points” or coupons. Chipped 
Beef and Toast and Spam and 
Eggs became the center of gus¬ 
tatory delight. 

Kay and Mickey were married 
at that time, with my parents 
standing up for them, at the love¬ 
ly old Weld home on Winthrop 
Street — and since then have 
given unstintingly to Winchester 
in numerous ways. 

How easily the years melted 
away last Wednesday as they 
stood there at Town Hall doing 
what they have done so well over 
all these years — These two 
champions of Our Town and its 
young people.

Volume 15 — Report No. 12 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
March 27-31, 1989 

The Senate. “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local senators’ votes on two 
roll calls from the week of March 27 
to 31. 

I.ocal Aid — Senate 23-11, refused to 
discharge onto the Senate floor for a 
vote resolutions assuring cities and 
towns that the Senate will approve at • 
least the amount of local aid 
approved by the House. Supporters 
said this will give communities 
assurances of a minimum guarantee 
of local aid so they will have some 
information on which to base their 
local budgets. Opponents said it 
would be premature and irresponsi¬ 
ble for the Senate to guarantee an 
amount of local aid before grappling 
with the entire budget problem. 

A “Yea” vote is for discharge. A 
“Nay” vote is against discharge. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 
Needles (S 477) — Senate 24-8, 
rejected a bill authorizing Boston to

establish a pilot sterile needle and 
syringe exchange program. The 
program, which requires each parti¬ 
cipant to be offered referral to a 
drug treatment program, esta¬ 
blishes a system in which the 
intraveneous drug user can 
exchange dirty needles and syringes 
for sterile ones. Supporters, noting 
the rapid spread of AIDS among 
drug users, said this program is a 
practical way to save lives. Oppo¬ 
nents said the program sends out the 
wrong message and will encourage 
drug use. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

The House. “Beacon Hill Roll Call’’ 
records local representatives’ votes 
on nine roll calls from the week of 
March 27-31. 

Gay Rights (H 4071) — House 83-69, 
gave initial approval and by a slim¬ 
mer 76-72 margin gave near final 
approval to the “gay rights” bill 
making it unlawful to discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orientation in 
housing, employment, credit or 
public accomodations. Supporters 
said the measure is simply a very 
important civil rights bill which 
insures the rights of gays and 
bisexuals and allows them to take a 
discrimination case to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Commission Against Dis¬ 
crimination. Opponents offered a 
variety of arguments including 
claims that gays are already pro¬ 
tected by existing law. Some said the 
bill is anti-family, immoral and will 
promote the gay lifestyles. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 


“Nay” vote is against it. Both roll 
calls are listed. The first is on initial 
approval. The second is on near final 
approval. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes on both rollcalls. 

Rercroiidum (H 4071) — House first 
defeated 77-76, then defeated by a 
w'ider 82-70 margin an amendment 
placing a non-binding question on 
the 1990 ballot asking voters whether 
they approve of the “gay rights” 
bill. Amendment supporters said 
this will simply allow voters to 
express their opinion on this con¬ 
troversial issue. Opponents said this 
basic civil rights issue should not be 
the subject of a referendum and 
urged the House to stand by its 
convictions. 

A “Yea” vote is for placing the 
question on the ballot. A “Nay” vote 
is against placing it on the ballot. 
Both roll calls are listed. The first is 
on 77-76 defeat. The second is on 
82-70 defeat. 

Casey voted no on both rollcalls. 

Insurance (II 4071 ) — House 85-69, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
section of the “gay rights” bill which 
prohibits persons engaged in the 
insurance or bonding business from 
making inquiries about the sexual 
orientation of a person seeking a 
bond. Amendment supporters said if 
the section is not eliminated it will 
lead to gay couples getting the same 
advantages a married couple has in 
insurance. Opponents said the 
amendment strikes a key section 
and will allow discrimination 
against gays in some instances. 

A “Yea” vote is for striking the 


section. A “Nay” vote is for keeping 
the section. 

Casey voted no. 

Ruling of Chair — House House 
113-34, and 122-30, upheld the Speak¬ 
er’s ruling that two separate amend¬ 
ments went beyond the scope of the 
“gay rights” bill and should not be 
allowed on the floor for considera¬ 
tion. The first was an amendment 
providing that the bill not be inter¬ 
preted to authorize the department 
of social services to allow foster care 
or adoption of a child by any person 
whose sexual orientation is an obsta¬ 
cle to the psychological or physical 
well-being of the child. The second 
was an amendment providing that 
nothing in the bill be interpreted to 
legitimize a “gay marriage” or to 
give rights and benefits to a "gay 
spouse” or “gay family.” 

Supporters of the ruling said the 
amendments clearly go beyond the 
scope of the bill and noted none of 
these concepts are mentioned in the 
measure. Opponents said the Speak¬ 
er is clearly helping members duck 
controversial votes. They said with¬ 
out the amendments gays will be 
allowed to adopt, serve as foster 
parents, and enter into gay 
marriages. 

A “Yea” vote supports the Speak¬ 
er’s ruling and does not allow intro¬ 
duction of the amendment. A “Nay” 
vote is against the ruling and would 
allow introduction of the amend¬ 
ment. The first roll call is on the 
adoption and foster care amend¬ 
ment. The second is on the marriage 
and family amendment. 

Casey voted yes on both rollcalls.

The Boston-based Public Broad¬ 
casting System (PBS) program 
"This Old House," is a hit nation¬ 
wide, and that makes former 
Winchester resident and WGBH bus¬ 
iness developer, Larry D’Onofrio a 
happy man.

"We consider it a challenge," said 
D’Onofrio. With Vila off the show, 
people will at first "be aghast," he 
added but, "the program itself is 
what draws people in.” 

F'or those who have never seen the 
program, the "This Old House" con 
struction crew takes older homes by 
storm and renovates from top to 
bottom. The houses are chosen how¬ 
ever, in an admitted, "unstructured 
process," D’Onofrio said. 

D’Onofrio explained that although 
the show receives many photos 
("many, many photos") from Bos¬ 
ton area residents who have a gem

Merchants riled by project

Bank, Ken Johnson of Ken’s Sub 
Shoppe, Nick Tlerno of Mobil, Dick 
Yirikian of Texaco and Elizabeth 
Newell, resident of the elderly and 
handicapped home on Palmer Street 
and Harrington, gathered in Har¬ 
rington’s garage and kicked around 
some alternative plans and dis¬ 
cussed the impact on their busines¬ 
ses — and their lives. 

“We’re being misled,’’ said Har¬ 
rington, “the plan wasn’t even dis¬ 
cussed with us.’’ 

He noted that the selectmen knew 
18 months ago that the state had 
declared the bridge unsafe. But 
when the design work was requested 
a few months later, a provision for 
through traffic was overlooked. 

Martin noted that although Purity 
would be the least affected by the 
possible closing of the road because 
of their second driveway, any 
I change in traffic flow could cause a 
: customer to shop elsewhere. 

In addition to their businesses 
being affected, merchants noted 
that traffic from the downtown area 
would become congested on Mt. Ver¬ 


non Street without a workable traffic 
flow plan. 

As far as the proposed timeframe 
goes, merchants are also skeptical 
as to whether the town can keep the 
project on schedule. And hand¬ 
icapped resident Newell fears the 
road will become impassable for 
elderly and handicapped persons. 

However, all merchants present 
noted that they would be willing to 
help shoulder the cost of keeping one 
lane of traffic open for the public. 

Harrington thinks a workable plan 
would be to investigate the use of a 
rented temporary bridge, which 
would not alter the design of the 
project and would drop the length of 
down time on the bridge to one 
month. He and his fellow merchants 
brought this plan to Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer, engineering 
designer James Green and contrac¬ 
tor John Gross on Tuesday morning. 

“We are willing to do anything 
within reason to keep the traffic flow 
on Main Street,’’ said Harrington. 

Maurer told the merchants that an 
article has been placed on the war¬ 
rant for the Special Spring Town 
Meeting scheduled for April 24. At 


that time. Town Meeting member^ 
will decide whether or not to allocate 
additional funds to construct the 
Main Street bridge “in a different 
fashion than the original design,!’ 
said Maurer. | 

“If the basic design is changed,!’ 
reminded Maurer, “it would meah 
going back to the state and could 
mean rebidding.’’ ! 

Another option may be to corn 
press the construction time into a 
three month timeframe, which 
would cost an additional $28,000, said 
Maurer. ; 

A suggestion by Maurer to cut 
costs was to eliminate the proposed 
brick sidewalks on the bridge. “(The 
bricks) don’t add to the safety of the 
bridge. They’re an aesthetic item,*’ 
said Maurer. I 

If the bricks are deleted from lhf 3 
project however, Maurer said 
money for the bricks from the statd 
allocation will also be deleted. 

Maurer asked that Green Interna¬ 
tional Inc., explore the possibilities 
of a temporary bridge. This infoii- 
mation will be brought to Maurer {i,1 
the end of the week.

Works Director March 30. Con¬ 
tractor James Gross indicated he 
would be able to finish the repairs 
in three months, said Maurer. 
The cost of the alterations to the 
project under this plan are esti¬ 
mated at $1(),0()() for police detail 
and $18,000 for construction 
services. 

The Town could realize a 
$34,000 savings by eliminating 
brick sidewalks on the bridge, 
and substituting concrete, added 
Maurer. 

“Looking at our fiscal prob¬ 
lems, $28,000 is a significant 
amount,” said Selectman Robert 
Deering. Deering also questioned 
the $34,(M)0 figure cited for brick¬ 
ing the sidewalk. Maurer said 
bids were made on the complete 
project, and while the brick 
sidewalks may seem expensive, 
the overall projc;ct was bid at a 
lower figure thafi other projects. 

Selectman Muggia pointed out 
that the town is “under the gun in 
a sense” on the issue of liability. 
Muggia also said that if construc¬ 
tion begins in late spring to early 
summer, it would affect busines¬ 
ses during their slowest times of 
the year. 

Selectman Steve Powers said 
he was concerned that the project 
was only bid one way. However, 
he added that it is “probably 
prudent” to move ahead and take 
advantage of state funds while 
they are available. “They (abut- 
tors) should have been notified in 
a more timely manner,” he said. 

Newly-elected Selectman Wil¬ 
liam O’Leary said he favored 
waiting for a report from Maurer 
on a meeting set up with Main 
Street merchants. In addition, he 
said he supported putting the 
article on Town Meeting warrant, 
with a provision allowing the 
town to accept a donation from 
merchants. 

In response, Deering said that 
the article would be moot if mer¬ 
chants come forward with funds 
to install a temporary bridge. 
However, he added, “In reality, I 
don’t think it will ever happen,” 
since he believes the cost to mer¬ 
chants will exceed their loss over 
the three-month period. “It’s a 
nice gesture. I just don’t think it’s 
practical,” said Deering.

for fun, no one made you audition for 
this, you should enjoy what you’re 
doing out here’, because, for me, this 
is the last chance to be in one of Mrs. 
A’s plays, and I’m pretty happy I’m 
allowed to be in it.” 

There are other challenges and 
other lessons to learn, several of 
which were also mentioned by cast 
'members: 

“I learned how to project my voice 
and memorize a lot of lines,” said 
Sarah Rotundi (Jiminy Cricket). 
Julie Stevens (Jiminy Cricket) said, 
“This year it taught me to memorize 
a lot of things and to work with other 
people, and I had a lot of fun.

Opera-ToGo performer

What has four singers, one pianist, 
a magic trunk filled with props and 
costumes, unlimited imagination 
and travel to schools? The answer is 
Opera-To-Go, a professional troupe 
that exposes youngsters from kin¬ 
dergarten through high school to the 
often intimidating world of opera. 

Now in its 14th year, the ensemble • 
recently won the 1989 National 
Young Audience/General Electric 
Artists Award for its “unique contri¬ 
bution to the arts in schools.’’ Arling¬ 
ton resident Diana Cole has been 
singing with the company since 1974. 

“We call ourselves Opera-to-Go in 
the same way that a business is 
Pizza-to-Go. You call us, and we 
deliver opera in an imaginative and 
creative way. By participating in 
our scenes and dialogues, children 
soon discover that opera is some¬ 
thing they can relate to and have fun 
with,’’ said Cole during a recent 
interview. 

Opera-To-Go has two goals: to 
introduce children to opera, and to 
build future audiences. “We want 
youngsters to realize that opera is 
more than just a group of people 
screaming to each other on stage, 
which is how some people perceive 
it," she said. “We also want to build 
future audiences for opera. If child¬ 
ren develop a liking for the art form 
early on, perhaps they'll support it 
when they grow up,” she said. 

Cole believes that exposing child¬ 
ren to opera at an early age is 
beneficial: “We all need to keep our 
imaginations alive. Youngsters have 
so much imagination, but as they get 
into the upper grades and learn 
about the things in life that are real 
and true, it’s often hard to find a way 
to keep that imagination alive. 

“Through Opera-To-Go, they can 
get involved in the story, develop a 
real feeling for the characters as 
people, and act out their own crea¬ 
tive fantasies and emotions as well. 
Singing is a wonderful medium for 
doing this. 

“The students also learn some¬ 
thing about us as performers. By 
questioning us about our back¬ 
grounds and experiences, singing 
becomes a viable profession in their 
eyes, a chance to do something you 
love and get paid for it.’’ 

As an art form, opera can be 
intimidating “partly because the 
stories are done in languages other 
than English, making it extremely 
difficult to know what is going on.’’ 
Cole can appreciate the difficulties 
that people have. As a youngster, 
she remembers “listening to opera 
over the radio and feeling bewil¬ 
dered. I didn’t have any idea of what 
was going on. Now that more operas 
are teing performed in English and 
theatres are having subtitles above 
the stage, opera is becoming more 
accessible to everyone.’’ 

She joined Opera-To-Go in 1974 at 
the request of a friend who was 
reorganizing an existing opera 
group. Asked to sing the role of the 
child in “The Bewitched Child’’ by 
Ravel, Cole accepted the opportuni¬ 
ty. She stayed with the troupe, she 
said, because, “I enjoy the creative 
format and especially the opportuni¬ 
ty to work with children.’’ 

A mezzo-soprano, Cole sings a var¬ 
iety of parts: Cherubino, a page-boy 


in The Marriage of Figaro-, Mad- 
dalena, “a lady of ill repute’’ in 
Rigolelto-, Musetta, “another high 
class lady of dubious repute’’ in La 
Boheme-, and Hansel in Hansel and 
Gretel. “Cherubino and Hansel are 
called 'pants roles’; they require a 
voice that can resemble a young 
man’s. As a mezzo-soprano, my 
voice is suited for those roles. But 
since my range also extends into the 
higher scale, I can sing a soprano 
role like Musetta,’’ said Cole. 

According to Cole, parts are 
assigned according to voice catego¬ 
ries and are recast occasionally. 
This particuair group (Amy Clark, 
soprano; William Cotten, tenor; S. 
Mark Aliapoulios, baritone; Cole; 
and Margaret Ulmer, pianist and 
music director) has been together 
for the last few years and has deve¬ 
loped “a very good rapport.’’ 

Opera-To-Go has four different 
shows lasting 45 minutes each. 

“ 'Introduction to Opera’ is meant 
for K through grade six. We don’t 
use costumes or props in this one; 
we introduce the youngsters to our 
voices, characters, duets and trios. 
Audience participation is part of 
every show, but we bring it in earlier 
in ‘Introduction,’ ’’ said Cole. 

“During the second half of the 
show, we improvise a fairy tale with 
the children — Snow White, The 
Wizard of Oz, Peter Pan, Cinderella, 
or Count Dracula Entertians: The 


Night of Fright and Bite. 

"Snow White is our most popular 
show.’’ 

The other porgrams are “Lovers, 
Rogues and Fools’’ (K through 
grade 8), and dress rehearsals for 
Rigoletto and La Boheme (grades 4 
to 12). According to Cole, Rigoletto 
is sung in Italian but explained in 
English ; La Boheme is sung in Engl¬ 
ish. “The emphasis with these three 
shows, as well as the introduction, is 
getting the youngsters involved. 
They can be members of the chorus, 
extras, or have a speaking part. Of 
course, everyone gets to ask ques¬ 
tions at the end,’’ she added. 

Opera-To-Go is one of 20 groups 
within Young Audiences of Massa¬ 
chusetts, part of a national orgnaiza- 
tion that presents live performing 
arts programs in schools throughout 
the United States. Funding for the 
Massachusetts chapter comes, in 
part, from the Massachusetts Coun¬ 
cil for the Arts, and Cole is “deeply 
concerned’’ about the effect of 
reduced funding. During the 
academic year, Opera-To-Go visits 
approximately 200 schools, primari¬ 
ly in Massachusetts. Performances 
are usually contracted by a school’s 
Parent-Teacher Organization 
through the Young Audiences Office 
in Cambridge. Although most per¬ 
formances are given in schools dur¬ 
ing the day, family shows are also 
available in the evening. 


Cole finds the experience of work¬ 
ing with children “wonderful.” She 
said, “Every show and audience is 
unique. Children are so open and 
honest. Their responses are on the 
surface and you know right away if 
they understand what’s going on. 
I’m still moved emotionally when I 
hear little voices really singing 
along with the music. It makes my 
work so satisfying.” 

Recently, Opera-To-Go won the 
1989 Young Audience/General 
Electric Artists Award, the first 
national recognition program honor¬ 
ing unique contributions by artists in 
schools. According to Cole, Opera- 
To-Go was selected from 2,200 pro¬ 
fessional performing artists across 
the country. For Cole, the honor will 
mean “national exposure and my 
first trip to California. We’ll perform 
at the Young Artists National Con¬ 
vention in San Francisco.” As part 
of the award, the group performed 
at the Museum of Fine Arts in Bos¬ 
ton last Saturday. 

Born in Boston, Cole grew up in 
Cambridge and Lexington. A gradu¬ 
ate of Chatham College, a women’s 
college near Pittsburgh, Pa., she 
also earned a master’s degree from 
the New England Conservatory of 
Music, and studied opera in Italy for 
two months. 

Besides Opera-To-Go, Cole sings 
at Fallen Community Church in Lex-

The Winchester High School base¬ 
ball team will kick off its season this 
coming Monday, April 10, with a 
game against Lowell at Manchester 
Field.

Wyse, like French, has been on the 


team since his sophomore year. 
Chase hopes that Wyse will give the 
Sachems some stability in the pitch¬ 
ing staff, as well as playing some 
shortstop. MacDonald will be a 
mainstay behind the plate. 

Scott Garvey, last year’s co-MVP 
with French, is one of those players 
who plays more than one sport. He 
should be the first baseman. Albie 
Cail will start in left field. He is 
considered by the coach to be an 
excellent athlete. 

Neil Harrington was a top pitcher 
for the Sachems last year and should 
be again this year. Harrington “won 
some key games” last year, accord¬ 
ing to Chase. Pitcher Ray Forcina, 
another multiple-sport player, could 
figure prominently in the Sachems 
pitching staff. 

Several positions are still open.

Obesity threatens more than looks

The ravishing effects of obesity 
are being shou.ed from the rooftops 
of nutritionists. It is now considered 
to be the nation’s number one health 
threat. 

Sybil Ferguson, founder of Diet 
Center Inc., says that the fat you eat 
and the kind the body accumulates 
and stores are considered dangerous 
enemies to good health if not con¬ 
trolled. Some fat, like all the other 
nutrients we eat, is vital to our lives 
because it stores up needed energy. 

Plants, on the other hand, that 
have no need to move around store 
energy in the form of carbohydrates. 
The storage of too much fat in the 
body affects the heart and other 
vital organs. A reasonable supply of 
fat provides energv, keens the body 
temperature constant, protects bodi¬ 
ly organs, glands and joints and 
gives w'omen feminine curves and 
men an angular appearance. 

•Medical specialists say that about 
18 percent ot a man’s body weight 
and about 22 perern of a woman’s 
weight should consisi rf fat. Without 
regular exercise ovei the years, the 
muscles will atrophy to some extent 
and fat accumulates. 

; There are three basic types of 
body build: endomorphy (degree of 
fatness); mesopmorphy (degree of 
muscularity); and endomorphy 
(degree of skeletal structure). The 
real endomorph has a soft, rounded 
heavy body in w'hich fatty tissue is 
the major component; the meso¬ 
morph is solid and naturally well 
rounded); the ectomorph has a slen¬ 
der, bony body build. Few people are 
exclusively one type or the other, but 
most are a mix of all three with one 
type predominating. 

; The basal metabolic rate or the 
rate at which one burns the energy 
needed for carrying on bodily func¬ 
tions varies with individuals. Age 
and sex cause the major variables. 


A young person’s rate of burning fat 
is faster and a woman’s rate is 
slower than a man’s rate when they 
are the same age. Tall, thin people 
have greater skin surface from 
which to lose energy than do short, 
fat people. 

Dr. Robert E. Kowalski says in his 
book entitled Eight Week Cholester¬ 
ol Cure, “It is interesting to note that 
a basal metabolism rate decreases 
by three percent per decade after 
the age of 30, which means that a 
decrease in food intake plus 
increased physical activity are 
necessary to avoid putting on 
weight.” 

Some fat is essential to maintain¬ 
ing good health. The body manufac¬ 
tures three types of fat from food 
molecules: triglyceride, (tri mean¬ 
ing three), glyceride (meaning 
glycerin, the basic substance of all 
fats), and lipoprotein (lipo, fat, and 
protein meaning a fat joined with a 
protein) and cholesterol (chole 
meaning solid, and sterol, a form of 
alcohol). 

At body temperature, triglyceride 
is a liquid, and is the main form in 
which fat is stored in fat cells until it 
is needed. Lyproproteins are found 
in the bloodstream. Too much indi¬ 
cates too much triglyceride which in 
turn means too much cholesterol 
which contributes to heart disease. 

Because all of these factors con¬ 
trol general good health, it is wise to 
limit fat intake to 50 grams per day 
in order to provide for greater 
longevity. The fountain of Youth is a 
beautiful fantasy, but eliminating an 
overabundance of fat from the diet is 
a reality. A long and healthy life is a 
worthy goal toward which to work. It 
requires limiting fatty foods in the 
diet, sensible eating, and plenty of 
regular exercise 

Exercising will power is requisite 
in selecting delectible menu items. 
Most people enjoy the “no-no’s” like 
French fried potatoes, potato chips 


and fast food items, but these con¬ 
tain large amoimts of fat that are 


dangerous to well-being, despite the 
succulence while being consumed.

lures to additions, and from plumb¬ 
ing to furniture design, she said. 

“Design is not what fabric you put 
where,” said Surabian. “Design is 
scale, balance and proportion.” 

In addition. Surabian said a desig¬ 
ner is more practical in today’s 
world. When both members of a 
couple are working. Surabian said a 
designer can design the space as 
well as provide the work people and 
supervise the job. Moreover, even 
for those people who do have the 
time to design their own homes. 
Surabian said there is greater 
access to a wider variety of fabrics, 
carpets, furniture, etc. through 
someone in the business. 

“I try to work with them and 
educate them to get them to know 
what’s right for their space, ' Sura¬ 
bian said of her clients. 

Another misconception about the 
world of design is that a client needs 
a large budget. This, said Surabian, 
is not true. While it is enjoyable 
when a client does have a large 


budget, Surabian said plans can 
often be done in stages. 

“You don’t have to have a $50,000 
budget,” she said. “V’ou just have to 
want to make a statement.” 

Essential in the design process is a 
knowledge of drafting. Surabian 
said she completes full watercolor 
drafts of all projects she does. In this 
way, she is able to vividly create for 
the client what she feels best addres¬ 
ses their needs and tastes. 

In addition, she designs the major¬ 
ity of her own furniture and has a 
drapery workroom. Of her clientele, 
Surabian noted that 75 percent is 
residential, while 25 percent is 
commercial. 

Surabian said she has always been 
interested in entering a creative 
field, and in 1982, decided to go back 
to school for interior design. 

After receiving her degree in 
interior design, Surabian studied at 
the Boston Architectural Center and 
Harvard Graduate School of Design. 
She is also a member of the Ameri¬ 


can Society of Interior Designers 
(ASID). ASID is to design what the 
bar association is to lawyers, noted 
Surabian. To be considered a mem¬ 
ber, a person must have a degree, a 
certain number of years of experi¬ 
ence in the field, and pass an exam. 

In 1984, Surabian participated in 
the Junior League of Boston Decora¬ 
tor’s Showhouse as Decorators 
Chairman. In 1986, she completed a 
room in the same show which was 
ultimately published in the Boston 
Globe and Better Homes & Garden. 

For the past three years, Surabian 
has worked out of a studio in her 
Winchester home. However, moving 
into her office helped her realize her 
dream of creating a “Back Bay 
office” in Winchester. 

‘T think there’s room for a Boston 
designer in Winchester,” she said. 
This, said Surabian, is the reason for

Surabian said she believes more 
people are redesigning their homes 
these days.

Home looks great after Soviet visit

. This past February students of 
Winchester High School traveled 
across the ocean to visit the USSR 
.The local students were going to 
Russia for a chorus engagement 
with Russian students of their own 
'age. Tom Moore, sophomore, pro¬ 
vides us with a behind-the-scenes 
look at the USSR, its people and 
their lifestyles. 

Question: How did your expecta¬ 
tions of Russia differ from what you 
e^cperienced? 

, A: “Most of my expectations 
proved true. The country is very 
.dreary and lacks many of the things 
that (Americans) feel arc necessary 
to live with. 1 was surprised by the 
people. When we talked to them 
qne-on-one they turned out to be very 
warm and friendy.” 

Q: How do US teenagers diftei 
from those in Russia? 

A: “Russian teenagers don’t have 
much to do in their free time. They 
enjoy very simple things such as 
taking walks, etc. ... We are very 
.different from them in many ways, 
hut we all share the same hopes, 
.fears and dreams.’’ 

Q: In your opinion, how does the 
American lifestyle differ from the 
Russian lifestyle, based on what you 
‘ pbserved? 

A: “There is so much that we take 
for granted. The Russian people live 
; in small apartments, sometimes 
with lots of relatives A single house 
‘ would be like heaven to them Many 
of the people make good money, but 
the problem is there is nothing for 


them to buy. They have to wail years 
to get a car When a shipint nt of 
’somet hing comes into a store . get 
thei fc quick or it will be gone, .some¬ 
times m less than an hour. People 
can spend a du.y trying lu find a store 
that is not out oi everything. 

Q: What was the food like? 

A: “Even though we didn’t have a 
chance to eat a home cuuked Rus¬ 
sian meal, in talking to the school 
kids we found that the I'kaI w'e ate in 
the hotel was very good by their 
standards. There is a lot of beef and 
potato^ served. The beef is all well 
done. Cm a few occasions we had 
chicken which was very bony and 
fatty and had little or no meal to it. 
Fisn was served w'hole with bones 
and all. And we all looked forward to 
ice cream for de.ssert.’’ 

Q: What do you find most im rnor- 
able about the trip? 

A: “We mei a group ot Eost Ger¬ 
man students in our hotel m Lennm- 
grad and spent three nights singing 
with them aiiiil three in the morning. 
(Also memoiahJe was when) I was 
with the Ku.vtian people at the 
schools a- veil as our chorus 
coiiceri. 

Students returned to classes fol¬ 
lowing their trip and brought back 
such novelties as c’olhing and even 
bottles labelled " ^epsi-Cola” in 
Ru-ssian.

DPW recycling yields savings

Winchester has saved almost 
$17,000 so far this year in waste 
disposal fees, thanks to the efforts of 
transfer station employees. 

Employees at the transfer station 
now have an incentive to promote 
recycling practices to residents. 
According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the program was 
initiated this past January to 
encourage employees to assist citi¬ 
zens of the town in recycling efforts. 

Through the program, employees 
receive cash recognition for remov¬ 


al of waste that would otherwise be 
hauled to North Andover. Since 
January, the town has hauled 268.89 
fewer tons waste to North Andover 
than in the first quarter of 1988. The 
total savings for the town is 
$16,805.63, said Maurer. 

Maurer said the understanding 
with employees is that the town 
shares 10 percent of the savings with 
employees based on the number of 
days worked at the facilities. Thus, 
approximately $1,680 will be divided 
among transfer station workers. 

Employees involved in the prog¬ 
ram are Andrew Connolly, Robert

Webber, Peter Capua, Rober

Maurer noted that the first quar¬ 
ter of the year is generally a slower 
period at the transfer station. He 
anticipates that the town will be 
recycling more and more in the 
future due to the efforts of employ¬ 
ees and citizens. 

Maurer also commended DPW 
Operations Manager and former 
Acting Director Robert Morin, who 
worked with transfer station 
employees to develop the program. 

The program was first suggested 
by Town Moderator John Sullivan 
last spring, said Maurer. As a result, 
Morin was asked to work out a 
formula for instituting the program. 

Computed on a quarterly basis, 
the figures are compared to 1988

Ferrari says 
site is clean 

Rock Ave. neighbors visit Re|). Casey

Charles Ferrari maintains lluttfill 
on his land on Rock Avenue is not 
dangerous, although members of the 
North End Task Force luive l)een 
vigorously claiming the site is 
contaminated. 

The North End Task Force, a 
group of neighbors of the Rock 
Avenue area who joined forces to 
investigate this landfill, pleaded 
their case to Representative Paul 
Casey (D-Winchester) last Friday, 
hoping his pull in the state legisla¬ 
ture will speed up measures to inves¬ 
tigate what they believe to be poten¬ 
tially hazardous landfill near their 
homes. Members say the site has 
contained hazardous chemicals 
since 1982. 

Ferrari, in a recent telephone 
interview, told the Star that the fill 
used at the site is not dangerous. He 
noted that the fill came “from vari¬ 
ous places’’ including excavation 
and demolition debris from areas in 
town, the Winchester Hospital, the 
theatre district in Boston and other 
excavation sites around Winchester. 

Ferrari hopes for a resolution to 
the debate. “I believe in my land, 
and I believe in myself as a per¬ 
son... I’m hoping we can reach a 
mutual agreement,’’ said Ferrari. 

Currently, the site is classified as 
a “to be investigated’’ site by the 
state Department of Environmental 
Engineering (DEQE). This means 
the property is on the DEQE’s list to 


investigate, but is a low-priority site, 
or a site wliere waste is known to 
exist hut the extent of its toxicity is 
of yet undetermined. 

Tlie task force hopes Ca.sey can 
help move the site to a high priority 
list and get investigation hy the 
DEtJE underway. 

Neighbor John Morgan thinks the 
fill may have come from W.R. 
Grace, a chemical company in Cam¬ 
bridge. And on April 15 of this year, 
added Morgan, the site will have 
been on the DEQE’s “to he investi¬ 
gated” list for two years without an 
investigation. “We just want to get 
on with the proce.ss," said Morgan. 

t.’hairwoman of the task force l*eg- 
gy Schleicher called the DEQE and 
the Winchester Board of Health 
“unreasonable" in dealing with 
neighbors’ concerns in the past. 
“We’re asking you to assist us,’’ 
Schleicher told Casey. 

To this date, two sets of samples 
liave been taken from the site by 
Robert Hidell, a consultant hired by 
Ferrari. The tests were conducted in 
1984 and 1985, hut the tusk force 
disagrees with the findings of those 
tests and the location from which the 
tests were taken, says Morgan. 

'I’he task force has since garnered 
the help of a local chemist, who i.s 
investigating the site, not in the 
capacity of a hired consultant, hut to 
uncover possible contaminants. 

Morgan maintains that 24 hazard¬ 
ous chemicals have been identified

Board faces fiscal 
day of reckoning

“A lot of people in this town didn’t 
think this would happen,’’ said 
School Committee member William 
Jervey. “Now the day of reckoning 
is here.’’ 

Jervey’s comments characterized 
the discussion at the School Commit¬ 
tee’s April 11 meeting on the options 
that must be weighed before cutting 
funds from the school budget. 

Following a negative vote on 
March 28 by residents on a proposed 
debt exclusion to override Proposi¬ 
tion those cuts will now become 
a reality for the School Committee 
members, as well as their 
department. 

“There is no personnel or service 
or program that any of us want to 
see cut,’’ said Vice Chairman Donna 
Brandt-Landry. The $760,000 in cuts 
are, “big time, in big places — it’s 
personnel,’’ she added. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos explained the 
reductions that have taken place 
over the past five years. These 
include cuts in adminstrative posi 
tions, clerical and secretarial help, 
bus routes and the energy conserva¬ 
tion plans that were the instruments 
used to enable the system to 


increase the teaching staff. 

Mitsakos called the past five 
years, a “tightening” process. “We 
cranked savings. . .hack into prog¬ 
rams that provided direct service to 
the student,” said MiLsakos. 

Now, recommendations hy the 
School Committee include cutting 
teaching, counseling and instruction 
specialists positions, the sabbatical 
leave and equipment accounts, insti¬ 
tuting split grades and instating a 
$.'15 transportation fee for students 
active in sports. 

The goal is to maintain the level of 
programs and continue to offer the 
full range of courses, said Mit.sakos. 
The structural unit however, would 
be adjusted. He added that the com¬ 
mittee might want to investigate the 
feasibility of the 1{)90 move of sixth 
graders to McCall Junior High 
School as voted in the fall of 1988, In 
light of these reductions. 

“We can’t go through these reduc¬ 
tions without hurting someone,” 
Chairman P^dward (J’(.’onnell. He 
added that the committee will listen 
and weigh the thoughts of residents 
interested in the school system and 
impending cuts. 

“We can’t pleu.se everyone.” said 
O’Connell of the cuts. “We can’t 
even please ourselves.”

As Winchester enters a fiscal crisis, the new chairman sees voluntarism as town’s strength

F'or Thomas W. Schmitt, people 
are what make Winchester the 
special town it Is. 

At the first meeting following 
elections, the Board of Selectmen 
unanimously elected Schmitt as 
their new chairman. This year as 
chair will be his third as a select¬ 
man, completing his term. 
Whether it will be his final year 
or whether he will run again, he 
has not yet decided. 

Looking back on reasons why 
he originally ran for the position, 
Schmitt said, “I thought the town 
was at an important crossroads 
in a lot of respects, and one of the 
most important was financial. I 
felt it was important to make 
sure the town was going to be 
well-administered in that period 
of time. As it turns out that was 
absolutely correct; the most 
important matters have been 
fiscal. 

“I felt my administrative back¬ 
ground might be helpful in that 
regard. Also, 1 thought housing 
was going to be an important 
issue. I think dealing with that 
responsibly — addressing the 
issue in a way appropriate for 


Winchester — will become impor¬ 
tant again in the next year. It will 
be important that that process be 
managed effectively,” he added. 

Schmitt, a native of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., has lived in Winchester for 
12 years. A university admini¬ 
strator at Harvard Medical 
School by profession, he has been 
an active volunteer in Winches¬ 
ter. Past volunteer activities 
include the special insurance 
advisory committee, which he 
chaired; the Town Meeting spe¬ 
cial study committee on low- and 
moderate-income housing; and 
Personnel Board, which he also 
chaired. Currently he is a mem¬ 
ber of Town Meeting and the 
Housing Partnership Board, as 
well as the Board of Selectmen. 

“Volunteerism,” Schmitt 
maintains, “is a part of the fabric 
of this community. If you read 
the history, a lot of the stuff in the 
history book has to do with volun¬ 
teer committees who built 
schools, laid out parks, put In 
streets.” He said he sees that the 
same is true today, not only in 
government but also in churches 
and in the private sector. 

“One of the things the select¬ 
men have to do is encourage 


manage the operations of the 
town is one important duty of the 
selectmen.

Schmitt regards all citizen 
appearances before the select 
men as important to the board.

Presently, guides take approxi¬ 
mately 500 elementary students 
each year in small groups of five or 
six children per guide through Smith 
Pond, Locke Farm and Long Pond 
trail in the Fells, and occasionally 
through the Town Forest or the old 
Nike site in the Fells.

“The Forest Habitat” will be held 
April 25 and is taught by Jorie Hunk- 
en. This is an introduction to the 
main characteristics and scenery of 
the oak/pine forest. 

“Techniques for teaching at the 
elementary level” will be taught by 
Keith Winsten on May 2. The class 
focuses on ways of teaching natural 
history and environmental ethics to 
children from pre-school to sixth 
grade. 

“Winchester’s Geology and it’s 
Impact on Habitats” is the topic of 
discussion on May 9, taught by Hel- 
ga Burre. The program focuses on 
the newest interpretations of Massa¬ 
chusetts geology and how geology is 
interconnected with Winchester’s 
plants and animals. 

On May 16, “The Wetland Habi¬ 
tat,” taught by Cleti Cervoni, will be 
held. The course involves an explo¬ 
ration of the diversity of aquatic life 
in the wetlands habitat.

Town recognizes Mites

Winchester’s Mites youth hock¬ 
ey team was honored by the 
Board of Selectmen this week for 
their winning season.

in the soil by the chemist, five of 
which are the strongest carcinogens 
on the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s list. 

Morgan added that in the reports 
compiled by Hidell there was an 
absence of groundwater testing. He 
noted that Russell Brook runs under¬ 
neath the site and would‘be affected 
by the landfill. ‘‘The water is there,” 
said Morgan. 

Schleicher said that although the 
DEQE has suggested capping as a 
method of closing off the site, subli¬ 
mation (solids changing to gas or 
gas changing to solid without becom¬ 
ing a liquid) may occur. ‘‘(Capping) 
is not the way to go,” said 
Schleicher. 

The task force also informed 
Casey that they plan to file tax 
abatements for the time period since 
the alleged dumping, going back to 
1982. 

‘‘None of us want to be involved in 
all this dispute,” said Schleicher. 

“(Ferrari) has a right to have a 
business, but he doesn’t have the 
right to jeopardize the public 
health,” said Schleicher. 


“The ultimate goal is to have it 
cleaned up,” she.^dded. “John Mor¬ 
gan and others brought (the dump¬ 
ing) to the attention of town officials 
and they did nothing,” said 
Schleicher. 

Casey noted that during his three 
months in the legislature, the DEQE 
has been “very receptive” to tbe 
Rock Avenue case. He asked that the 
task force give him an additional 
few months to plug the cause. “I’m 
on your side,” said Casey. 

On April 13 the task force will have 
a chance to review the DEQE 
records on the site. Also, the Board 
of Health will present to the Finance 
Committee sometime next week cost 
estimates for a hired consultant to 
test the landfill.

The Massachu.setls Committee 
Against Discrimination (MCAD) 
has ordered Winchester to initiate a 
more active tair housing program, 
according Town Manager W. (.’had- 
wick Maurer. 

Although there have been no com¬ 
plaints of discrimination in housing 
in at least the four years since he 
came to town. Maurer said the town 
is required to maintain an active 
committee. 

•’There isn't a problem, but the 
law says you have to have (a fair 
housing commillee)," he noted. 

Maurer told the Board of Select¬ 
men he met with a representative of 
the Massachusetts Committee 
Against Discrimination (MCAD) to 


discuss the town’s fair housing prog¬ 
ram. “The concern expressed by the 
MCAD was that the Fair Housing 
Committee has not been active,” 
said Maurer. 

The Fair Housing Committee “is 
responsible to the community to 
insure people are not discriminated 
against in housing,” said Maurer. 
He added that this is not just a check 
for affordable housing, but for any 
type, by any owner, realtor, etc. If a 
person experiences discrimation 
while looking for a house, Maurer 
said the claim would be reported to 
his office. 

Once a complaint was made, the 
matter would be investigated by the 
MCAD. The purpose of the commit¬ 
tee is to make people aware of the 
illegality surrounding housing 
discrimination. 


“Today, everyone is so aware of it, 
it isn’t the problem it would have 
been a few years ago,” said Maurer. 

According to Maurer. Winchester 
had a fair housing committee, but 
with the creation of a number of 
different housing committees, that 
one “just kind of dissolved." 

The MCAD has required that a 
new committee be appointed by 
selectmen before the second week of 
May. In addition, the town must 
revise the Fair Housing Plan by the 
end of June. Maurer noted that 
notice of appointment for the com¬ 
mittee has been posted. 

In response to a question by 
Selectman William O’Leary, Maur¬ 
er said there have been no reported 
incidents of housing discrimination 


in the four years he has served as 
Town Manager. He noted that there 
have not been any reported at either 
the local or state level. 

O’Leary also asked Maurer if it 
would be possible to have people 
currently serving on housing boards 
serve in this capacity. O’Leary said 
it may be possible to comply with the 
request “without creating another 
layer of bureacracy.” 

Chairman Thomas Schmitt asked 
if it would be possible to have a 
public or private hoard, such as the 
Interfaith Housing Corporation, take 
on the duties. Schmitt also requested 
that fellow selectmen review a drgft 
of the fair housing plan and forward 
comments to Maurer. 

Maurer said he would look into the 
possibility of either option.

Town leash law has a real

Some local dogs are taking advan¬ 
tage of the warm weather by shed¬ 
ding their winter coats — and 
leashes — as they romp over hill and 
dale. 

Although Winchester Dog Officer 
Dominic Molea recognizes a prob¬ 
lem with dogs on the run in town, he 
notes that many dog owners in 
Winchester are simply not aware of 
the leash laws. Winchester has 
established dog leash laws that run 
‘24 hours a day and are strictly 
enforced. 

A quick run-down of the specifics 
of the law are as follows; 

• No owner of a dog may allow that 
dog to stray onto public or private 
property without the consent of the 
owner of that property unless the 
dog is held on a chain no longer than 
six feet. 

• Any dog found at-large in viola¬ 


tion may be caught and confined by 
the dog officer and the owner will be 
notified. The owner will have 10 days 
to retrieve the dog and must pay any 
fee or charges incurred during the 
dog’s confinement. 

• The fee for a confined dog is $3 a 
day, payable by the owner, with 
monies collected to be turned over to 
the town. 

• Dogs not claimed by their own¬ 
ers at the end of 10 days, will be 
transferred or sold to the care of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals or a 
similar organization. The dogs will 


not be sold to a person or organiza¬ 
tion for the purpose of vivisection. 

• No dog may stay in this town that 
has not been vaccinated against 
rabies after it reaches six months of 
age. 

• No person or organization may 
keep a dog that bites, disturbs the 
peace or endangers the safety of any 
person. A unspayed female dog may 
not be kept in season when not 
adequately confined. 

Licenses are now on sale at the 
Town Clerk’s office for 1989. The 
annual fee for a dog license is $4, ($7 
for unspayed females.) June 10 is 


the deadline for registration, after 
which a penalty is added to the fee. 
Dogs that are specially trained for 
service to the blind and deaf are 
exempt from the license fee. 

First violation of these bylaws is a 
$20 penalty, second $30 and third and 
subsequent is $40. 

On Saturday, April 29 a rabjes 
clinic will be held at the Department 
of Public Works from 1 to 3 p.m,.at 
the Public Works Building, 15 Lake 
Street. Dogs must be at least five 
months old and be accompanied by 
an adult. The fee is $5. State law 
requires that all dogs be vaccinated.

Bililies, the founder of the Alterna¬ 
tive Leisure Company, is a former 
special needs teacher. After seven 
years in the Brockton school system. 
Bililies saw the need for specialized 
recreation for special needs people. 
His dedication to the field however, 
stems from his enjoyment of the 
people and the work. 

The spring programs now offered 
at the Winchester Recreation 
Department include activities for 
the learning disabled, ranging in age 
from seven to 15, and the develop- 
mentally disabled, for ages 13 and 
above. 

Horseback riding, lip sync classes, 
square dancing and bowling lessons 
are offered to developmentally dis¬ 
abled special needs people. These 
classes give the individualized atten¬ 
tion in active recreation that such 
people require, says Bililies. 

For the learning disabled, 
Winchester offers a gymnastics 
program, a computer course and a 


theatre games program. 

And for ages 13 and up. Bililies has 
coordinated a recreation program 
that acts as a social club. “Friday 
Night Live” is a six-week series, of 
activities including everything from 
a trip to the Big Apple Circus to a 
Spring Fling Dance to a Boston Har¬ 
bor cruise. 

What makes these programs diffe¬ 
rent is the specially trained staff and 
smaller units of participants per 
class, says Bililies. 

He calls the interest in these prog¬ 
rams in Winchester adequate, but 
says that many people are unaware 
the programs exist. “We’d like to 
see the programs reach more peo¬ 
ple,” said Bililies, “(The special 
needs people in the community) 
should know what’s going on with 
these programs.” 

Bililies says he hopes to expand 
the programming in Winchester ajid 
add new activities and courses in the 
future. The goal, he said, is to bring 
people with special needs into more 
and more activities in the main¬ 
stream community.

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Town must plan 
affordable housing

Picture Jerry Polcari as a 
money hungry land baron, or Vio¬ 
let Myrrvagnes and Dan Ahearn 
as foxy Planning Board mem¬ 
bers, and you get the sense of the 
role changing and mind bending 
that took place at the April 1 
housing workshop at Town Hall 
auditorium. 

Sponsored by Winchester’s 
Housing Partnership Board, this 
enlightening four-part forum 
raised an even larger question 
than its title “Where do we go 
from here?” 

Paramount, at the conclusion 
of the four-hour event was a ques¬ 
tion to be answered over the next 
decade. Will Winchester take loc¬ 
al responsibility for a program of 
affordable housing — or will 
developers and the state do it for 
us? 

All representatives of state 
agencies concerned with afford¬ 
able housing stated that the sur¬ 
est way for any town or city to 
retain control of affordable hous¬ 
ing proposals (under Chapter 744, 
the “anti-snob zoning by law”) is 
to plan ahead within the locality, 
possibly using a master plan of 
the area. 

The recent initiative of our 
Housing Partnership Board — a 
concept really — is a good exam¬ 
ple of local good faith effort to 
address the problem. An interest¬ 
ing proposal which addresses not 
only housing but parking prob¬ 
lems in the central business dis¬ 
trict, could result from what is 
now just an uninspiring box on a 


sheet of paper. 

Winchester should address its 
housing problems not only from 
its original scattered sites con¬ 
cept of single and duplex houses 
but from imaginative use of exist¬ 
ing properties, and intelligent 
development of single and muliti- 
ple sites of cluster housing so 
reminiscent of early community 
life in New England. 

It can be done — it must be 
done for Winchelser’s future! 

As Laurie Malouf, of the 
Winchester Interfaith Housing 
Corporation so aptly put it, 
“Winchester is becoming out of 
balance.” 

She’s right. The vitality of any 
place is sapped when it lacks a 
good mix of people from all eco¬ 
nomic backgrounds. 

We see many of our longtime 
residents, town employees and 
most of our young families priced 
right out of our lives. 

Some day, we ourselves who 
deeply love this town may feel the 
desolation of having to move to a 
sister town because short sighted 
planning did not consider our eco¬ 
nomic or social status of much 
value as we entered old age — or 
for that matter, as we married 
and made an attempt to begin a 
family in the town of our fathers. 

In our historic Town Hall that 
Saturday morning, our Housing 
Partnership Board and its invited 
guests provided proven expertise 
and invaluable choices for 
Winchester as it looks at its hous¬ 
ing options over the next few 
decades. 

Were you there?

Massachusetts House and Senate 
April 3-7, 1989 

The Senate. “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local senators’ votes on 4 
roll calls from the week of April 3-7. 

Televise — Senate 38-0, approved a 
new Senate rule making formal ses¬ 
sions of the Senate accessible to 
television and radio in a manner to 
be established by the Rules Commit¬ 
tee. Supporters said televising ses¬ 
sions will open up the Senate and 
bring issues and debate closer to the 
people. 

A “Yea” vote is for the rule. 
Senator Sal Albano voted yes. 

Pledge — Senate 37-0, approved a 
new Senate rule requiring that each 
session of the Senate open with the 
Pledge of Alliance. Supporters said 
this simple patriotic act is an impor¬ 
tant one which should be adopted. 

A “Yea” vote is for the rule. 
Albano voted yes. 

New Rules — Senate 36-1, approved 
an order changing several Senate 
rules. A key change is institution of a 
“carryover provision” allowing bills 


which have received near-final 
approval in the first year of a session 
to be carried over into the second 
year in the same state of approval. 
Another key provision requires that 
sessions end by the end of November 
in the first year and the beginning of 
November in the second. Supporters 
said these rules will streamline the 
legislative process. Opponents said 
the rules will encourage 11 month 
sessions and inaction in the first 
year, 

A “Yea” vote is for the new rules. 
A “Nay” vote is against them. 

Albano voted yes. 

End in July (S 1691) — Senate 23-15, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
that each session of the legislature 
end by July 31. Supporters said the 
legislature can easily finish its work 
in seven months. Opponents said 
seven months is insufficient and 
noted the House and Senate have 
important w-ork to do. 

A “Yea” vote is ending in July. A 
“Nav” vote is against ending in 
July*. 

Albano voted no.

Fishing in the stream of time

Recently, my four-year-old was 
told to wait another day for some¬ 
thing, as small children are told to 
do all the time ... for dessert, for 
Rece.ss, for Christmas morning. As 
he began waiting, he asked me a 
question he said he’d long had on his 
mind. “Is today tomorrow?”, he 
wanted to know. 

It was a tough one. On the one 
hand, sure it is, in the sense of the 
old saying that today is the tomor¬ 
row you worried about yesterday. 
On the other, though, it isn’t at all, 
tomorrow' in fact being that day that 
never gets here, but rides forever on 
the horizon of our understanding, a 
shimmering mirage cooked up in 
our heads. 

Time is a mystery to us all. With 
Adam’s bite, we lost Eternity and 
gained a world where clocks tick and 
sands run out. But we gained some¬ 
thing else as well, in our uniquely 
human ability to visit moments and 
see faces now departed, to conjure 
w hole w’orlds no longer in existence. 

Someone said “time is but a river I 
go a-fishing in” — my old friend 
Thoreau, I think it W’as. Comforting 
thought, this: that we can sink our 
lines here or there and hook a wondr¬ 
ous iridescent catch of recollection. 

A workman came to look at our 
windows last week. He and I stood 
talking in the curved end of our 


living room, inside the arc formed 
by the little turret that bulges from 
this end of the house. There is an 
echo here: when you stand in one 
certain spot, your voice is amplified 
and bounced back at you from sur¬ 
prising angles. 

“Nice house,” he began. Then, 
“There is something here...what am 
I feeling?” 

I explained about the echo. 
“Something else,” he said. 

I told what I knew about the 
woman who had owned the place 
before us: how her only son, a boy 
21, died in the war; how he was the 
first airman lost over the Bermuda 
Triangle; how his body was never 
found, and his trunk was shipped 
back home; how just outside here 
she planted a tree which she said 
stood for him. How the tree was gone 
now and the woman was gone, but 
somehow the little trunk remains, 
nestled just above us in the attic, 
under the princess-hat point of this 
very turret. 

“Ahhh,” said this sensitive man. 

“There’s more you may be feel¬ 
ing.” I found myself continuing. 
“My mother died in this room, right 
behind you. At her birthday party 
last year. See, here is her cane, 
where she set it in the umbrella 
stand.” 

I tried to say this neutrally, but my 
eyes brimmed briefly. His did too. 

“My mom died last year too... And 
my son just got married. And my 


baby, well she’s nearly 10. The thing 
is, it’s going so fast.” 

I knew what he meant. 

I had a dream once, just after this 
adored mother died, in which we 
were burying first her and then my 
husband David. Somehow they were 
still alive, and gamely trying to do 
what was expected of them. The 
moment came for David to go lie in 
his box. He turned to me and smiled, 
“We had a lot of fun though, didn’t 
we?”, he said in this dream I can’t 
recall without crying. 

We certainly did have fun. It cer¬ 
tainly has gone fast. 

We are born, and for a long time 
we are kids passing endless days 
and waiting for Recess. Then sud¬ 
denly we are not kids. We marry, 
and if we’re lucky we have children 
or at least some contact with young 
people to whom we can pass things 
along. We brim with a little wisdom. 
We have a glimpse now and then. We 
feel things in a room; a shred of 
someone else’s memory; the brush 
of an angel’s wing. 

We understand so little, we large 
grownups who think we move the 
world. We know no more than the 
small child who asks if today is 
tomorrow. We swim and move and 
breathe in the element of Time and 
understand not in the least Time’s 
nature. 

In the meantime, we tell one 
another our stories. And our eyes 
brim briefly. And we are not alone.

Seniors are 
citizens and 
taxpayers of town 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Jenks Senior Center has been 
in existence for over a decade, 
actively serving the needs of the 
5,()()() (or more) elderly citizens of 
our town. Yet every now and then I 
learn that there are still people in 
this town who have never taken the 
time lor made the effort) to find out 
what the Center is, what it does, or 
how it came to be. 

For instance, in the (Daily Times) 
('hronicle this week a member of the 
Winchester Housing Authority says, 
and 1 quote, “1 was shocked that the 
people who got the Jenks land for $1 
from the town, were talking about 
building what is essentially private 
housing.” 

Well, for the gentleman’s informa¬ 
tion. “the people.” as he calls us, are 
not people from Mars, or even New 
Hampshire. We are all citizens of 
Winchester, and many, if not most, 
of us have been citizens and taxpay¬ 
ers for more years than he himself! 

As lor the figure of $1 which he 
mentions. 1 have sometimes used 
the tt.M’in my.self, however inaccu¬ 
rately. I have assumeef, from a faul¬ 


ty memory, that the deed obtained 
the term “for $1 and other valuable 
considerations” somewhere in the 
deed. Whether is was, or not, the fact 
remains that the “other considera¬ 
tions” in this case were consider¬ 
able. Mr. Larry Hutchins, the trea¬ 
surer of the Jenks Senior Center 
Trustees, has reminded me that 
while there was no mention of the $1, 
the Center did agree to provide a 
home for the Council on Aging for a 
period of five years without charge. 

In as much as the town, after the 5 
years were up, did pay the sum of 
$12,000 annually thereafter, I think it 
reasonable to assume that the same 
rent would have been charged for 
the 5 years if there had been no such 
agreement. 

It follows, from this, that the price 
paid by the Center to the town was 
$60,000 (or $60,001 as the case might 
be). The elderly got a bargain and so 
did the town — if it is fair to regard 
the elderly citizens, too, as members 
of the town! 

The gentleman further states, and 
again I quote — “As far as I’m 
concerned that land is quasi¬ 
townsman land”. I do not know what 
he means by that, but as far as I am 
concerned the town no longer ow'ns a 
square inch of that land. It is now 
owned lock, stock and barrel, by the 
people of Winchester.

Foundation of 
democracy is 
open government 

TO THE EDITOR; 

The ability to obtain information 
concerning the operation of our gov¬ 
ernment is one of the fundamental 
rights granted to the citizens of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and throughout the country. Howev¬ 
er, people often believe those rights 
have abridged when they are denied 
access to materials they consider to 
be public records. The resulting 
frustration discourages meaningful 
citizen participation in the affairs of 
government. 

As the constitutional officer 
responsible for overseeing the 
state’s Freedom of Information Act, 
I have a Public Records division 
intervenor team which processes 
approximately 500 appeals each 
year involving unsatisfied requests 
for public records. More than 80 
percent of those appeals concern 
records which the Legislature and 
the courts have determined to be 
public. However, because there are 
no penalties for withholding public 
records, the law can be easily disre-

40 years ago: 1949 

An audience of 308 workers 
gathered at the high school auditor¬ 
ium to discuss the Hospital Building 
Fund. A panel presentation 
answered questions relating to the 
need for increased hospital 
facilities.

30 years ago: 1959 

Bickering, characteristic of that 
year’s Town Meeting, session con¬ 
tinued as delegates acted on the final 
eight articles of the warrant. Actions 
included the establishing of an indi¬ 
vidual commission to attract high- 
grade light industry to Winchester 
as a means of broadening the tax 
base. 

Also, members defeated a motion 
to change the zoning by-laws for the 
benefit of a proposed apartment 
house on the Quigley property at 
Lake Street. In addition, members 
voted to take $77,000 from the 
Excess and Defiency Account to 
reduce the tax levy for the current 
year. 

20 years ago: 1969 

The public was urged to attend 
dedication ceremonies for the newly 
constructed Francis J. Muraco 
Elementary School. 

On the second go-around, the 
school budget sailed through Town 
Meeting totaling $4,589,222. That 
final figure reflected a total cut of 
$65,400, which was still $28,904 more 
than the first Finance Committee 
proposal. The change was attributed 
to the additional personnel required 
due to new school census figures. 

10 years ago: 1979 

It was announced that the mini¬ 
bus system, or community transit, 
would be delayed until late June due 
to the costs of transportation ser¬ 
vices that came in from contractors. 
The contractors brought in figures 
22 to 25 percent higher than pre¬ 
dicted by Fall Town Meeting.

We recognize that 
many people steadfastly believe that 
a reduction in town government 
expenditures will not seriously 
impair municipal and educational 
I services and programs during the 
{ fiscal year that commences in July. 

' The Alliance disagrees. We continue 
to believe that severe cuts in prog¬ 
rams and services will substantiate 
our contention that Winchester 
indeed is faced with a significant 
fiscal crisis. 

We wish to thank all of our mem¬ 
bers and supporters for their extra¬ 
ordinary efforts during the last two 
months. We will remain active and 
shall continue to provide our fellow 
f townspeople — including the more 
, than 5600 registered voters who 
w. regretably chose not to vote — with 
accurate information concerning 
Winchester’s fiscal crisis. 

Several critical points of informa¬ 
tion should be kept in mind: 

• Winchester is a residential com- 
munity with a very small 
commercial/industrial base. As a 
result, the major burden of paying 
for town services must fall on the 
homeowner. In order to purchase 
i-. j the same services as other towns, 
Hj therefore, Winchester homeowners 
necessarily must pay higher taxes 


f 


than homeowners in towns with 
more industry. 

• Winchester has been successful 
in controlling expenditures in a time 
of steeply rising costs. Winchester’s 
annual expenditures since proposi¬ 
tion 2‘i was enacted have grown 
significantly less than the statewide 
average. 

• While Winchester’s taxes for 
individual homeowners are higher 
than some other towns, Winchester 
actually spends less for many ser¬ 
vices than do many towns in this 
area. For example, Winchester’s 
educational expenditures per pupil 
are less than both Medford and Lex¬ 
ington and as much as $1000 less 
than other top school systems such 
as Wayland and Weston. Our per 
capita spending on both police and 
fire protection are below the aver¬ 
age expenditures in comparable 
communities in this area. 

• Like other towns, Winchester 
does have a limited amount of 
money in the bank, called reserves. 
The town’s reserves, however, have 
been spent down to the lowest level 
in recent history. In fact, the town’s 
reserves are significantly less than 
the minimum recommended levels 
for fiscally stable communities. 

The issue of tax increases to 
finance higher costs for meaningful 
services and programs will be a 
subject of continuing concern for at 
least the next several years. Few 
issues confronting Winchester over 
the years have been as intense and 
emotional. It is critical, however, 
that we all strive to maintain the 
harmonious spirit that has marked 
this community. 

We share the concern of Select¬ 
man Judie Muggia who, at last 
week’s Board meeting, commented 
upon inappropriate conduct and pub¬ 
lished remarks during this cam¬ 
paign. Personal attacks and asper¬ 
sions on individual integrity not only 
demean the perpetrators but also 
reflect badly on the cause they seek 
to promote. 

We commend Ms. Muggia for 
addressing this sensitive issue in a 
public forum. Indeed, all of us 
should speak out against irrational 
and irresponsible conduct. To bor¬ 
row the words of our President, let 
us promote a “kinder, gentler’’ 
Town. Winchester, with all its amen¬ 
ities and beauty, deserves no less.

Parents question 
church policies 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In “The Pilot’’ editorial of Feb. 3, 
1989, Cardinal Bernard Law speaks 
of “unremitting committment 
to...Catholic schools.’’ He says that 


the responsibility for parochial 
schools “will, for the most part, 
remain where it belongs, on our 
shoulders." 

He says that parochial schools 
“remain the bedrock of our sys¬ 
tem", that there is an “unique value 
that Catholic education provides’’, 
that “each school is an integral part 
of the Church’s mission, deserving 
the support of all in the Church." 

Does the Cardinal feel that all 
parochial schools deserve support? 

Does low enrollment mean that 
the parochial school loses its status 
as “a significant part of the parish’s 
mission" or that it does not deserve 
“wholehearted support of all 
parishioners"? 

Should Catholic schools discrimi¬ 
nate in this way? 

Take, for example, St. Mary’s 
School of Winchester. The announce¬ 
ment of the termination of the Jr. 
High program there was made with¬ 
out the knowledge, consideration or 
consultation of the parents. Their 
efforts to save their program 
through pledges of financial com¬ 
mittment (starting with over $5,0(X) 
through alumni recruitment) were 
refused. Their attempts at open dis¬ 
cussion were stymied. Their pleas to 
the Chancery for support have been 
unsuccessful. Isn’t St. Mary’s School 
in Winchester “an integral part of 
their parish’s mission"? What about 
the financial, emotional and reli¬ 
gious committment of these 
parents? 

The Church may want to review 
its own policy before stating its 
“unremitting committment 
to...Catholic schools”.

records local representatives’ votes 
on 4 roll calls from the week of April 
3-7. 

Gay Rights (II .5427) — House 80-68, 
refused to reconsider its earlier 
approval of the “gay rights" bill 
prohibiting discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation in hous¬ 
ing, employment, credit or public 
accomodations. Bill supporters said 
this is a civil rights measure which 
is long overdue and will allow gays 
to take their discrimination cases to 
the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. Some oppo¬ 
nents said gays are already pro¬ 
tected under current law. Others 
said the measure in an immoral, 
anti-family one which will encour¬ 
age gays. A "Yea" vote is for recon¬ 
sidering approval of the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is for the bill. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Corporate Taxes (H 5274) — House 
84-62, gave initial approval to a bill 
requiring corporations with more 
than 10 employees to pay 40 percent 
of their projected tax liability in the 


first quarter instead of the current 
30 percent. Supporters said the bill 
only affects a small percentage of 
businesses and will not raise taxes 
but will simply help offset a possible*. ~ 
deficit by generating $60 million ear¬ 
lier in the year. Opponents said the 
measure is unfair because it 
changes the rules in the middle of 
the game and will require many 
businesses to borrow to pay their tax 
bills. 

A “Yea" vote is for the bill, A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Expire (H 5274) — Hou.se 8702, 
rejected a corporate tax bill amend¬ 
ment providing that the bill’s provi¬ 
sions expire at the end of I‘)9(). 
Amendment supporters .said this 
will insure that the new payment 
schedule docs not last forever andfl 
will only be used to bail the state out 
this year. Opponents said the 
amendment will create technical 
problems and will result in a reduc-l 
tion of the amount of money the state 
receives in fiscal l‘)91. 

A “Yea" vote is for expiration at 
the end of 1990. A "Nay" vote isr-* 
against expiration. 

Casey voted yes. 


Revaluation update 
provided by assessors 


The Board of Assessors want to 
update the property owners of the 
Town of Winchester as to the prog¬ 
ress of the revaluation which has 
been going on since August 1988. 

Data collectors from the firm of 
Patriot Properties have visited 
more than 80 percent of all of the 
residential properties located within 
the town. 

In the next three or four months 
the remaining 20 percent of the town 
will be inspected and the data will be 
entered into the town’s computer¬ 
ized data processing system. 

The field work analysis and data 
collection on the commercial and 
industrial properties has been going 
on for the past several months and 
also nears completion. 

In the summer of 1988, the Town of 
Winchester hired Patriot Properties 
to assist with the revaluation of 
property to comply with the Mass. 
Department of Revenue’s mandate 
for the fiscal year 1990, that all 
property be assessed at fair market 
value. The new values will be 
reflected in your Nov. 1,1989 tax bill. 

In order for the company to 
recommend market values for 
assessments to the Board of Asses¬ 
sors they have to visit each property 
and record the necessary informa¬ 
tion which contributes to the value of 
the property and analyze the sales of 
all property that took place in 
Winchester in 1988. 


Over the past months, there have^ 
been several houses the data collec-! 
tors have not been able to inspect' 
because of the unavailability uf the 
owners or tenants. However, the, 
exterior of all the buildings on all of 
the properties that were visited were' 
measured for size. There will be, 
additional attempts made at interior' 
inspections until a 90 percent sue-’ 
cess rate is achieved. 

The goal of the data collection is to.' 
gather as much information as pos¬ 
sible on each property so a thorough' 
market analysis of all properties can' 
be accomplished. 

The cooperation from the home-' 
owners has been very good and the 
Board of Assessors wishes to thank 
the homeowners for the courtesies 
extended to the stuff of Patriot 
Properties.

A Glossary of Gold 

Like other professions, the jeweler’s professsion includes terms 
which have special meanings. Understanding such terms can help 
you as a consumer to know what you are considering buying. Gold, 
for instance, is used in phrases with specific meanings. 

Karat Gold. When a jewelry item is described as being of a cer¬ 
tain karat, such as 14K. that means the amount which is gold out 
of 24 parts. 14K gold is 14 parts gold and 10 parts alloy. 18K gold 
is 18 parts gold and 6 parts alloy. If you buy an item stamped a cer¬ 
tain karatage. be sure the manufacturer’s trade mark stamp is also 
on the jewelry—that means the manufacturer is willing to stand 
behind the accuracy of the stamp. 

Colors of gold. Gold is mixed with an alloy to help it hold its shape. 
The alloy affects the color of the gold. Green gold usually is made 
with a zinc or silver alloy. Red gold depends on copper. White gold 
uses nickel. Probably the best known colored gold jewelry items in 
the U.S. are those called "Black Hills Gold." which feature colored 
grape clusters on \nnes. 

A gold filled item is made of a base metal alloy to which is joined 
a layer or layers of gold alloy. 

Gold plate is similar to gold filled but generally has a much thin¬ 
ner layer of gold that is more likely to wear off. 

Karat gold enhances the beauty of the gemstones set in it. And 
even the ancients know how it would endure—consider the gold 
mask found with the Egyptian King Tutankheman. When you are 
ready for beauty and longevity, you are ready for gemstone karat 
gold jewelry.

School athletes face user fees 

Budget crunch could lead to imposition of $35 charge

Students participating in athletics 
next year can expect to pay a fee. 
according to the Finance 
Committee. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos and School Com¬ 
mittee member William Jervey met 
with the committee April 5. Mitsa¬ 
kos assured the committee that he 
would hold the school system and the 
athletic program together de.spite a 
reduction of 20 positions. 

Mitsakos said the cuts that will 
occur are close to what the commit¬ 
tee had initially stated. The overall 
effect, according to Mitsakos, will be 
that size in “mainline" classes will 
increase to the mid-twenties. 

The athletic department will add a 
$35 transportation fee for students 
participating in the sports program, 
Mitsakos said. Fees would be waved 
for “hardship" cases, he added. 

Jervey said this is a “terrible

precedent" and that he hopes 
Winchester would not follow Wake¬ 
field’s lead, a town that has a user 
fee for everything. Jervey added 
that these fees will hurt parents who 
have two or three children playing 
multiple sports. 

When asked why no cuts had come 
from the central office staff, MiLsa- 
kos said that was “an easy thing to 
attack.” He said that the school 
system had voluntarily reduced its 
staff last year and five and a half 
years ago, and no one complained. 
Over the last five years while the 
central office was reduced, the 
teaching staff has been increasing 
by two teachers a year, Mitsakos 
added. 

Budget talks 

The Finance Committee spent 
most of the week of April 3 preparing 
the FY90 budget that will be pre¬ 
sented to Town Meeting. 

Although there are no major 
changes from Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer’s original propos¬ 
al, many minor alterations that 
should save the town a net $10,000 
have been made. How'ever Finance 
Committee Chairman Chester 
Haskell told the committee that 
state aid will be at least $66,000 less 
than anticipated and that a state law 
requires the towm to conduct an 
annual audit, which leaves the town 
short another $20,000. 

Public Safety 

The cutting of funds for four pat¬ 
rolmen positions, will effect the 
police “at the street level," accord¬ 
ing to member John Roll. This will 
translate into “fewer parking and 
speeding tickets," thus hurting 
revenue, and decreasing visability, 
he said. 

Roll said that the number of 
crimes in Winchester has decreased 
between 30 and 40 percent since 1982. 
He added that the police department 
felt that this was due to their “con¬ 
scious attempt. . .to promote 
visability." 

The fire department, under the 
town manager’s plan will lose fund¬ 
ing for four positions as well. At 
present, the department schedules 
12 people per shift and tries to main¬ 
tain no less than 10, Roll said. 

Roll pointed out that the Finance 
Committee is “not trying to run" the 
police and fire departments. Roll 
said the committee is just setting the 
numbers and asking the depart¬ 
ments to deliver the service, by 
whatever means they can 

Building and zoning 

In the Building and Zoning budget, 
$2,000 will be taken from a line item 
that insured temporary coverage for 


the town when the building inspector 
was sick or on vacation. Member 
Randolph “Biff" Kazazian said that 
when a contractor asks to have a 
property inspected, the town has 
only a certain number of days to 
comply or the work is automatically 
approved. 

According to member John Wil¬ 
liams, Maurer believes that the town 
is not liable in any potential suit. 
However, Williams said he was con¬ 
cerned that some contractors might 
plan inspections around the inspec¬ 
tor’s vacation. 

Member Edward Smith pointed 
out that if a lawsuit should arise, the 
town could find itself incurring some 
of the costs to defend the case. Smith 
added that he didn't believe the town 
would be held liable either. Williams 
said that decision would be “up to a 
judge." 

Department of Public Works 

When the committee got to the 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW), member Walter Tonaszuck 
led a one-man crusade to get the 
position of Highway Operations 
Manager reinstated into the budget. 
The cut will save the town $35,000, 
and was targeted whether or not the 
override passed. 

Tonaszuck said that a few years 
ago a group of consultants helped 
establish the present DPW and 
under this set-up the manager is the 
"hub of the whole operation.” With¬ 
out this position, Tonaszuck added, 
“a lot of waste" will develop. 

Member Susan Lippman said 
there were seven fewer people in the 
highway department than when the 
consultanLs had looked at the depart¬ 
ment. She added that this position, 
which will be vacant as of July 1, 
would be “hard to fill" because the 
“future is so uncertain.” 

Tonaszuck said that removing this 
position before Anthony Cell!, newly- 
appointed DPW director, took over 
is like “cutting his legs off before he 
comes in here." 

Youth Center and Library 

Contradictory to what the library 
trustees had earlier reported. 
Library Director Matthew Sperber 
informed the committee that the 
library would receive matching 
state aid whether or not additional 
funds were added to its budget. 

Sperber said that when the 
library’s budget was constructed, 
they had not figured in the employ¬ 
ees’s cost of living increases. 

The Youth Center is targeted not 
to be funded under the Town Mana¬ 
ger’s proposal. Many FinCom mem¬ 
bers spoke in support of the center, 
despite acknowledging the expense 


of the program. Lippman said that 
the loss of the Youth Center will be a 
"signicant cost to the town in some¬ 
thing other than dollars.” 

Member Candace Margies called 
the action “regretable" and added 
that the “common thread" is that 
the kids are “taking the bulk of the 
cuts that are being proposed” 

Capital 

The Finance Committee voted to 
leave $25,000 in the capital budget 
that will be saved by closing Leo¬ 
nard Beach, and added it to the 
$50,000 budgeted for asbestos remov¬ 
al. The overall cost of the asbestos 
removal project, according to mem¬ 
ber Wendy Nolan Sutton, is esti¬ 
mated at $650,000. 

Capital Planning Board Chairman 
Peter Van Aken said he was con¬ 
cerned that the Finance Committee 
too often linked the capital budget 
with free cash. According to Van 
Aken, the capital committee origi¬ 
nally requested a $2.7 million 
budget, and instead were budgeted 
at $900,000. Van Aken said that his 
committee had “already given at 
the office." 

The asbestos won’t “go away," 
said Van Aken, and added that the 
cost of its removal “starts to take on 
the elements of fixed costs."

no extra power in the chair. The 
chair needs to be more cognizant 
of his/her role as a moderator. 
My role is more to manage the 
meeting than to express opinions, 
to make sure everyone is heard, 
the meeting runs smoothly, 
issues are addressed, and finally, 
to express opinions." 

On the working of the board, 
Schmitt also says, “It’s hard to 
visualize when running for office 
the dynamic of being a select¬ 
man, of interacting with the 
members. We are individuals, 
but to be effective we have to 
operate as a unit. Inevitably 
there will be differences of opin¬ 
ion, but it is essential that the 
board never lack collegiality. It is 
important that every member of 
that board bring something diffe¬ 
rent to it.” 

Schmitt praises former chair¬ 
man, Robert Deering, for his 
actions in that capacity, in parti¬ 
cular the formation of the ad hoc 
budget committee. Schmitt 
would like to see further efforts 
made to bring town leaders 
together to discuss fiscal affairs. 

Other important issues Schmitt 
identifies as facing the board and 
the town revolve around parking, 
recycling, and the water system. 

Asked to identify the best fea¬ 
ture of the community, Schmitt 
responded succinctly: “The peo¬ 
ple.” Then he elaborated, “We 
have a rich diversity of people 
here. Government through its 
elected officials and the volun¬ 
teers who give of their time are 
representative of the diversity of 
the town." 

He complemented the willing¬ 
ness of community members to 
contribute to town and repeated, 
“The people are the most out¬ 
standing feature of Winchester."

Joy, solemnity mix for Passover

As sunset falls on April 19, Jews 
around the world will light and bless 
the candles which usher in the week- 
long holiday, Passover, or Pesach as 
it is known in Hebrew. 

Commemorating their freedom 
from slavery in ancient Egypt, Jews 
young and old gather at a festive 
dinner to hear the Passover story, 
from Exodus in the Old Testament. 

Passover is a term borrowed from 
the Book of Exodus in the passages 
which describe God’s blessing over 
and sparing Hebrew homes when the 
Egyptians were afflicted by 10 
plagues, which included the killing 
of their first-born sons. The Jews 
marked their doors with lamb’s 
blood, according to the story, so God 
would not touch their families, and 
escaped across the Red Sea, whence 
Moses led them to Canaan. Unfortu¬ 
nately, at different times in history, 
this marking on doors has been 
gravely misrepresented as a sign of 
Jewish human sacrifice, a miscon¬ 
ception which, particularly in Eur¬ 
ope during the Middle Ages, led to 
persecution based on fear and 
ignorance. 

Seder or "order," the traditional 
Passover meal, is the focal point of 
the holiday where the Haggadah or 
"telling,” a special book is re-read 
annually. In this book — an antholo¬ 
gy of readings from the Bible, the 
Talmud — the Jewish books of law 
and the Midrash, commentaries on 
the Scriptures dating from approxi 
mately 200 C.E. (Christian Era), « 
sequence of rituals, prayers and nar¬ 
rations are set forth for participants 
at the Seder to follow. 

A holiday both joyous and solemn, 
Passover is a family-centered celeb¬ 
ration during which, in many fami¬ 
lies, two or three generations meet 
yearly to renew spiritual and emo¬ 
tional bonds. It is also customary for 
Jewish families to invite Jews in 
their community who are alone or 
far from loved ones to join them at 
their Seder table. Reminders of a 
history of struggle and survival are 
woven throughout the text of the 
Haggadah and Jews offer prayers 
for world peace and the disappear¬ 
ance of political and social oppres¬ 
sion that still exists in troubled areas 
of the globe for Jews and non-Jews 
alike. 

Preparation for Passover among 
Jews is as varied as the customs 
they follow within the structure of 
traditional rituals. Orthodox Jews 
rid their homes of traces of bread 
before the holiday begins, for only 
matzo, a cracker-like food, is eaten 
during Passover, not bread. One of 
the best known symbols of Passover, 
matzo stands for the unleavened 
hard cakes that the Jews ate during 
their hasty departure from Egypt 
that left no time for bread to rise. 
Some Conservative and Reform 
Jews follow the custom of eating 
only matzo during the holiday. 
Others eat it only for ceremonial 
purposes and continue to eat bread. 


Important rituals at the Seder 
table such as handwashing for males 
and the recitation of the Four Ques¬ 
tions beginning with “Why is this 
night different from all others?,’’ 
recited by the youngest male child, 
traditionally, are often subject to 
change, depending on family prac¬ 
tices. In non-Orthodox families, 
some now include females in the 
purification rite of handwashing and 
in the asking of the Four Questions. 

Symbolism plays a significant role 
in the celebration of Passover. A 
decorated Seder plate holds five spe¬ 
cial foods. "Karpas,” a green veget¬ 
able such as parsley, represents 
hope and renewal. It is dipped in salt 
water, a reminder of the tears shed 
by the Israelites. "Maror," a bitter 
herb such as horseradish, is a remin¬ 
der of the bitterness of bondage. 
"Charoset" a mixture of apples, 
cinnamon, nuts, sweet wine and 
sometimes other dried fruits.

The most vivid memories of 
cherished holidays are studded 
with the aromas and tastes of 
family celebrations. For many 
ethnic groups, holidays are one of 
the strongest ties binding them to 
their heritage and traditions. 

As a child, the memories of 
potato pancakes sizzling in the 
frying pan, the lighting of the 
Menorah at Hanukkah, dipping 
apples into honey for a sweet new 
year at Rosh Hashana, lighting 
ceremonial candles before the 
traditional Sabbath meal, and 
family and friends gathering to 
sing festive songs all were 
images of holidays past and yet to 
come. 

The lable-centered rituals and 
the traditional food re-create the 
folk history and culinary know¬ 
ledge that have been passed from 
generation to generation. 

Passover is one of the most 
eagerly awaited Jewish holidays 
becau.se of its special foods. Orig¬ 
inally, it was a nature festival 
celebrated by nomadic desert 


denotes the mortar used by Hebrew 
slaves to make bricks for the Phar- 
oahs. A roasted egg is a symbol of 
life over death and a lamb shank- 
bone recalls the first celebration of 
Passover when Jews are supposed to 
have eaten spring lamb. 

Three matzos are placed under a 
cover on the table. Two represent 
the unleavened bread set out in the 
ancient Temple during Passover, 
the third represents poverty and 
affliction and is broken in half. One 
portion, called the afikomen from 
the Greek "after-dinner entertain¬ 
ment,” is hidden to be found by the 
children after dinner with the prom¬ 
ise of a small reward. 

An empty chair is left at some 
Seders to represent those who are 
unable to celebrate Passover. An 
extra cup of wine is poured for the 
sage, Elijah, and is left on the table. 
According to tradition, Elijah, a 
great ancient teacher, visits each 


Jews, then a spring grain obser¬ 
vance and, later still, a freedom 
celebration. 

Particularly during Passover, 
the Jewish home is a showcase of 
Jewish culinary art, although the 
only truly Jewish foods are those 
served ritually to commerate 
religious feasts. "Jewish food” is 
a conglomerate of dishes from 
Germany and Syria and Polapd 
and Tunisia, adopted by Jews 
while living in other lands. It has 
developed gradually as a result of 
the combinations of dietary laws, 
festival customs, historical and 
socioeconomic influences. 

Specific dishes differ widely, 
not only in preparation, but aLso 
in use, so that a food that is 
popular among Jews whose 
ancestors came from one part of 
the world is utterly unknown to 
other Jews. For example, there 
are Ashkenazic Jews who were 
from Eastern Europe and the 
Sephardic Jews who fled the 
Spanish Inquisition in the late 
15th century. 

The new immigrants brought 
foods from their own countries 
and changed them to conform to 


household unseen to wish everyone a 
year of freedom. 

Local Jewish families are eagerly 
anticipating the Passover holiday. 
An Arlington resident. Will Green, 
gives his perspective of the 
celebration: 

"My two daughters are still so 
young — 2Vi and 4, that I try to give 
them an opportunity to learn about 
the symbols of Passover which they 
can understand such as the special 
moments of hiding the afikomen and 
reciting and answering the Four 
Questions which explain the reasons 
for the symbols. I like to think of 
things that require imagination and 
also show faith. I want my children 
to be captivated by the Jewi.sh holi¬ 
days as they become part of an 
ancient yet timely tradition and I 
delight in their reactions as their 
eyes open wide in excitement at the 
Seder table,” Green said. 


local tradition and products. 
While adapting the dishes of the 
new country to the dietary laws, 
the Jews enriched the local cui¬ 
sine with their ancestral culinary 
customs. The Italian Jews never 
heard of gefiltc fish, but used 
nwggine in bianco (jellied 
striped bass) for Passover. 

During the eight days of Pas¬ 
sover, all products with any type 
of leavening are forbidden. 

"Seven days you shall eat 
unleavened bread,” Exodus 
i:i:6-7. 

This includes every kind of 
cereal, baking powder and yeast. 
This is defined as all five variet¬ 
ies of grains, wheal, barley, rye, 
spelt and oaLs, or any form of 
these grains to which a leavening 
agent has been added or that has 
come in contact with liquid for IB 
minutes (the amount of time it 
lakes for the mixture to start to 
ferment and rise). 

Matzo, unleavened and quickly 
baked, repre;»ents the Jews flee¬ 
ing from Egypt in the desert who 
did not have time for the bread to 
rise and bake properly.

Each civizilalion has lei its 
mark on the customs and foods of 
'.he Seder. During Passover, the 
Sephardie eat all vegetables, rice 
and legumes. Ashkenazim do not 
eal corn, mustard, peanuts, 
beans and peas. They also refrain 
from lentils, chick-peas, and 
other dried beans. The Jews of 
America may have different Pas¬ 
sover tables based on their ances¬ 
tors’ country or origin. 

Ilaroset recipes best demons¬ 
trate how Jewish cookery was 
changed by the emigrations of 
the Jews. Gastronomieally, the 
most interesting cuisine is 
Sephardic. It changes according 
to the country and sometimes 
even the city of origin. 

On the island of Rhodes, dates, 
walnuts, ginger and sweet wine 
are u.sed in haroset. In Salonika, 
raisins are added and Turkish 
Jews include an orange. Egyp¬ 
tians cal dates, nuts, raisins and 
sugar with the ginger and wine. 
The Yemenites use chopped 
dates and figs, coriander and 
chili pepper. 

An interesting haroset from 
Venice has chestnut paste and 
apricots, while one from Suri¬ 
nam, Dutch Guiana, calls for 
seven fruits, including coconut. 
Each Israeli u.sed the Diaspora 
haroset recipe of his ancestors 
that might include pignolia, pea¬ 
nuts, bananas, applies, dates, 
sesame seeds, matzo meal and

Most people like their haroset 
recipe so well that it is not only 
spread on matzo and dipped In 
horseradish at the Seder table, 
but also eaten as a snack through¬ 
out the holiday. 

Every Jewish mother has 
recipes that have been passed 
from generation to generation.

St. Mary’s Parish is attempting to 
respond to the growing problem of 
teen suicide in the community. 
There have been as many as six 
suicides or attempts in Winchester 
in the past few years. The goal of the 
presentation will be to help parents 
understand the reasons for suicide - 
and some of the warning signs, as 
well as, what we can do as parents to 
avoid a tragedy such as this. 

Some of the important facts about 
suicide are: hopelessness is a char¬ 
acteristic feeling of most potential 
suicides; the person is often con¬ 
fused or ambivalent; they feel 
nobody cares whether they live or 
die; most suicides come after sever¬ 
al ‘‘cries for help," that are fre¬ 
quently ignored; talking about sui¬ 
cide does not make a person more 
suicidal, but talking may release 
some of the pressure and anxiety; 
most suicides go to a family physi¬ 
cian within three months of the 
attempt with a number of ‘‘minor 
physical ailments;" it takes great 
energy to kill oneself — it is not 
really the ‘‘easy way out; ’’ suicide is 
normally a process, not caused by 
one trigger event; suicide rates have 
doubled for ages 10-14 over the past 
three years; Spring is the season 
with the most suicides ; girls attempt 
suicide three times as often as boys, 
but boys have a much higher ‘‘suc¬ 
cess’’ rate; suicide crosses all socio¬ 
economic barriers, but is highest in 
white upper-middle and upper class 
teens; suicide is the second highest 
cause of teen deaths in ages 12-25, 
just behind accidents.

The third star goes to Cort 
Boulanger. His leadership and two 
goals were also crucial. 

Winchester did have a game sche¬ 
duled for Friday against Lexington. 
For some reason this warm, sunny 
day was judged unsuitable for 
lacrosse by someone in Lexington 
and the game was canceled. The 
Sachems should be well rested for 
upcoming matchups with Peabody 
and St. John’s.

When most people hear the sen¬ 
tence, “It’s a rebuilding year,’’ they 
think, “It’s a lousy team.’’ This, 
however, is not the case for Winches¬ 
ter High’s softball team. The squad 
is gifted, motivated and very young. 
An abundance of youth, rather than 
a lack of skill, qualifies this year as a 
rebuilding one. 

Because the softball team lost 
eight seniors to graduation, coach 
Linda Silvestri found she had a lot of 
holes to fill. Luckily, the program 
had a lot of talent to even out the 
picture. This year’s freshman class 
contributed more than 20 girls to the 
softball program, five of whom 
made the varsity squad: Jessica 
Lanzo, Meredith Lepore, Sarah 
O’Grady, Joanna Pasciuto and Amy 
Provensano. Consequently, fresh¬ 
men outnumber any other class on 
the team. 

There are also four sophomores on 
the squad: Lisa Benincasa, Michelle 
Davis, Pam Taylor and Michelle 
Tighe. The team is anchored by 
captain Christine Sullivan, the only 
senior, and she is helped by four 
other returning varsity players: 
juniors Justine Barbuto, Sonja John¬ 
son and Jenna Maconochie, and 
sophomore Lisa Benincasa. These 
five girls are the only ones on the 
team with varsity experience, and 
Coach Silvestri expects great things 
from all of them. 

“I expect Christine to help us with 
a very strong batting average,’’ said 
the third-year coach. “I also look for 
Sonja, Jenna and the two pitchers -- 
Lisa and Jessica.’’ 

The older players will have the 
task of setting the example for the 
rookies on the field. 


The team’s youth would be viewed 
as a handicap by many ob.servers, 
but Coach Silvestri and assistant 
coach Jan Keefe don’t see it that 
way. “They are learning my coach¬ 
ing philosophies at a young age,’’ 
said Silvestri, adding, “I’m going to 
have these kids for three to four 
years.’’ 

The team is also very enthusias¬ 
tic; some of the older players think 
this is an important positive change 
from last year. Indeed, almost any 
change from last year would be 
construed as positive. Their record 
was 2-18. The Sachem’s goal this 
year is to substantially improve last 
season’s mark. 

Although all this youthful optim¬ 
ism has its bright spots. Coach Silve¬ 
stri realizes the team has a long road 
ahead. The new players are inexper¬ 
ienced, and this will show when they 
go up against more seasoned opposi¬ 
tion. The girls might have a “feeling 
of weakness’’ going against the 
stronger teams like Wakefield, 
Reading and Stoneham. 

The main problem the team has 
run into this year is that the fresh¬ 
men aren’t familiar with more com¬ 
plicated strategies such as first-and- 
third situations. Although they’ve all 
gone through youth softball and 
have learned the basics, they are 
shaky on more advanced situations. 
“Strategy, that’s where the fresh¬ 
men take away from us. It’s very 
foreign to these kids,’’ said the 
coach. Luckily strategy can be 
taught, talent and attitude cannot. 
While the Sachems may seem unpre¬ 
dictable now. by the end of the 
season they should be a force to be 
reckoned with, and in three years, 
they will be dominant. 

Although better things are in the 
future, the team is strong right now.

EnKa donates braille printer 


The EnKa Society of Winchester 
has contributed $1000 to SEEM Col¬ 
laborative to assist in the purchase 
of a computerized braille printer to 
support the instructional needs of 
blind students, including two stu¬ 
dents from Winchester. 

The purchase of the computerized 
braille printer will enable SEEM to 
provide brailled classroom material 
for use by five blind students, two 
from Winchester and three from 
Wilmington. Classroom materials 
are typed into a computer and 
immediately printed by the new 
printer in braille. What used to take 
an hour on the mechanical Perkin’s 
brailler can now be done in ten 
minutes. 

Joanne Greenberg, Vision Teach¬ 
er, Winchester Public Schools, said 
“the braille printer will be a tre¬ 
mendous asset for my student who 
will be at the Winchester High 
School next year. It will allow me to 
spend more time working with class¬ 
room teachers to train them how to 
teach a blind student in regular 
education.” 

Diane Bleier, Vision Teacher, 
SEEM Collaborative, who works 
with a Winchester student at the 
Lynch School said, “I look forward 
to be able to utilize this new technol¬ 
ogy for my student. The new braille 
printer will make it possible to pro¬ 
duce the large number of work¬ 
sheets he will need to accommodate 
him in regular education classes.” 

Mrs. Shirley Potts, President, 
stated, “the EnKa Society is pleased 
to make this gift to assist these two 
Winchester students in the schools. 
The Society was first organized in 
1902 and reorganized in 1928 to aid 
through volunteer service in the 
raising and contributing of funds 
and equipment which serve the 
needs of people in Winchester. It has 
previously assisted a blind student 
at Winchester High School who went 
on to M.l.T. It also provides support 
to the Winchester Hospital and the 
parenl-to-parent program.” Mrs. 
Potts also noted that the annual 
street fair will be held May 19 and 20 
this year. The EnKa Exchange oper¬ 
ates a used clothing consignment 
shop on Main Street. 

The vision program of SEEM Col¬ 
laborative provides services to 35 
visually impaired students. The itin¬ 


erant teachers for the visually 
impaired, Joanne Greenburg, 
Winchester, Elaine Phillips and 
Diane Bleier, SEEm, work with 
each student several hours daily in 
the classroom. A great deal of time 
is spent in preparing brailled school 
work for the students. 

Elaine Phillips, SEEM vision 
teacher said, “This computerized 
braille printer will enable SEEM to 
more easily provide braille print 
materials to accommodate the 
expanding needs of these blind stu¬ 
dents and make it possible for the 
students to be educated along side 
their sighted classmates in regular 
public education programs. It will 
also provide opportunities for 
parents and families to have mater¬ 
ial (children’s stories, etc.) con¬ 
verted into braille print for use with 
their children in the home. 

Mrs. Pleva of Wilmington typed a 
Christmas story on her home com¬ 


puter and brought the disc to the 
SEEM office where the story was 
printed in braille for her daughter,” 
she said. 

Robert F. Lyons, SEEM Execu¬ 
tive Director, said, “the purchase of 
the braille printer provides a cost 
effective collaborative approach to 
educate these students now and for 
all of their future years (12 years for 
some) in the public schools. Along 
with assistance of the EnKa Society. 
SEEM has also received gifts from 
two fraternal organizations in Wil¬ 
mington: five hundred dollars from 
the Kiwanis Club and one thousand 
dollars from the Lions Club of 
Wilmington.” 

SEEM is a consortium of seven 
public schools: Lynnfield, North 
Reading, Reading, Stoneham, Wil¬ 
mington, Winchester and Woburn 
which has provided collaborative 
special education programs and ser¬ 
vices since 1968.

Winchester hosts 
geography contest 


And the winner is. . . 


On April 7, 108 students from 90 
communities in Massachusetts 
came to the Winchester Public 
Schools to participate in the Massa¬ 
chusetts First Annual National Geo¬ 
graphy Bee, sponsored by National 
Geographic World magazine. Fifty- 
five such competitions are being 
held for fourth- through eighth- 
graders in every U.S. state, the 
District of Columbia, and four U. S. 
terrritories. 

Winners in two contests in 
Winchester were Richard Murphy at 
St. Mary’s School and Michael Shan¬ 
non at Winchester High School. 

Bee moderators include college 
presidents, geographers, politicians, 
and television news and weather 
personalities. George W. Bush, the 
President’s son, will moderate the 
Texas bee; and New Jersey’s will be 
conducted by Sen. Bill Bradley. 

In Massachusetts, news anchor R. 
D. Sahl, of Channel 7 television was 
the Moderator. 

The state bee is the second level of 
the competition, which began in 
January with bees in thousands of 
schools across the country. Bee par¬ 
ticipants include the top 108 school 
winners in Massachusetts coming 


from 90 communities. With 632 stu¬ 
dents participating at the local level 
Massachusetts had the fourth 
largest group of participants in the 
nation. 

Each state winner will receive a 
varity of prizes including a $l(M) 
prize. The winner and a teacher 
escort will also win an ali-expenses- 
paid trip to the national finals in 
Washington, D.C., May 18 and 19. 

The finalists will compete for the 
top prize, a $25,000 college scholar¬ 
ship. Alex Trcbek, host of the game 
show “Jeopardy!,” will moderate 
the national competition. 

The National Geographic Society 
hopes that the bee will inspire stu¬ 
dents to study geography. “We want 
children to experience the fun of 
learning geography, as well as to 
understand how it affects their daily 
lives,” said Robert L. Breeden, 
senior vice president, publications 
and educational media, at the 
Society. 

The bee is part of the Society’s 
widespread effort to help improve 
geography education. In an interna¬ 
tional Gallup survey of geographic 
knowledge commissioned by the 
Society in 1988, Americans ranked

among the hollom third, and those 
age 18 to 24 came in last. 

Society programs to encourage 
the study of geography include a 
network of geographic alliances, a 
summer institute for teachers, a 
foundation to support educational 
programs, and National Geographic 
Kids Network, a telecommunica¬ 
tions system of data sharing of the 
classroom.

businessmen, writers, entertainers, 
artists and musicians continue to 
contribute to society well beyond the 
usual age of retirement. A few 
examples of older people who have 
shared their talents indicate that the 
chronological age is not a factor in 
creative production. 

The outstanding French cellist, 
Tortellier, on the eve of his 70th 
birthday claimed that he owed his 
youthful appearance and vigor to his 
belief that “everyone should aim to 
die young but delay doing so for as 
]long as is possible." The world’s 
'famous cellist, Pablo Casals, was 
' playing on the concert stage at the 
' age of 90. 

Grandma Moses, an American 
artist, did her first painting at the 
age of 73 and had the first exhibition 
of her paintings in 1940 at the age of 
80. Claude Monet, a French painter, 
did his famous series of waterlily 
pictures from 1916 to 1925 between 
the ages of 75 and 84. 

Benjamin Franklin helped to 
frame the Constitution of the United 
States in 1787 at the age of 81. 
Winston Churchill began his second 
term as British Prime Minister in 
1961 at the age of 77. Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son, the third president of the United 
States, developed the architectural 
plans for the University of Virginia 
and supervised the construction 
when he was eight decades old. 
Ronald Reagan who served so recen¬ 
tly as President of the United States, 
finished his second term at the age 
of 78. His administration took place 
during a very complex period in 
American history. Goldie Meir 
became Prime Minister of Israel on 
March 17, 1968 when she was 70 
years of age. 

Mother Teresa of Calcutta, an 
Albanian, won the first Pope John 
XXIII Peace Prize in 1971 at the age 
of 61, and the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1979 when she was 69. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, a constant worker for 
betterment, became Chairman of 
the United Nations Commission for 


Human Rights in 1946 when she was 
61. 

Noah Webster published his fam¬ 
ous dictionary in 1828 at the age of 67 
and Edgar Rice Burroughs became 
the oldest war correspondent in the 
South Pacific in 1942 when he was 66 
years of age. Boris Pasternak of the 
Soviet Union won the Nobel Prize for 
Literature for his novel “Dr. Zhiva¬ 
go" in 1958 when he was 68 years of 
age. Colette, a French writer, pub¬ 
lished her youthful romance entitled 
“Gigi" in 1948 when she was 71 years 
old. 

These are only a very few of the 
many who have given lavishly of 
their talents far into the sunset 
years. Whatever your age, positive 
thinking is one of the keys to achiev¬ 
ing and maintaining a state of men¬ 
tal well-being. Looking forward to 
the future with enthusiasm and 
being aware of your potential to 
grow keeps the vital spark within 
you alight and active. 

It is important to recognize and 
com^ to terms with the physical 
effects of aging, but at the same 
time to remain interested in the 
world around you, finding challeng¬ 
ing contexts in which to promote 
continued personal growth in attain¬ 
ing fulfillment. 

Volunteer work is encouraged to 
utilize the wisdom and experience 
that provide valuable services, 
enriching personal lives as well as 
the lives of those who are being 
served. This in itself is a creative 
activity. 

There is no magic formula for 
achieving a happy and productive 
life. Whatever your age, it is never 
too late to learn something new. 
Well-integrated older people capital¬ 
ize on the advantage of a long life. 
Their knowledge, memories and 
talents are positive influences in a 
productive person. Perhaps the 
most telling sign of success during 
retirement years concerns the ques¬ 
tion, “How did I ever find the time to 
go to work?"

Grande uses 
new technique 

Winchester resident Oonald J. 
Grande. M.D.. one of the several 
chemosurgeons who specializes in 
the newest types of skin cancer 
surgery. Mohs Micrographic 
surgery, now provides patient con¬ 
sultations and dermatological 
surgery at Lawrence Memorial Hos¬ 
pital of Medford. Grande is one of 
several chemosurgeons who special¬ 
izes in this new technique. 


According totJrandc. Mohs Micro¬ 
graphic surgery is one method of 
treatment for basal cell and squam¬ 
ous cell carcinomas. Last month, 
addressing the Lawrence’s Medical 
Staff at (Irand Hounds. Dr. (.Jrande 
stated. "Mohs Micrographic tech¬ 
nique enables the surgeon to track 
extensions of tumors and allows for 
observation of 'he undersurface. 

"Using a meticulous, time- 
consuming method, the affected skin 
area is cut and mapped into sec¬ 
tions. Under microscopic examina¬ 
tion. remaining cancerous tissue can 
be identified and then removed, 
resulting in less recurrence and a 
higher cure rate. The cure rate using 
this technique is in the high 90 
percentile.” 

In addition, says Grande, the 
Mohs technique offers maximum 
conservation of tissue and provides 
the widest flexibility for reconstruc¬ 
tive surgery. Most often, this tech¬ 
nique is performed on an outpatient 
basis and does not require general 
anesthesia. 

Mohs Micrographic surgery may 
be best suited for those patients who 
have an aggressive or recurrent 
tumor, who have large or poorly 
defined tumors, or who have tumors 
in critical locations, such as the eye. 
ear and creases of the nose. 

Of an estimated half million skin 
cancer cases that develop every 
year, approximately 10 percent are 
suitable for the Mohs’ technique. 
Extensive time, especially with 
large tumors, is frequently required 


with this technique. 

"Mohs surgery is one method of 
treating skin cancer, but it is not the 
best option for everyone,” notes 
(Jrande. "'riie best option for every¬ 
one is to prevent skin cancer by 
staying out of the sun.” 

Dr. Grande received his medical 
degree from Boston University Med¬ 
ical School in 1973. He interned at 
Malcolm (Irow United States Air 
h’orce Medical Center from 1973 to 
1974 and completed a dermatology 
residency at Boston University Med¬ 
ical Center from 1974 to 1977. He 
completed a fellowship in Mohs 
Micrographic Surgery at the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa from 198*1 to 1982.

Dr. Grande is available at 
Law'rence Memorial Hospital of 
Medford. He maintains his main 
office at New England Center.

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Open bridge 
could cost 

$ 40,000

Keeping the Main Street bridge 
open during reconstruction could 
cost the town between $30,000 and 
$40,000, and will not affect public 
safety, according to town officials. 

Merchants are expected to deter¬

McNutt also noted that even with a 
temporary bridge, fire trucks would 
be forced to reroute, since the tem¬ 
porary bridge would only be able to 
sustain the weight of passenger 
cars, not heavy trucks and 
equipment. 


According to Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works Director Anthony Cclli, the 
town’s four options and their costs 
are: 

• completion of the project under 
the original contract, taking six 
months, at no cost to the town; 

• completing the project in three 
months, at a cost in town funds of 
$23,000; 

• working in stages, closing half of 
the road at a time and letting traffic 
continue to move south on Main 
Street - at a cost of $75,000; 

• installation of a temporary 
bridge to allow a southerly flow of 
traffic, for an additional cost of 
$70,000. 

Elimination of the brick sidewalks 
originally planned would save 
$34,000 from each alternative, noted 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er. This brings the cost to the town 
for the last two options to some¬ 
where between $30,000 and $40,000 

The proposal appears as an article 
on the Special Town Meeting war¬ 
rant up for discussion on Monday, 
April 24. 

“Obviously, the greater the parti¬ 
cipation by the business community, 
the more likely the motion will suc¬ 
ceed,’’ said Maurer.

Contract have been worked out 
with the employees of the Depart¬ 
ment of I’ublic Works, but members 
of the Winchester Firefighters’

ing table. Town Meeting will also be 
asked to approve funds for the 
town’s group insurance program.

During the regular spring Town 
Meeting, members must cut the 
budget by approximately $2.37 mil¬ 
lion. In addition, they are faced with 
a number of other important 
articles. 

Article H seeks to allow senior 
citizens over the age of (i5 to defer 
their water and .sewer charges.

Opposing strategies tackle tax cap issue 


Albano, Casey question Sullivan plan 


Arlington’s Marquis would ease Prop. 214

Moderator John Sullivan wants Town Meeting to 
petition the state to pass legislation holding its 
spending to an annual increase of 2 percent. But 
state Senator Salvatore Albano (D-Winchester) 
called the proposal “short-sighted,’’ saying it 
“doesn’t look at the entire problem.” 

Representative Paul Casey (D-Winchester) said 
that he was “walking the fence’’ on Sullivan’s 
proposal. He said such a petition could be perceived 
as a “snob act’’ by communities which receive a 
percentage of their budgets from state aid. Winches¬ 
ter’s budget receives 14 percent state funding. 

Sullivan, whose suggestion appears as Article 9 of 
the town warrant, said that towns have curtailed 
their spending since the passage of Proposition 2'/<i, 
and the federal government has made moves to do 
the same. It is now time, according to Sullivan, for 
the state legislature to follow suit. 

State government has to “focus on priorities,” 
said Sullivan. State spending is increasing at a rate 
of 70 percent, while the cost of living is going up at 25 
percent, and there’s “no talk on holding state 
spending,’’ he noted. 

Water bills exempted 

According to the moderator, the state should be 


exempt from this restriction in certain areas, such 
as with local aid and water and sewer charges. Local 
aid, he added, is a principal “relief valve’’ against 
the restraints of Prop. 2¥j for cities and towns. 

Placing the water bill outside the restraints of the 
2 percent increase, Sullivan said, is “sound policy.’’ 
Six million water customers, he asserts, will one day 
face Massachusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) bills as large as their real estate taxes. 
These bills the “majority cannot afford to pay,’’ he 
added. 

According to the moderator, Winchester can start 
the movement for a statewide budget cap. He 
believes the town will not stand alone in this action. 
There is “an overwelming concern at what’s hap¬ 
pening at the state level,’’ he added. 

Sullivan believes that Winchester, which he calls 
one of the best-run communities in the state, has 
benefited dramatically from Prop. 2'^. The bill has 
“improved the rate of efficiency in town,’’ Sullivan 
said. 

There is “no doubt’’ in Sullivan’s mind that the 
state can survive on 2 percent increases for the next 
six years, says the moderator, adding that “bureac- 
racy is rampant’’ at the state level. 

“State money is our money,’’ Sullivan added. “It

While Winchester’s Town Meeting faces a vote on 
an article to limit spending by the state Legislature 
to 2 percent, Arlington’s top official wants municipal 
officials to take control of their budget problems and 
expand the limits of the Proposition 2*/^ tax cap, 
because it is unlikely help will be coming from the 
state. 

With more towns like Arlington seeking overrides 
to Proposition 2¥j, Arlington Town Manager Donald 
R. Marquis has a proposal to give financially- 
strapped local legislative bodies a new cap — as high 
as 5 percent annually — for setting the tax rate. 

The idea. Marquis said, is to give a longer-term 
solution to the constraints of Prop. 2^k, but one that 
would require officials to return to the voters every 
four years. 

“I do not believe that the legislature and the 
governor have the political courage to change Prop¬ 
osition 2'/^,’’ said Marquis. “Municipal officials can 
no longer stand by and simply complain about the 
lack of new local aid this year and in the future. 

“We must inititate a proposal to change Proposi¬ 
tion 2 '/ 2 , attempt to circulate a petition to put it on 
the statewide ballot in 1990, and do everything 
possible to explain to the citizens and voters why 


municipal officials need the additional money they 
are asking for,’’ Marquis said. 

When contacted on the issue, chairman of the 
Winchester Taxpayers’ Association Brian MeSwee- 
ney noted that he would not favor such a proposal, 
“(.’hanging Prop. 2'i. on the state level - forget it,” 
he .said. 

Proposition 2‘^j, a the state law passed by referen¬ 
dum in I9B1, limits the amount local tax rales may 
be raised to 2.5 percent annually. Taxes can be 
increased more than 2.5 percent through a majority 
vote by the residents of a municipality. 

The state tax cap, approved overwhelmingly by 
the voters, also sought to keep property taxes 
capped at 2.5 percent of the full market value of 
property. However, Marquis said, in towns like 
Arlington the tax rate is at about 1.1 percent of the 
market value of the pro{)erty. 

The manager’s plan calls for: 

• A statewide referendum question that would give 
any city or town with a tax rate below 1.5 f)ercent of 
the full market property value power to increase the 
tax rate by 5 percent instead of 2.5 percent by a vote 
of the local legislative body (City Council, Town 
Meeting).

Town Hall fete takes place Saturday

After four years of work, Winches¬ 
ter’s Town Hall will officially be 
rededicated and placed back under 
the jurisdiction of town officers dur¬ 
ing ceremonies this weekend 

Originally slated for October, the 
event was postponed until April 22. 
Since the events were supposed to be 
held outdoors, the Town Hall Build¬ 
ing Committee thought it best to 
re-schedule for warmer weather, 
said member Dan Chane. 

With the completion of the auditor¬ 
ium in March, Chane said the stage 
is now set for the rededication, rain 
or shine. “Unle.ss itls really pouring 
down hard, we’ll go through the 
procession, right into Town Hall,’’ 
he said. 
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Chane said with the exception of a 
“punch list’’ of small ta.sks the con¬ 
tractor has yet to complete. Town 
Hall renovations are complete. 
Chane estimates the final items 
“will be done really before we sign 
off the building.’’ 

The purpose of the rededication, 
said Chane, is to deliver the Town 
Hall back to the town. During recon¬ 
struction, the building is essentially 
under the charge of the contractor. 
With the completion of work, it falls 
back into the hands of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Chane said the rededication is an 
exciting event for his committee, but 
that there have been other signific¬ 
ant happenings as well. 

“There are a series of milestones 
we as a committee have met over 
the past four years,” said Chane. He 
noted that recent concerts in the 
Winchester Room have been parti¬ 
cularly exciting. 

The ceremony will begin at the 
Winchester Common at 11 a.m. A 
procession will leave the Common, 
and follow a route up Church Street 
to Waterfield Road, proceed down 
Waterfield Road to Main Street, 
down Main Street to Mount Vernon 
Street, and follow Mount Vernon 
Street up to Town Hall. At Town 
Hall, the procession will march up 
the steps into the auditorium. 

The procession will include the 
Police Honor Guard, Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Black Horse Hose, Town 
Hall Building Committee, Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager, Town 
Moderator, Rep. Paul Casey, Sen. 
Sal Albano, Grand Lodge of Free 
and Accepted Masons of Massa- 
chu.setts, the Masonic Kilty Band, 
the Winchester Star antique wagon, 
local civic groups and residents. 

“It’s a very symbolic ceremony.” 
Chane said of the Masons participa¬ 


tion in the program. “It’s going to be 
very colorful.” 

Once the proce.ssion reaches Town 
Hall, speakers include Chairwoman 
Su.san Keats, the Rev. Walter B. 
Davis, Town Moderator John Sulli¬ 
van, Selectman Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt and Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, among others. 


One of the highlights of the event is 
the World Premiere performance of 
a Chorale for Brass, Chorus and 
Percussion, composed by Winches¬ 
ter resident Stephen Waligur. 

Following the program, members 
of the Town Hall Building Commit¬ 
tee will conduct tours for the public 
through the building.

Scholarship honors 
Melissa B. Mason

Melissa Burton Mason’s gener¬ 
osity and caring touched many 
who knew her during her life¬ 
time. Now, through a scholarship 
fund established in her memory, 
future generations will benefit 
from this remarkable woman. 

“To those who knew her, she 
really affected their lives, as far 
as how they were aware of other 
people and their problems and 
concerns” said Edward Goodwin 
of the woman who became his 
longtime friend. Goodwin is pres¬ 
ident of the Winchester Coopera¬ 
tive Bank. 

In a recent interview he talked 
about Mason — and the fund he 
established to honor her memory. 
“That memory has to l>e pre¬ 
served and perpetuated for years 
to come,” said Goodwin. 

Melissa Burton Mason, who 
died at the age of BG in 1984, kept 
house for several Winchester 
families, including that of Kay 
Connor, who is also involved with 
the scholarship fund. 

After living in East Woburn for 
many years. Mason moved to 
Winchester, where she owned a 
house on Cross Street. In time she 
Ijecame a part of the Winchester 
community. But Goodwin noted 
that his friend was sometimes 
uneasy; she was one of the town's 
few black residents. 

These feelings did not however, 
translate into prejudice toward 
others. Mason left Goodwin $1000 
in her will. This money would 
Ixicome the foundation of the 


scholarship fund that bears her 
name. 

This monetary gift, along with 
Mason’s overall generosity, 
strongly affected the bank presi¬ 
dent. He was well aware that 
Mason had very few “personal 
treasures in life.” 

“She wanted me to have some¬ 
thing that she really didn’t 
have,” said Goodwin. 

Along with GwMlwin and Con¬ 
nor, the scholarship committee 
includes Richard and Yovette 
Markey, Marcia Russell and 
John (.’larke, and Susan and Fred 
Brooks. Goodwin contacted the 
three local racially-mixed cou¬ 
ples, since he felt they would lx; 
sensitive to the project. 

Each year, two minority stu¬ 
dents in Winche.ster will receive a 
scholarship award through the 
Melissa Mason Scholarship 
Fund, designed to aid them in 
their pursuit of higher education. 

The first two students to 
receive the scholarship will be 
announced at the AB(’ (A Better 
Chancel concert on Saturday, 
April 29. The winners were 
recommended by the guidance 
department at the high school 
and the ABC coordinators, said 
Goodwin. The scholarship fund 
committee confirmed these 
recommendations.

Grayson shows ‘Homage to the Block’ 

Local artist’s works featured at Lexington gallery through April 22

Many painters structure their pic¬ 
tures on underlying grids. In the 
work of Winchester resident Beatriz 
Grayson, the grid is brought right up 
to the surface, with verticals and 
horizontals of repeated blocks 
intersecting to determine the overall 
motif. A resulting geometric dance 
of rhythm and color pervades the 
work. 

Grayson is featured as guest artist 
in a solo show at Parsons Gallery in 
Lexington Arts and Crafts Society, 
130 Waltham St., Lexington. The 
exhibit’s title, “Homage to the 
Block’’ is aptly descriptive of all the 
work, executed in several mediums 
and taking various forms. Eight 
painted wood and acrylic totems are 
the free-standing three-dimensional 
complements to the wall-mounted 
works in fabric, photo-collage and 
paint. The block and its repetition 
are the common elements. 

Patterns that emerge in quilts 
from repeated geometry and con¬ 
trolled shape juxtapositions are 
brought to mind in viewing Gray¬ 
son’s work. Indeed, one of the most 
impressive pieces in the exhibit is a 
I quilt entitled Central Power, in 
which delicate floral prints are 
given unexpected strength by their 


opposing angular thrusts. Color is 
carefully orchestrated in the quilt as 
well: deep blues and pale greens 
alternate in a tense but satisfying 
balance. 

The same principles of combining 
and repeating block patterns are key 
to smaller works, called “photo- 
quilts” by Grayson. Color photo¬ 
graphs — many of architectural 
details such as escalators and gir¬ 
ders in the Alewife MBTA station — 
are cut apart, duplicated, then put 
together in much the same way a 
mandala-like motif arranges itself 
through a kaleidoscope. Figure- 
ground interaction is important to 
all the pieces exhibited. A particular 
fascination in looking at the work is 
to note how what is perceived as a 
positive shape on negative ground 
reverses itself as blocks move tow¬ 
ard the center or toward the edge of 
the rectangular format. Again, the 
parallels to quilt-patterning are 
drawn. “Recently I discovered 
quilts and the fact that a lot of my 
previous works were indeed quilts — 
only executed in gouache, paper col¬ 
lages or other media,” notes 
Grayson. 

“The graphic strength of quilts, 
from the early Amish, traditional to 
contemporary quilts are a continu¬ 
ous source of joy. I love working

with fabrics, their unusual hues, 
textures, patterns. I think I love the 
mathematics, the infinite possibi- 
lites of a unit design — the quilter’s 
block, arranging and rearranging 


them.selves,” she adds.

Snowless winter saves funds

Although the winter of 1988-89 had 
its cold snaps, snowfall was a rarity 
and any accumulation was scarce. 

According to Robert Morin, opera¬ 
tions manager of the Department of 
Public Works (DPW), only $86,000 of 
the $300,000 appropriated for snow 
and ice removal was used this year 
to keep motorists and pedestrians 
safe on the town’s roads. 

Morin estimates that the lack of 
snowfall this winter saved the town 
about $214,000 in personnel, equip¬ 
ment and miscellaneous expenses 
related to snow removal. 

During the final close-out of the 
DPW budget at the end of the year, 
the excess monies will revert to the 
general fund. 


However, despite extra reversions 
from the DPW budget, Town Mana¬ 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer is uncer¬ 
tain that more funds will come back 
to the town than in previous years. 

Last year, $300,000 reverted to the 
town’s general fund. This year’s fig¬ 
ure will not be known until the fiscal 
year ends in July. 

Morin notes that the budget for 
snow and ice removal is estimated 
each year based on historical 
records of past years’ snowfall. 
When the DPW requests at least as 
much money as in the previous year, 
any additional funds needed can be 
approved by the Board of Select¬ 
men. If the DPW requests less 
money than the previous year, any 
additional money must be voted by 
Town Meeting members. 

Of the sand and salt use, Morin 


said the amount was “basically the 
same’’ as last year in terms of 
dollars and cents. Although use 
might have dropped slightly, the 
adjusted price per ton made up the 
difference, he explained. 

In addition to the money saved, 
the town received an extra cleaning 
this winter. DPW crews who would 
have been behind a plow clearing the 
streets of snow, were instead per¬ 
forming forestry work and other 
jobs around town. 

Morin says the Wildwood Cemet¬ 
ery was targeted for clean-up and 
trimming of branches over the wint¬ 
er, a valuable job usually underta¬ 
ken in the spring. 

Equipment was also maintained 
and equipment bays were cleaned 
out as well over the long and dry 
winter months.

The Winchester League of Women 
Voters prepared the following guide 
to articles on the Spring Town Meet¬ 
ing warrant: 

Article One is a general procedur¬ 
al article to receive reports from 
town officers and the Finance 
Committee. 

Articles Two and Three must be 
passed each year to give the town 
treasurer authority to borrow 
money in anticipation of revenue 
and to contract compensating 
balance agreements with banks. 

Article Four presents the town’s 
budget. Because of the constraints of 
Proposition 2*/^, this year’s budget 
will require cuts in services, a pro¬ 
cess likely to engender intense 
debate at Town Meeting. 

Article Five seeks an appropria¬ 
tion to cover the cost of Water and 
Sewer Division. 

Article Six seeks approval of wage 
scales for town employees, revisions 
in the personnel policy guide and 
ratification of collective-bargaining 
agreements. 

Article Seven authorizes the 
expenditure of Chapter 90 state high¬ 
way funds. 

Article Eight permits the town to 
defer water and sewer taxes on the 
domiciles of taxpayers 65 and older 
whose income is less than $20,000 per 
year. The deferred taxes incur inter¬ 
est charges at the rate of 8 percent 
per year. The deferred taxes are 
collected when ownership of the 
domicile changes. 

The intent of Article Nine is to 
. request the state Legislature to limit 
the annual increase in state expendi¬ 
ture to 2 percent, with an exemption 
from this cap for local aid and water 
and sewer services. 

Article Ten seeks $25,000 to fund a 
four-hour hazardous-waste- 
collection session. Last year’s 
appropriation of $17,000 ran out in 
two and one half hours, leaving 
about 100 residents who turned out 
unable to dispose of their hazardous 
waste. 

Article Eleven would rezone a par¬ 
cel of land of approximately 4.72 
acres from a Conservancy- 
Institutional District to a Residen¬ 
tial District. The parcel was former- 
ly owned by the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary. The current 
owner had sought to use the parcel 
for an educational institute with liv¬ 
ing quarters. 

Articles Twelve and Thirteen seek 
the transfer of two town-owned par¬ 
cels of land near the Lynch School to 
the Conservation Commission. 

Article Fourteen seeks to desig¬ 
nate FY 90 as Recycling Awareness 
Year to promote public recognition 
of the savings that can be realized 
through recycling. No appropriation 
is sought. 

Article Fifteen would enable the 
Winchester Housing Partnership to 
use the resources of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Housing Partnership to 
obtain funding and to receive techni¬ 
cal assistance to promote affordable 
housing. 

Article Sixteen raises the question 
whether Winchester should adopt a 
state law that provides a funding 
mechanism to meet the unfunded 
pension liability for public employee 
retirement systems. The plan pro¬ 


vides a 40-year funding schedule to 
amortize the debt, with local sys¬ 
tems using 5 percent of any increase 
in state revenue as a funding source. 
Participation in the funding plan 
requires certain features in the local 
pension system such as fitness and 
wellness programs and annual 
reporting to system members about 
the financial and actuarial condition 
of the system. 

Article Seventeen addresses a 
situation currently affecting seven 
former employees retired because 
of accidental disability. Due to 
longevity, some of these retirees are 
earning about 37 to 50 percent of 
what the job they are out on is now 
paying. This article would increase 
such allowances to 50 percent of 
what the job is now paying. 

In Article Eighteen the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School District Committee is seek¬ 
ing approval for a 10-year bond for 
$2,250,000 to replace the roof, 
remove asbestos and make other 
repairs. If any one of the 12 partici¬ 
pating towns opposes the bond issue, 
it may not proceed. Winchester’s 
share of the bond, for FY 91 would be 
$1917. 

It is anticipated that Article Nine¬ 
teen will be dropped. 

Article Twenty comes from a citi¬ 
zens’ petition seeking to ensure that 
the town-owned corner of Swanton 
and Main streets remain 
undeveloped. 

Article Twenty-one seeks to have 
Amberwood Drive, Buckman Drive 
and Simonds Road accepted as publ¬ 
ic ways. Most of the cost of bringing 
the streets into the necessary state 
of repair would be passed on to the 
abutters through betterment assess¬ 
ments. Abutters will be assessed 
varying amounts depending on the 
size of their parcel and the condition 
of the adjacent street. 

Article Twenty-two seeks to have 
a portion of Mckay Avenue leading 
to the Transfer Station accepted as a 
public way. 

Article Twenty-three, stemming 
from a citizens’ petition, attempts to 
limit parking at the Westside Field 
on Wildwood Street because of con¬ 
cern for traffic safety. 

Article Twenty-four is a procedur¬ 
al article that allows Town Meeting 
to establish and abolish committees 
and to appropriate money for them. 

Article Twenty-five is a procedur¬ 
al article that permits Town Meeting 
to reopen any article already voted 
upon if necessary to make the town 
budget conform to Proposition 2^k. 

Article Twenty-six sets the 
amount of money to take from “Free 
Cash’’ to reduce the tax levy. 

Three articles will be considered 
at a “special” Town Meeting. The 
first of these articles seeks a supple¬ 
mental appropriation of about 
$135,000 for the Group Insurance 
Program for FY 89. The second 
article seeks an appropriation to 
fund the collective-bargaining 
agreements with the Department of 
Public Works employees and the 
Firefighters Association. The third 
article would allow Town Meeting to 
appropriate money or to accept 
money for the Main Street Bridge 
reconstruction. The Bridge, located 
between Purity Supreme and the 
Winchester Sunoco Station, is unsafe 


and is scheduled to be rebuilt at 
state expense over a period of six 
months. Current plans call for the 
closing of Main Street during the 
work which would affect the mer¬ 
chants on that part of Main Street 
and the traffic on alternate streets. 
This article would permit additional 
money to be spent to keep Main 
Street open during the work or to 
shorten the duration of the work.

Claiming poor visibility and dan¬ 
ger to pedestrians, members of the 
North End Task Force asked the 
Traffic Advisory Committee to ban 
parking on Main Street between Hill 
Street and the north entrance of the 
medical office complex at 955 Main 
St. 

Peggy Schleicher, chairman of the 
task force, brought this request to 
the traffic advisory committee’s 
April 13 meeting. She said the ban 
would increase visibility for motor¬ 
ists pulling on to Main Street. 
Schleicher asserted that the owners 
of the development, the Russell Hill 
Group, have indicated there is 
ample parking in their lot. 

A parking ban would “drive (park- 
ers) in’’ the parking lot, she told the 
meeting. Chairman of the advisory 
committee. Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer suggested a time restr¬ 
iction on parking in front of the 
building. Schleicher disagreed, say¬ 
ing that as long as the cars are there, 
there will be a visibility problem. 

She also said a hazardous situation 
exists when pedestrians cross Main 
Street after parking across the 
street from the development. 

Another concern of neighbors was 
that Hill Street may become opened 
up for through traffic at a later date. 
This issue was discussed previously 
during negotiations between the 
developer and the town, prior to the 
covenant being signed. 

Maurer noted that throughout 
these negotiations and public hear¬ 
ings, “no one has said they want it to 
be a through street.’’ 

“Our recommendation (to the 
Board of Selectmen) would be that 
that would be a dead-end street,’’ 
added Maurer. 

The neighbors also asked if con¬ 
struction equipment would be 


hauled through Hill Street when the 
addition to the parking lot is con¬ 
structed. Town Engineer John Ciar- 
cia .said that the equipment would 
not be hauled through Hill Street and 
would possibly be stored on the 
unsold portion of the Woburn Loop. 

ileiiiingway Street 

Resident Joan McDonough told 
the committee that telephone trucks 
parking on the right side of Heming¬ 
way Street were obstructing traffic 
on that street. 

Safety Officer Kevin Mawn noted 
that the problem has existed “for 
years’’ and that the telephone work¬ 
ers are from various cities and not 
aware of the ban. Mawn added that a 
patrol will be asked to periodically 
check the street and ticket the vehi¬ 
cles when necessary. 

McCull parking lot 

The possibility of using parking 
spaces at the McCall Junior High 
School lot was discussed at a prior 
traffic advisory meeting. Ciareia 
noted that the town could “pick up 
about 30 spaces” that are currently 
unused, and offer these spaces to 
downtown merchants and 
commuters. 

Ciareia discus.sed the plan with 
McCall Principal Evander FYench 
who found the plan, “very agree¬ 
able,’’ according to Ciareia. French 
will now make a recommendation to 
the School Committee, which has the 
final say. If approved, the spaces 
would be utilized partly under a 
sticker program and the other 
spaces would be machine- 
monitored.

A ceremony for all

A historic procession will leave 
the Common this coming Satur¬ 
day morning at 10:45 with a large 
number of townspeople joining 
civic groups, town and state offi¬ 
cials, and others in homage to 
that grand old lady — our Town 
Hall. 

This rededication and “deliver¬ 
ing up” of the building by the 
Town Hall Building Committee 
will cap the four-year renovation 
project in a massive celebration 
in the auditorium of Town Hall 
and a tour of the public spaces 
subsequent to the ceremonies. 

Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. Tom Schmitt, 
will perform an encore of great 
historic significance as he 
accepts the key of the building 
from Chairman Keats and the 
committee. 

The precedent was set on 
October 20, 1888 when Chairman 
Albert Ayer performed the identi¬ 
cal ritual — through the Winches¬ 
ter Star for October 26,1888 criti¬ 
cized the Town Hall Committee 
for “making a big mistake in not 
taking more time for this celebra¬ 
tion, and in making the occasion 
what it should have been.” 

Indeed, the original dedication 
ceremony was put together in 
three days. 

The excuse advanced in 1888 
was that some committee mem¬ 
bers were “about to leave town 
for a brief period.” One can only 
wonder if the members might 


have stayed away longer and 
they realized that the first of a 
hundred-year-long series of roof 
leaks was to damage an interior 
portion of the building within six 
months! 

Also, the weathervane began a 
frightening lean to the southwest 
soon after its installation. Towns¬ 
people began taking bets as to 
when, and upon what, if would 
fall — until scaffolding was built 
out from a tower window and the 
errant vane righted. 

In that same 1888 Winchester 
Star, the editor felt all was fair 
game — and in other facts about 
Town Hall, he advanced that 
“The amount of gas burned in the 
new Town House, when all the 
burners are lit, is ten feet a 
minute. This does not include a 
town meeting in full blast!” 

The rededication, this coming 
Saturday, will have as keynote 
events a presentation from 
Winchester Lions, the solemn 
ceremony by the Grand Master 
and his suite from the Massa¬ 
chusetts Grand Lodge of Free 
and Accepted Masons, and the 
world premier of a “Chorale for 
Brass, Chorus and Percussion” 
written especially for the cere¬ 
mony by local organist and com¬ 
poser Stephen Waligur. 

It is a ceremony for everyone 
— for not only does the event 
honor a fine building and a job 
well done, it pays tribute to the 
foresight of all Winchester resi¬ 
dents, and the local spirit that 
made the project possible.

Pro choice march 
was ‘exhilarating’ 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The April 9 Pro Choice March in 
Washington was an exhilarating 
experience in speaking out for 
women’s civil rights and freedoms. 
The spirit of close to half a million 
people, the largest congregation 
ever assembled to voice their views 
in the Capitol, was overwhelming. 

We, as citizens of the Common¬ 
wealth, can take great pride in the 
numbers of local organizations and 
individuals who took part in repre¬ 
senting our views. Indeed, it was 
inspiring to see the numbers of 
young, old, rich, poor, black, white, 
male and female protesters who 
came together to make it known that 
never before have civil rights been 
taken away and we will not tolerate 
any abridgements now. 

Over 70 percent of Americans 
believe that the right to determine 
when and how many children to bear 
lies solely with each individual 
woman in the exercise of her own 
conscience. ‘Right to choose’ means 
just that. . .making the decision that 
works best for you. It does not mean 
that one religious belief can be 
imposed on others. However, it does 
allow that what might be a viable 
alternative in one woman’s life may 
not work for another woman. 

It is vitally important that we 
stand up and be counted. Up until 
now we have survived as a silent 
majority because we felt that the 
law was on our side. It is clear, 
though, that we must speak up and 
join these organizations that will 
represent what we believe in both in 
the State and Federal legislatures. 
We must write letters to the Presi¬ 
dent, to the Attorney General and to 
our Legislators and let them know 
how we feel. 

And we must insist that safe, clean 
medical services be available to all 
women, not just the wealthy. The 
curtailment of Medicaid funding 
must be reversed. Many organiza¬ 
tions stand ready to fight for your 
rights; feel free to contact the 


League of Women Voters, NOW, 
Planned Parenthood, ACLU, or the 
Religious Coalition for Free Choice, 
to name just a few. 

When I marched on that Sunday I 
was joined by three generations of 
my family speaking out for 
ourselves and what we hoped for our 
children. Most poignantly I was 
accompanied by my 90-year-old 
great aunt, the last time she 
marched in a demonstration was as 
a suffragate seeking women’s right 
to vote. This is a very important 
issue and I urge everyone to get 
involved. Let’s put complacency 
behind us and make our voices 
heard.

Residents must 
stand united on 
education budget 

TO THE EDITOR: 

A large majority of Winchester 
residents voted for devastating fis¬ 
cal cuts without future vision. Now 
we are facing bitter choices involv¬ 
ing financial restraints that are diffi¬ 
cult and painful. 

As a parent of children in all levels 
of Winchester’s public education 
system, and one who has a strong 
commitment to the future, I wish to 
speak to those of you who share my 
sentiments. The town has reduced 
the education budget dramatically. 
However, it very well may be cut 
even further. 

No one can afford to be compla¬ 
cent if they agree with me that the 
education issue is important. Excel¬ 
lence costs money and requires 
much day-to-day effort and plan¬ 
ning. The work achieved in the last 
seven years has brought tremendous 
positive changes to our children’s 
education system. Much of that 
work will soon be lost. 

I wish to alert every interested 
person that the education budget has 
only been presented and not yet 
voted upon in our Town Meeting. 
Until the meeting of May 1 convenes, 
and a decision is reached, it is 


imperative that we besiege our 
Town Meeting members and select¬ 
men to vote for at least the current 
proposed budget of $12,733,431 and 
not decrease it further. We must 
stand firm and be united. 

The time to present differing ideas 
relating to the kind of cuts in the 
school system is five days after the 
Town Meeting has approved the edu¬ 
cation budget (which is not a cer¬ 
tainty in this climate) then we can 
step forward and present to the 
School Committee and our school 
administration any changes we wish 
to suggest. The school administra¬ 
tion suggests changes but the School 
Committee makes the final decision. 
Both the administration and the 
School Committee have been respon¬ 
sive to our feelings. 

However, if we don’t act together 
with the common goals many of us 
share, a commitment to excellence 
in education, we take the risk of 
losing the limited funds we have. We 
must be unified in purpose, stand 
firm and act. We must contact 
selectmen, Town Meeting members, 
and be present at the town meeting 
of May 1. We must express a single 
voice for quality education and not 
allow further financial cuts.

30 years ago: 195y 

The Library Trustees publicly 
thanked the members of the 
Winchester Home and Garden Club 
for their appropriation of $500 from 
their treasury to add plantings 
around the library building. 

At a public hearing to decide the 
location of the proposed new junior 
high school, a crowd of 400 to 500 
residents picked the West Side Well 
Field as their first choice. Other 
suggested locations included the 
Wildwood Street Mahoney site and a 
Palmer Street area. 

The town settled the claim of the 
Consolidated Greenhouses, Inc. on 
Cambridge Street for $400 in dam¬ 
ages. These damages to boilers and 
equipment were the result of flood¬ 
ing. In the suit filed in 1955, the 
company charged that the town’s 
grading of the land to accomodated 
the West side playground off of Wild^ 
wood Street had caused an esti¬ 
mated $1500 in damages. •' 

26 years ago 

An estimated $1,000 in damage 
had occurred at the Winchester 
Public Schools since Jan. 1, 19(13. 
The School Committee made this 
figure public after several acts of 
vandalism at the Parkhurst School 
over the weekend added to this 
amount. 

The Board of Selectmen signed a 
contract to renovate the center sec¬ 
tion of Town Hall and to construct,a 
new and permanent memorial honor 
roll in front of Town Hall. 

Former Governor John A. Volpe 
urged Republican leaders in the 
legislature to press for Massa¬ 
chusetts participation in the 1964-65 
World’s Fair in New York. 


20 years ago: 1969 

The Winchester Firefighters Local 
1564 (AFL-CIO) and the town’s bar¬ 
gaining committee had come to an 
impasse. The firemen were working 
without a contract because a settle¬ 
ment had not been reached before 
Town Meeting. The firemen would 
not accept the town’s offering of 
$8100 a year for a 48-hour-week. ' 

High school Students presented a 
petition to members of the School 
Committee against the imposition of 
a dress code in the schools. 


10 years ago: 1979 

A definite plan for the subdivision 
of Pepper Hill Estates II, land own¬ 
ed by the E.S. Johnson Construction 
Company of Arlington, had been 
filed at the Town Engineer’s offic^. 
Residents in the area planned to 
fight the proposed duplex develop¬ 
ment on the site. 

The Circle of Gold, a basic chain 
letter pyramid club, had gained 
national notoriety and had worked 
its way into Winchester as well. A 
fee of $100 set up the participant. Tlfe 
District Attorney’s office however, 
warned of a fine of at least $3,000 and 
three years in prison if the violator 
was caught. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
noted that a problem with bacteria 
in the town’s water had been cor¬ 
rected. A high bacteria count earlier 
in the week in various areas of town 
had forced Winchester Hospital to 
use bottled water.

When we were kids, getting into 
six kinds of trouble each day, our 
mom would yell at us for five 
minutes in the same room; then 
move off into all the other rooms in 
the house and yell at us for another 
half hour or so from there. 

“Jeese,” we’d say to our sweet- 
tempered aunt. “What’s the matter 
with her?” 

“Well, she gets a little nervous 
sometimes,” she’d say. 

I couldn’t understand it then. 

I think I can understand it now. 
Moms get nervous because, more 
than throwing food, or burping, or 
putting foul sneakered feet on the 
couches, kids like to fight. Fighting, 
in fact, is their favorite hobby. 

Erma Bombeck knows this. She 
describes vacations as a time when 
three kids in the back of the car fight 
for an hour over a piece of lint- 
covered gum found under the seat. 

My own kids are never so happy as 
when they are fighting. The 
youngest one screams, and yells 
“shut up!” and waves his fists in a 
rapid blur like the paddlewheel of 
the Delta Queen. The older ones 
practice withering sarcasm and 
slam the door to their rooms and 
scold an invisible audience from 
behind it (it’s in the genes maybe). 

Myself, I don’t remember fighting 
this much as a kid. It’s true my 
sister tried to kill me a few times; 


three and shoved me down all 36 
steps of our big spooky house, my 
head bouncing like a coconut on each 
step (“it’ll be like a ride; you know, 
at the amusement park,” she had 
said). It’s true, too, she put some 
kind of industrial-strength rubber 
band around my fat baby waist once, 
which my mother didn’t find until 
bathtime when I bobbed like an 
inflatable tub-toy in the water, my 
whole top half a deep lurid red and 
my whole bottom half a strange and 
sickly white. 

But it’s also true I did a few things 
to her — in the later years, mostly, 
when restored brain function allow¬ 
ed for such devisings: locked her out 
of the bathroom with a fresh wash of 
peroxide on her head, and me and 
the neutralizer safely inside. I think 
I also read her diary in there — out 
loud, in high mocking tones — while 
her roots turned blonde, then green, 
then a dead chalky white. 

So, sure — we fought. But 1 don’t 
remember anything as bad as what 
my kids do. 

Maybe I’m just losing patience 
with the years. As a young mother, 
fresh and new to the business, I 
recall a saintly forebearance in 
myself. The voice of calm, I was; the 
great conciliator. I extended the 
hand of friendship to whatever kick¬ 
ing child. Come, let us reason 
together. I was Donna Reed; I was 
Lassie’s mom; I was, like, Julie 
Andrews in “The Sound of Music,” if 


you catch my drift. 

Then they plain wore me down. 
The endless patience came to an 
end. I knew it was last summer, 
when at the beach with a child not 
my own, we found ourselves in a 
public toilet. The child was going 
through a stage where the sound of 
flushing drove her wild. She held her 
ears. At the same time, her wet and 
sandy bathing suit was still around 
her ankles. I tried pulling it up and 
settling the shoulder back in place. 
She wouldn’t take her hands off her 
ears. The floor was slimy with the 
footprints of a thousand bathers. 
“Mother of God!” I finally hissed. 
And a low knowing chuckle came 
from outside the stall. “An older 
mom! I knew it,” its owner said, 
when, all hands over both tiny ears, 
we flushed fast and burst out the 
door. 

I was on the phone yesterday, a 
business call, it was, to a Person of 
Great Weight. Two of my kids began 
slugging it out and howling in the 
corner. I tried wild wavings, pan¬ 
tomimes, cutting motions to my 
throat. All to no avail. Then, desp¬ 
erate for silence, I glanced down at 
the remnants of lunch; picked up a 
dill pickle; and winged it across the 
room at them. 

It exploded like a grenade. It also 
shut them up. They looked over at 
me, little eyes shining. “Oh goody, 
Mom’s fighting too,” their smiles 
said. “Now w'e’re really having 
fun!”

Once again, we 
paid for political advertisements 
ajid published a brochure. We were 
fortunate to received contributions 
large and small from citizens from 
ap over town. We would like the 
public to know the fact that during 
both campaigns, we were outspent 
aPd “out manned” by the opposition, 
but we had the most important ally 
ot all — very simply, the support of 
the people. 

For some unknown reason, the 
Interfaith Council, in what we per¬ 
ceived as a breach of separation of 
church and state, published the 
phone numbers of three officers of 
the Taxpayers Association and three 
officers of the Alliance.

One thing that none of us must lose 
sight of the fact that the people have 
overwhelmingly spoken. It is time to 
put the past behind us and move on 
to face the difficult choices that 
confront our town.

A tribute to 
a special friend 

TO TIIK EDITOK: 

Louise Maiullari died last month. 
Her obituary appeared in both the 
Star and the Times. To the casual 
reader, Louise was a young woman 
actively involved in her community 
who left behind a large and loving 
family and a legacy of love, laughter 
and a spirit of volunteerism not 
associated with the selfishness of the 
eighties. To those who did not know 
her, her death was the example of a 
young vital person cut down in the 
prime of her life. 

Louise Maiullari was more than 
just another tragic statistic, she was 
in fact representative of all that is 
good and decent in our town. She had 
a laughter that was infectious and a 
generous spirit that knew no bounds. 
She owned and operated Marcel’s 
beauty shop on Main Street for 
years. She not only knew her cus¬ 
tomers, but their families as well. 

I remember one day being in the 
shop and a young, very pregnant and 
very tired mother appeared with 
three little ones in tow. Louise 
turned and said, “How did you know 
that we’re running a three-for-one 
special?” Not only did she cut all the 
little ones’ hair, but said to the 
mother, “Come on, let me give you a 
quick trim!” She charged that 
young mother $5 and everyone left 
the shop beaming. 

Later I asked Louise how she 
could pay her expenses and run 
these unannounced but frequent 
“specials”. Boy, did she let me have 
it! Louise replied that she knew the 
family had been struggling and that 
the woman’s husband had just 
returned to work. I charged her the 
$5 because I wanted her to maintain 
her sense of dignity (my phrasing, 
not Louise’s) and these people are 
from my town, and that’s the least I 
could do for them. 

Louise knew what community 
pride was long before anyone articu¬ 
lated the spirit of Winchester. Later, 
after she lost her shop, she went to 
another shop and took on an addi¬ 
tional job working evenings at a 
fabric store. I never once heard her 
complain about how unfair the 
“fates” could be; rather she would 
remind me of the old refrain, 
“. . .pick yourself up, dust yourself 
off, and start all over again. . .” 
Every now and then we would check 
in with one another, but life, like 
relationships, changes and for 
awhile, we simply lost touch with 
one another. 

I remember calling her several 
months ago, and I was so shocked to 
learn she was so ill. Cancer is an 
insidious disease and I couldn’t 
believe, nor accept the fact, that she 
was dying. I promised to get 
together with her after I returned 
from the West Coast, but my mother 
had become seriously ill in the 
interim. 

I remember driving by her house 
one day to bring her a souvenir of 
Los Angeles and her mother 
answered the door and said Louise 
was back in the hospital and it was 
only a matter of time before she 


Reduced MBTA fare 
available for seniors 


The Massachusetts Bay Transpor¬ 
tation Authority will be at the Jenks 
Senior Center, 109 Skillings Road, 
April 27, to issue identification cards 
permitting senior citizens and eligi¬ 
ble disabled persons to ride MBTA 
commuter rail lines, rapid transit 
and local buses for reduced rates. 

" With the identification cards, pas¬ 
sengers may ride rapid transit lines 
and local buses for 10 cents and 
commuter rail for half fare. These 
reduced fares will be effective at all 
times. 

Eligible citizens from Winchester 
and surrounding towns will be able 
to register between the hours of 9:30 
a.m. and 2:30 p.m. 

To be eligible for a senior citizen 
reduced fare identification card, 
which contains the name and 
address of the holder and a color 
.photograph for positive identifica¬ 
tion, senior citizens must bring proof 
of age — 65 years or older — such as 
a birth certificate, baptismal record 
•or driver’s license; proof of residen¬ 
cy, such as a driver’s license, utility 
■bill, library card, or charge plate; 
and a 50 cent cash fee. 

Medicare cards will not be 
accepted as proof of age. Senior 
citizens who already have a reduced 
fare identification card do not need 
to register again. 

Eligibility for a handicapped citi¬ 
zens’ reduced fare identification 
bard requires completion of the 
MBTA Special Needs Certification 
Form by a physician. Certification

is not money that belongs to a group of legislators." 

When asking how he reached the figure of two 
percent. Sullivan answered he was looking for some¬ 
thing different from the 2>2 percent limitation 
imposed on local property taxes, but not too 
different. 

Sullivan added that most taxpayers do not oppose 
education or human services but, at present, they 
"don’t have confidence” that their taxes “are going 
in the right direction.” 

All "artificial limit” 

Alba no expressed reservations about placing such 
an "artificial limit” on state government. He said 
that citizens would feel the pinch in the areas of 
health care, special needs and hospital closings. 

This would set a limit below the rate of inflation, 
which is currently four to five percent, said Albano. 
He added that the inflation rate in some areas, such 
as health care, is currently between 25 and 30 
percent. 

"How do we continue to provide these services?” 
Albano asked. A representative town meeting, such 
as Winchester’s, “may or may not” reflect its 
constituency’s wishes, he noted. 

This type of legislation gives the message that we 
"shouldn’t care” what happens to the mentally ill, 
education or health care, said Albano. 

The senator added that he felt the state legislature 
should continue to “reduce any fat” it finds, by 
focusing on the areas of “obvious abuse.” Waste in 
government is less prevalent than some people 
think, he said, because the “press plays up small 
issues of abuse.” State legislators do “a pretty 
decent job,” he added. 

As a representative, Casey said he would be happy 
to carry Sullivan’s proposal to the State House, but 


does not believe it has much chance of passing. The 
freshman Democrat added that this might not be the 
best way to approach the problem and he, like 
Albano. questioned whether a representative Town 
Meeting could accurately reflect its constituency’s 
wishes. 

Casey said he believes Sullivan’s philosophy is 
sound and his bill is "worthy of investigation,” but 
that the bill may not be the "panacea that everyone 
might perceive it. ” 

Faces "vehement” opposition 

The proposal would be "fought vehemently” at the 
State House, predicted Casey. He added that he 
believes it would “disenfranchise entire communi¬ 
ties” and that “every organization” would fight it. 

Casey cited rising costs and questioned whether 
such action in one state could impact the national 
inflationary trend. He pointed out that the cost of 
health care has risen 300 percent since 1980 and the 
inflationary trend in educational programs far 
exceeds the 2 percent increase that Sullivan prop¬ 
oses. The proposal would be “subject to modifica¬ 
tion” before it goes beyond the first step. Casey 
added, and that would “water down” its initiative. 

It would be difficult to put this type of limit on state 
government without affecting services the state 
currently provides, he added. Casey said he believes 
it would be difficult to attract people to work for the 
state telling them that they could only expect a 2 
percent increase in salary or that their job is likely 
to be cut in the near future. 

The state legislature often finds waste through 
hearsay, and has made marked improvements dur¬ 
ing the last 10 years, according to Casey. He added 
that state waste is a “constant frustration”, but that 
the state legislature cannot go on a “witch hunt” to 
get at it. 


Marquis’ plan would ease tax cap

• That tax rate would be allowed to go up 5 percent 
annually until it reached 1.5 percent of property 
market value. 

• Once it reached 1.5 percent, the municipality 
could only increase the tax rate 2.5 percent a year as 
specified under Proposition 2 If the city or town 
sought increases beyond that it would have to go to 
the voters for additional revenue. 

• The law would contain a “sunset” provision, 
bringing it back to the voters as a referendum every 
four years. If approved in 1990, voters would have a 
chance to reconsider in 1994. 

“At that point, if the voters felt that this plan 
worked reasonably well, they could vote to continue 
it for the next four years. If not, it could be rejected 
at that point. This means that the voters would have 
a continuing check on local spending,” the manager 
said. 

Marquis said his plan not only would work statew¬ 
ide, but it also fits with the current plans of his town, 
which is seeking a $2.3 million operating expense 
override on the ballot in a June 10 special election. 
Winchester voters however, recently defeated a 
$1.37 million debt exclusion. 

“We have said that if successful we won’t come 
back to the voters for three years,” said Marquis. 
“This won’t take effect until 1991. We would be 
keeping that promise.” 

However, Marquis said that the state-wide provi¬ 
sion would offer what no local override can: long¬ 
term financial help. “We need the additional 
revenue. But even if the override is successful, we’ll 
still have to cut more than $1 million,” he said. 

The proposal, which he termed “a groundswell” 
because of its local beginnings, would eliminate the 


need for local governments to go the voters on what 
he predicted in some towns would be a yearly basis. 

Armed with charts and numbers outlining Arling¬ 
ton’s financial problems over the last eight years. 
Marquis said the only people who will be able to 
show voters the need for this new proposal are the 
local officials. 

“I am willing to have an open debate on this 
proposal. I believe once people look at the numbers 
they will see this as a fair way to operate,” said 
Marquis. “Taxpayers wanted fairness in the 70s 
when we had the highest property taxes in the 
country. Now municipal officials are looking for 
fairness so that we can operate in the 90s.” 

Marquis has no difficulty elaborating on the 
changes in the economy and in state and federal 
government since Proposition 2>/i took effect. 

A booming economy, which generated a lot of state 
revenues, made it easier for the Legislature to 
increase local aid. School enrollments dropped, and 
there was a low inflation rate. Additionally, local 
government was made to run more efficiently. 
Marquis said. 

However, he said: “The economy is now leveling, 
inflation is rising, school enrollment is increasing 
and, at least in Arlington, I do not know how I can 
make local government under me more cost effec¬ 
tive or efficient.” 

The manager said he realizes some people think 
officials are “crying wolf” when they discuss the 
financial situation of the town, but he said this is all 
an important part of the debate. 

“Some people will say, ‘Why are you doing this?’ 
The answer is I know of no other way,” said 
Marquis. “I am totally frustrated. The quality of life 
will suffer.”

town for at least 10 years and in their 
home for at least five years to defer 
their water and sewer bills to be paid 
by their estate. 

Through Article 9, Moderator 
John Sullivan proposes placing a cap 
on state spending. (See related 
story.) 

In Article 10, the Board of Health 
seeks to appropriate funds to con¬ 
tinue Hazardous Waste Collection 
day. According to Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi, the town has grown 
more cost-effective, collecting waste 
more efficiently each year. 

Articles 12 and 13 seek to set aside 
land along waterways for conserva¬ 
tion.

as “cost avoidance,” Recycling 
Committee Chairman Jack Farrell 
said last year the town recycled 732 
tons of paper. Recycling will lead to 
a savings for the town, he noted, 
adding that recyclable paper in town 
could result in a savings of $100,000.

For What’8 UP 

Perhaps the most moving painting 
in the grand and affecting Goya 
exhibit recently at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston, was the artist’s 
self-portrait in the arms of the doc¬ 
tor who attended his health at a 
crucial time. 'Two men are portray¬ 
ed together in what becomes a nar¬ 
rative of sustaining life through car¬ 
ing. The painting might have been 
maudlin or sentimental, but it is not. 
Goya unabashedly expressed his 
debt and his gratitude. Who could 
look at the painting and not acknow¬ 
ledge the profound feeling of the 
artist’s tribute? It is in the spirit of 
professing a feeling of human bond¬ 
ing that transcends consciousness 
and transports the soul beyond what 
can be written or explained that 
Michael David’s charcoal drawings 
in the exhibit. Bearing Witness, 
were made. 

Clearly, David more than bore 
witness to a friend’s final days and 
death from AIDS. He participated in 
the fears, bewilderment and cour¬ 
age of his suffering friend, then 
recorded and made eloquent the 
experience in 24 drawings that com¬ 
prise the series on view at Massa¬ 
chusetts College of Art North Gal¬ 
lery through April 24. AIDS is a 
subject of increasing prevalence in 
the arts. Artists and writers and 
performers are documenting, ques¬ 
tioning, expressing the strongest of 
emotions, and — along with other 
important segments of society — 
searching for causes, answers and 
significant action in the wake of the 
disease. 

David is actively involved in AIDS 
support programs. (Proceeds from 
the auxiliary exhibit of his work at 
Pate P(^te’s, a.k.a. Skylight Gallery 
in Boston, benefit the Hospice at 
Mission Hill.) But It would be a 
mistake to assume his work as an 
artist is solely “about AIDS.’’ The 
experience of suffering with his 
friend touched a chord as deep and 
human and timeless as the one that 
resonated in Goya’s stirring double 
portrait. David’s response was, like 
Goya’s, so genuine and so genuinely 
felt that its emotional weight 
becomes one with its narrative and 
figuration. The resulting series of 
drawings has a balance of the per¬ 
sonal with the universal, the symbol¬ 
ic with the concrete and of the indivi¬ 
dual voice with art historical 
references. 

Courage and anguish are evoked 
not through expressionist angst or 
charged illustration in David’s 
work, but through formal rigor and 
restrained, significant selection of 
imagery. Objects and gestures 
rather than facial expression or 
specifically active narration effect 
profundity of feeling. 

The upward stretch of an arm 
across a pillow jogs a memory: 
Saint Sebastian is bound to a stake, 
pierced with arrows in unearned 
suffering. Deep folds of a blanket 
have the sombre drama of a Cara¬ 
vaggio drape. The embrace of two 
figures has the spare and simple 
beauty of Picasso’s couples. Van 
Gogh’s “Sorrow” is restated in a 
pose — in the bend of a head and the 
lift of a hand. Mourning is a property 
of gesture and placement, and light 
becomes a metaphor for pain.

Renaissance linear structure 
becomes a signifier of dignity and 
poise, and at the same time, stark 
inevitability. We are confronted with 
the fundamentals of our own exis¬ 
tence, our mortality and the 


unknown. 

The visual potency of David’s 
work makes us realize, too, that it is 
still possible for figurative drawing 
to have great power and evocative 
strength that unfold slowly, then 


linger long in the mind and heart. 

Kxhibited with David’s drawings 
is a series of watercolors by James 
Hansen, who.se recent work has also

Anyone interested in the 
growing body of knowledge about 
peaceful resolution of international 
conflict is invited to join the group 
for three seminars this spring.

The “art of p#*ace” has only recen¬ 
tly emerged as a unified discipline 
deserving systematic study. Peace 
■ is no longer defined as simply the 
absence of war but in now recog¬ 
nized as a rational process through 
which conflict is resolved without 
resort to violence. Only five years 
ago. Congress chartered the United 
States Institute of Peace to further 
research in the field. In 1987 the 
Peace Studies Association was 
formed by a group of American and 
Canadian universities. 

The citizens’ study group on non¬ 
violent conflict resolution is 
intended to be an enjoyable and 
rewarding way to learn about this 
vital topic. The study group has been 
formed with the support and encour¬ 
agement of the Winchester Beyond 
War organization. Providing that 
sufficient interest and participation 
is achieved, a longer series of meet¬ 
ings and a more comprehensive 
course of study will be planned for 
the fall of 1989.

Some of the important facts about 
suicide are: hopelessness is a char¬ 
acteristic feeling of most potential 
suicides; the person is often con¬ 
fused or ambivalent; they feel 
nobody cares whether they live or 
die; most suicides come after sever¬ 
al “cries for help,” that are fre¬ 
quently ignored; talking about sui¬ 
cide does not make a person more 
suicidal, but talking may release 
some of the pressure and anxiety; 
most suicides go to a family physi¬ 
cian within three months of the 
attempt with a number of “minor 
physical ailments;” it takes great 
energy to kill oneself — it is not 
really the “easy way out;” suicide is 
normally a process, not caused by 
one trigger event; suicide rates have 
doubled for ages 10-14 over the past 
three years; Spring is the season 
with the most suicides; girls attempt 
suicide three times as often as boys, 
but boys have a much higher “suc¬ 
cess” rate; suicide crosses all socio¬ 
economic barriers, but is highest in 
white upper-middle and upper class 
teens; suicide is the second highest 
cause of teen deaths in ages 12-25, 
just behind accidents.

‘Will to win’ counts 
more than winning

On Tuesday night of last week, 
a benefit w-as held at the Winches¬ 
ter Town Hall. The theme of the 
evening was sportsmanship on 
and off the court. The guests were 
Boston Celtic forward Kevin 
McHale. Celtic assistant coach 
Chris Ford, radio announcer 
Glenn Ordway, and former Celtic 
and Winchester resident, Steve 
Kuberski. The proceeds from the 
night — including an auction of 
Celtics memorabilia — were 
raised to help defray sizeable 
legal costs in a case involving the 
conservation of Winchester’s 
wetlands. 

The other focus of the evening 
was recognition of the sports¬ 
manship exhibited by the cap¬ 
tains of this year’s Winchester 
High School athletic teams. Ford 
told the captains as they get older 
they have a responsibility to give 
back to the programs from which 
they profited. 

McHale was introduced by Ord¬ 
way as not only one of the all-time 
great inside scoring threats in the 
NBA, but certainly one of the 
great environmentalists of all 
time. He added, “Kevin knows all 
the geese and ducks outside this 
building personally.’’ 

Throughout his life, conserva¬ 
tion of wetlands has been an 
important issue for McHale. He 
has given his time to this cause 
all over the country from the 
“wetlands of Ontario to the flat- 
lands of Mississippi.” His appre¬ 
ciation of nature, wildlife and the 
environment stems from his 
childhood when he spent count¬ 
less days camping and fishing. 
He feels he learned more from 
those experiences than he ever 
did in any classroom or on any 
basketball court. 

McHale then spoke directly to 
the captains telling them the 
enjoyment to be found in sports is 
tremendous. In fact, his best and 


most exciting basketball experi¬ 
ence was in his high school senior 
year in Minnesota. Sportsman¬ 
ship and enjoyment are the two 
big things in sports. He con¬ 
cluded, “Any sport there is 
should be enjoyed.” 


The next phase of the evening 
was an informative question and 
answer period. The first question 
concerned the size of a basket for 
a young beginner. Regulation 
baskets are 10-feet high and

It was 
in 1987 that the initiation of construc¬ 
tion of Morgan Memorial Goodwill 
Industries’ new, fully accessible 
Boston headquarters was made pos¬ 
sible by a most generous bequest of 
$1 million from the James L. Jenks. 
Jr. Trust. 

The James L. Jenks, Jr. Building 
now proudly bears his name as a 
living memorial and a tribute to this 
great friend and humanitarian, and 
the Evelyn M. Jenks Chapel is 
named in honor of a woman of out¬ 
standing generosity and commit¬ 
ment to humankind whose major 
gift made the Chapel possible. 

James L. Jenks, Jr. (1896-1983) 


was a graduate of Brown Universi¬ 
ty: he served in the U.S. Naval 
Kesei ve in World War 1. As a young 
man. he joined the Sanborn Com¬ 
pany of (Cambridge, working his way 
up through the ranks from salesman 
to president in 1942. He became 
chairman of the Sanborn Company 
in 19(;i, and he retired from this post 
in 1963. While at the Sanborn Com¬ 
pany. .lenks perfected several mod¬ 
els of the electrocardiogram 
machine (EKG). 

Jenks was an outstanding business 
leader and philanthropist, a man of 
people and a man of prayer; he 
founded and published Praying 
Hands, an inspirational magazine 
with thousands of readers.

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Ideas for bringing the outdoors inside 


Keeping the house cool when the temperature rises

The quest for balmy, sunbathed 
days is moving a number of peo¬ 
ple to add sun rooms to their 
homes. And building a sun room 
isn’t difficult, architects say. 

Some home owners add such a 
room to their patios, some to other 
parts of the house. 

Architect Mike Batter, a sun 
room advocate, said the trend “is 
quite wonderful. It’s just another 
version of the front porch in the 
East.” 

That front porch, surrounded by 
some wire netting, allowed people 
to sit outside and relax. 

“It was a nice place to haVe 
breakfast,” he said, “I remember 
because I grew up in the East.” 

For homes that don’t have a 
front porch, the sun room gives a 
home a chance to have one. 

He said he has seen many 
homes that look nice on the out¬ 
side, “but inside they are like dun¬ 
geons, dark and not appealing. A 
sun room certainly is one of the 
things that can brighten it up.” 

There’s nothing complicated 
about adding a sun room to a 
home, according to Batter, who 
said the construction costs gener¬ 
ally are on a par with the rest of 
the house. It all depends on the 
construction material and how it’s 
put together, he said. 

The sun room normally has 
plenty of windows on all sides. The 
addition can be surrounded by 
glass walls and roof, built with one 
glass wall or even wrapped in 
plastic fabric. 

The sun rooms should be locat¬ 
ed where they get sun and also 
prevailing breezes, he said. 

Architect John Mehnert, a de¬ 
signer who favors the use of glass 
as a solar energy device, said, “In 
addition to bringing you more 
light and giving you an outdoor 
feel when you’re indoors, the sun 
room serves a purpose of heat and 
light gain.” 

He considers such additions as a 
way of getting more heat into the 
house without putting in a heating 
system.

One sun room project by Batter 
attached a swimming pool area to 
a home. 

“The pool could be reached 
from several rooms,” he said. “We 
enclosed it in glass and it was 
domed.” 

Movable glass panels were put 
in the roof, which could be opened 
when it got too hot. 

In another sun room project, he 
put in a 10 by 20-foot room off the 
family room and kitchen. It could 
be reached via a screen door. 

The space was used as a patio 
by the family. It even had its own 
sprinkler system for the vegeta¬ 


effective transition between the house and the great outdoors. 


tion, which included hanging 
plants and ground plants. 

Cost for adding a sun room can 
differ, depending on the material, 
contractor and approach taken. 
Sometimes people want a wall 
knocked down so the sun room can 
be added, which will add |500 or 
more to the cost of the project. 

The cost of adding a sun room 
can range from |30 to $90 per 
square foot, depending on the type 
of material used. The cost also in¬ 
cludes the foundation of the addi¬ 
tional room. 

In addition to having a contrac¬ 
tor add a room, home owners can 


use kits that include the glass 
walls. 

One supplier of sun room kits is 
New York-based Four Season 
Greenhouses. 

A typical 10 by 16-foot green¬ 
house addition costs $10,000 to 
$15,000 including installation, ac¬ 
cording to Four Seasons. 

The company uses a built-in 
shading system and special heat- 
mirror glasa that reflects the heat 
back inside in winter and prevents 
heat from entering in the summer. 
Various tints can be obtained in 
the glass, blocking intense rays. 

Mehnert said he wished more 


people would put in sun rooms be¬ 
cause of energy reasons. 

“But most people want it for 
other reasons,” he said. “They see 
it as a nice place to relax.” 

Architect Stan Keniston, who 
had done a number of sun rooms, 
said the push to save energy is 
still there, but not as strong as it 
was a few years ago. 

He said sun rooms need proper 
heat management. “Heavy mate¬ 
rials such as thick wallboard act 
as a thermal sponge and keeps 
heat,” he says, ‘“hiat way at night 
when it’s cooler you will get some 
of the benefits of the sun.”

As temperatures rise, home 
owners start thinking of economi¬ 
cal ways to cool hot, stuffy rooms. 

Some home-cooling methods 
are affordable and easy for the do- 
it-yourselfer to install. Other 
methods, such as air-conditioning 
units, are somewhat costlier and 
require more planning. 

Awnings are especially afford¬ 
able and effective. Install them on 
windows facing east, west and 
south. Reducing the intake of heat 
through windows, awnings work 
best in white or light colors to re¬ 
flect the sun. 


Shop for retractable or remov¬ 
able awnings to remove during 
cool-weather months, when you 
want the house to catch as much 
sunlight as possible. 

You also can reduce heat intake 
through windows with specially 
tinted or coated glass. And don’t 
overlodk something as simple as 
heavy shades or drapes to block 
the heat. 

Fans are another mainstay of 
hot-weather months. 

Whole-house fans are used to 
ventilate the entire house by send¬ 
ing hot air out through vents in the 
attic while drawing cool air in 
through open windows. 

Ceiling fans have made a come¬ 


back as home-cooling devices and 
important decorating accessories. 
They circulate cool air throughout 
a room, and can help an air condi¬ 
tioner work more efficiently. 

You will find ceiling fans in 
sleek, high-tech designs, country- 
style brass and oak or in simple 
cool white, which looks particular¬ 
ly refreshing when temperatures 
rise. 

When the weather is humid and 
unbearable, nothing works better 
than an air conditioner. They are 
so effective that 60 percent of all 
homes boast a window-mounted or 
central air-conditioning system. 

Central air-conditioning, like 
central heating, works throughout 


the house. It is quiet, but can be 
expensive to install and run if you 
are cooling rooms that are hardly 
used. 

Window units are the most pop¬ 
ular because they are more af¬ 
fordable. Moreover, a competent 
do-it-yourselfer can install a win¬ 
dow unit in a day. 

The main drawbacks to window 
units are that they can be noisy 
and can only cool one room. Be¬ 
fore purchasing a unit, calculate 
the room’s square footage. An air 
conditioner that is too small runs 
non-stop without really doing the 
job, while one that is too big shuts 
off before it lowers the room’s hu¬ 
midity level. 


If you opt for a window-mount¬ 
ed air conditioner, here are some 
tips to keep it running smoothly: 


• Clean filters and intake areas 
monthly. 

• Seal around the window (or 
wall, for wall-mounted units.) 

• Protect it on the outside by 
mounting it in a low-traffic area. 
If your air conditioner faces a 
backyard full of playful dogs, kids 
and flying objects, it is more likely 
to be damag^.

Home design goes 
cozy and casual

When I was growing up, my 
friend lived in what had to be one 
of the most inviting houses of all 
time. 

It was a big place, to accommo¬ 
date four kids, their friends and a 
menagerie of pets.

“Shaker-inspired design retains 
the timelessness that makes it 
sublimely appropriate to a coun¬ 
try setting,” writes Niles. 

The functional design and clean 
lines of Shaker furniture can fit 
into any interior. And the pieces, 
whether real antiques or quality 
reproductions, are meant to be 
used. 

The classic Shaker pegboard — 
used for hanging everything from 
clothing to ladder-back chairs — 
cleared the floor for a thorough 
sweeping. And the hallmark 
Shaker-style pencil-post bed 
frame is timelessly elegant.

“The Shakers simply didn’t have 
these things. So we gave the new 
sofa and chairs the same function¬ 
al simplicity the Shakers gave 
their wood pieces, and we de¬ 
signed fabric to simulate, their 
woven tape seats.” 

SCANDINAVIAN SURPRISE 

Mention Scandinavian interiors 
and people think of the dark, 
brooding mood of a Bergman film.

Yesterday’s furniture is making a comeback

The home furnishings market 
has gone nostalgic. 

Proving that everything old is 
new again, furniture designers 
have brought back ornate Chip¬ 
pendale chairs, claw-footed and 
cabriole-legged tables, iron beds, 
Victorian wicker settees and Ori¬ 
ental art. 

For these who follow the fads, 
it’s merely part of the ’60s craze 
that has hit the United States. 

Miniskirts, convertibles and An¬ 
nette Funicello movies have made 
a comeback and, from the looks of 
various companies’ offerings, so 
has that decade’s interest in ro¬ 
mantic antiques. 

In stark contrast to the pale 
pine and simple Santa Fe styles of 
recent years, the elaborate, ex¬ 
travagant designs of Thomas 
Chippendale (1718-79) are holding 
a high profile. Furniture inspired 
by many of Chippendale’s periods 
are back, but it is replicas of his 
Chinese period that seem freshest. 

Referred to as Chinese Chippen¬ 
dale, this style of furniture is 
made of dark mahogany and fea¬ 
tures ornamental fretwork that 
gives an open, airy feeling to a 
cabinet or chair back, as well as 
added richness. 

It and similar furniture from 
the Victorian and Georgian peri¬ 
ods are in abundance, notably in 
chairs with gold satin jacquard- 
covered seats and dining tables on 
pedestals and brass-footed legs. 

In true Victorian form are mas¬ 
sive tables with lion’s claw-and- 
bail legs and marble-topped 
dressers, in addition to ornately 
carved armoires and bed frames. 
Softer looks, such as gentle Queen 
Anne tables with cabriole legs are 
also popular again. 

In addition to English-styled 
furniture, often with an Oriental 
flavor, there are furnishings cop¬ 
ied from authentic Chinese furni¬ 
ture. Not the sleek, contemporary 
black lacquer styles of previous 
years, but elegant furniture in¬ 
spired by the Ming dynasty (1368- 
1644). 

Look for brass poster beds, 
high-backed chairs with softly 
curved Chinese lattice, wall-size 
murals, tasseled silk throw pil¬ 
lows and screens of Oriental fig¬ 
ures and flowers. 

As for Oriental art, offerings in¬ 
clude Samurai statues with ver¬ 
digris (antique green) finish and 
hand-carved and hand-painted 
wood sculptures from Thailand. 

While dark furniture seems the 
newest trend, look also for pickled 
and pastel-stained pine in a Penn¬ 
sylvania Dutch theme and a re¬ 
freshing update of romantic white 
wicker. 

Wicker isn’t just for the garden 
or sun porch, however. Glamorous 
Victorian settees, chaise lounges, 
ottomans and rocking chairs have

been designed for formal settings. 
Wicker also is incorporated into 
elegant, traditional hardwood fur¬ 
niture — as a facade on solid wood 
frames of china cabinets, dressers, 
beds and TV-VCR cabinets, for ex¬ 
ample. 

People are buying both antiques 
and reproductions. 

Besides white wicker, there’s a 
big interest in the dark, painted 
pieces. 

While many think antique wick¬ 
er is too fragile to withstand an¬ 
other generation of wear and tear, 
it’s often a better buy than the 
reproductions. Victorian wicker ^ 
was always made with a hard¬ 
wood frame, and often the seats 
were wood or wood-framed with a 
cane seat, while some of today’s 


furniture (which is made entirely 
of wicker) will quickly sag and 
break. 

Since furniture has made a 
sharp turn to elegant nostalgia for 
spring, light fixture and accessory 
companies also have changed di¬ 
rections. Oriental-theme ginger 
jar lamps. Tiffany lamps and 
crystal chandeliers are back. 

In accessories, there is also an 
Art Deco mood. Statues of glamo¬ 
rous women with pedigreed 
hounds on a leash grace a Victori¬ 
an mantle or a faux marble porta¬ 
ble column. 

Giant fat cats of resin and gran¬ 
ite add whimsy to a garden room, 
and small ceramic rabbits add 
charm to a country setting. 

Pickled pine frogs, fish, snails 


and armadillos to accent a coffee 
table are also trendy, replacing 
ducks and cats. And on the cutting 
edge are peacocks and carousel 
images. 


WICKER TIPS 


If you're shopping for vint^QS 
wicker; 

■ Educate yourself. 
books on antiques so you know 
what you're looking for. One 
helpful book to consider is "Col¬ 
lecting and Restoring Wicker 
Furniture" by Richard Saunders 
(Crown). There are numerous 
styles, including the whimsical 
Victorian, the closely woven 
Cape Cod silhouette, a less-ex¬ 
pensive Bar Harbor design, 
which features a very open 
weave (both circa 1900) and the 
angular, straight-lined Mission 
style of 1915. 

■ Avoid fakes. Make sure it's 
authentic by careful examina¬ 
tion. Fakes usually have flimsy, 
circular-/oven reed seats in¬ 
stead of cane seats with wooden 
frames, and they are lightweight 
due to bamboo frames instead 
of wood. Authentic antiques are 
flexible, while fakes are often 
brittle. 

■ Understand value and quali¬ 
ty. Stores such as Pier One Im¬ 
ports. Cost Plus Imports and the 
Antique Guild sell complete sets 
of reproduction wicker (without a 
hardwood frame) for about $400. 
while a single piece of Victorian 
wicker may cost the same. Pric¬ 
es for old and new wicker will be 
based on design, finish, condi¬ 
tion and quality of workmanship. 

■ Know your brand names. 
Leading American brands, which 
will be more valuable and expen¬ 
sive. are Heywood Brothers. 
Wakefield Co., and the Lloyd Co. 
Lesser-known companies In¬ 
clude American Fiber, Bolton 
Willow, Boston Willow, Bielecky 
Brothers and Meywood-Mor.

The spartan luxury of Greece is 
covered in “Greek Style” by Su¬ 
zanne Slesin, Stafford Cliff and 
Daniel Rozensztroch (Clarkson N. 
Potter Inc.). "Italian Country.” 
from the same publisher, offers 
that country’s lush country 
charms. 

"Pierre Deux’s Normandy” by 
Linda Dannenberg, Pierre Levac 
and Pierre Moulin (Clarkson N. 
Potter Inc.) is a beautiful and use¬ 
ful tribute to country life in 
France. 

For something closer to home, 
read "Fifties Style, Then and 
Now” by Richard Horn (William 
Morrow & Co.). It covers every¬ 
thing from the ’50s, from huge 
cars to Marilyn Monroe’s dresses. 

It also features ’50s design influ¬ 
ences, such as Memphis furniture. 

Look for more American design 
history in "Colonial Design in the 
New World,” by David Larkin, 
June Sprigg and James Johnson 
(Steward, Tabori & Chang) and 
“The History of American Ceram- - 
ics” by Elaine Levin (Harry N. 
Abrams Inc.). 

Find solid decorating tips in two 
books from Little, Brown & Co: 
"The Mary Gilliatt Book of Color” 
and "Mary Gilliatt’s New Guide to 
Decorating.” Gilliatt offers excel¬ 
lent tips on using color and other 
design details. 

The avid do-it-yourselfer will 
find valuable help in books and vi¬ 
deos. 

"Do-It-Yourself Windows” by 
Carol Boyle (Tab Books) offers 
tips in how to make and install a 
myriad of window treatments. 

Those who want to restore a 
Victorian property to its former 
splendor will find an indispensable 
refere.ice in “Mott’s Illustrated 
Catalog of Victorian Plumbing 
and Fixtures for Bathrooms and 
Kitchens” (Dover Publications). 

Videos are especially helpful to 
the do-it-yourselfer bwause they 
allow the viewer to see how things 
are done (printed diagrams can be 
really confusing for the novice).

Your bedroom is more than just 
a place to sleep. 

Depending on your lifestyle and 
the space available in your home, 
it may double as your gym, your 
office or your home-entertain¬ 
ment center. 

And unless you live alone, your 
bedroom may be the only room in 
the house where you can lock the 
door, put up your feet and totally 
relax. 

It makes sense, then, to spend 
extra time and effort to make this 
room reflect your personality as it 
serves your needs. 


BUSY BEDROOMS: A bedroom can reflect any mood. For a 
comfortable country retreat, use a brass headboard, eyelet lace and 
a wicker chair for relaxation. 


FORM FOLLOWS FUNCTION 
This design principle is an old 
one, but it’s as true today as it was 
when formulated. Before you start 
decorating, determine the uses to 
which you’ll put your boudoir. 

If you work out in your bed¬ 
room, you’ll need room for your 
equipment, whether it be a rowing 
machine, weight bench or just ad¬ 
equate space to do sit-ups. 

Is your bedroom also your off¬ 
ice? Leave space for a desk and 
computer table. If you’ll use the 
area to relax, consider a comfort¬ 
able chair or chaise lounge and 
reading lamp, bookshelves and 
stereo or television set and VCR. 

If you share the room with a 
spouse or roommate, be sure to 
incorporate his or her needs into 
your planning. 

PUT IT TO BED 
Regardless of what else you 
have in your bedroom, the bed will 
be the centerpiece and the place 
where you’ll spend most of your 
time, so choose it wisely. 

The size bed you choose will de¬ 
pend on the space you have, but do 
invest in a sturdy frame and a 
firm mattress so that you spring

out of bed each morning instead of 
crawling out with an aching back. 

Or look into a hospital-type bed 
that can raise and lower your 
head and feet for reading and 
watching television or just being 
more comfortable. 

The waterbed has been around 
since early Greeks and Romans 
slept on water-filled goat skins. A 
hundred years ago, British physi¬ 
cians devised large bags of water 
for sleeping to prevent bedsores 
and aid in bum patients’ comfort. 

In 1969, a San Francisco State 
University design student turned 
in a class project that he had de¬ 
vised with some vinyl used for lin¬ 
ing pond bottoms, a sealing ma¬ 
chine and a heating element — the 
modem waterbed. 

Today more than 20 percent of 
mattresses sold are for waterbeds, 
not only for comfort but also to 
ease back disorders, arthritis and 
insomnia. 


Today’s models include motion- 
dampening inserts to decrease the 
wave factor. Hard, uncomfortable 
side rails are a thing of the past. 
Sears, Sealy and others offer flota¬ 
tion mattresses with soft sides 
that look like ordinary beds and 
use conventional sheets. ’The only 
difference is in the warmth and 
comfort. 

Once you’ve chosen the bed, se¬ 
lect an unusual headboard — 
brass or wicker will be popular 
again this season. Or use an Ital¬ 
ian or Oriental screen. If space is 
a real problem, look into daybeds 
(also available at waterbed stores) 
or sleeper sofas that disappear 
during the day when your bed¬ 
room wears one of its other hats. 

DRESS IT UP 

Now comes the fun part — dec¬ 
orating your hideaway so that it is 
as smashing as it is functional. 

A tip from top decorators is to 
plan around two basic colors and 
choose accent pieces in a third. 
For example, the predominant 
colors you select might be tan and 
navy, with peach pillows, mgs and 
accessories. When you’re in the 
mood for a change, you can re¬ 
place small items with pale blue 
next time and later with rust, thus 
allowing you to redecorate sever¬ 
al times without breaking the 
bank.

make the colors you choose deep, 
vibrant ones, but if your home is 
in a warm area or has lots of win¬ 
dows that let bright sunshine in, 
opt instead for cool pastels. 

What is your style? Do you like 
the opulence of ^eavy drapes over 
filmy sheers or the simplicity of 
miniblinds that provide privacy 
and block light while taking up a 
minimum of space? Do you prefer 
the clean feel of shiny hardwood 
floors with a few area rugs or the 
comfortable feel of soft, deep car¬ 
peting? Is a fireplace a possibili¬ 
ty? 

Now choose a mood — modem, 
traditional, French country. 
Romantics are in luck since tiny 
floral patterns and big cabbage 
roses are back in style this year. 
So is wallpaper in delicate pastels 
and pinstripes. 

Incorporate unusual textures 
into your design scheme. Try 
some trompe I’oeil by sponging or 
combing painted walls.

Don’t overlook kids’ 
rooms when redecorating

Don’t overlook your child’s 
room in your decorating plans. It 
serves as a place to rest, a play 
area and a stage for busy young 
imaginations. It should be com¬ 
fortable and easy to care for, and 
it should reflect your child’s inter¬ 
ests and hobbies. 

Here are some suggestions for 
turning your child’s room into one 
he’ll want to spend more time in. 

• Let children have some input 
in the planning process. Even very 
young children have favorite col¬ 
ors, and they will be more inclined 
to take care of their room if they 
have helped decorate it. 

• Choose wall-coverings and 
carpeting in neutral colors that 
can grow with your child. Clowns, 
airplanes and cartoon figures are 
appealing to children, but they are 
quickly outgrown. Select them 
only if you can afford to rede¬ 
corate often. 

• Cover the walls with washable 


paint or wallpaper so that grubby 
fingerprints can easily be sponged 
away.

• Shop secondhand stores and 
unfinished furniture outlets for 
low-cost furniture that will stand 
the stress of your child’s active 
life. A used bed can be dressed up 
with varnish and a bright spread; 
an unpainted chest can be brought 
to life with paint in your child’s 
favorite colors.

How are we spending our re¬ 
modeling dollars on the kitchen 
and bathroom? Here’s a roundup 
of the newest designs and prod¬ 
ucts. 

Yellow kitchens and pink bath¬ 
rooms are out, and white is in. If 
you can’t live with white, accent 
with a primary color. Otherwise 
it’s pale gray (teamed with black, 
peach or jade) or almond. 

Kitchen designs are big and 
look more like work centers and 
family rooms than past designs. 

European high-tech ideas are 
the strongest new look, and Wilso- 
nart has perfected its faux marble 
and granite laminate counters to 
include factory-built decorative 
countei edges, which previously 
were constructed by the installer, 
says Wilsonart representative Ron 
Wood. The benefit, he continues, is 
speed and price. 

The country look is still avail¬ 
able, but for the ’90s it’s more so¬ 
phisticated, with elegant dark 
cherry woods or bleached oak and 
pine topped with contemporary 
countertops and Eurostyle faucets 
and hardware. 

The L-shape kitchen is still a 
popular floor plan, but look for is¬ 
lands to contain extra sinks and 
work space, as well as eating 
areas. Televisions, phones, mi¬ 
crowaves, computers and popcorn 
poppers are now built-in under the 
top cabinets, allowing a maximum 
of counter space. 

A third generation to those old 
white Corningware stovetops, 
modem ranges are called cook¬ 
tops and come with a newer, more 
heat-effective black glass top that 
can be installed over almost any 
counter. 

The buzzwords for the cooktops 
of the ’90s are induction, down- 
draft, solid disk and quartz halo¬ 
gen. 

Induction cooktops use magnet¬ 
ic waves instead of conventional 
heat, and the pot gets hoc but not 
the counter. The catch is that you 
must use iron or steel pots. 

Down-draft refers to the ex¬ 
haust system that eliminates the 
need for an overhead hood. 

The solid disk cooking system is 
a European idea with American 
emphasis on easy-cleaning appli¬ 
ances, The disks are sealed to the 
glass surface, and automatic sen¬ 
sors control cooking temperature. 
The system uses any kind of cook¬ 
ware and has the advantages, and 
the disadvantages, of cast-iron 
cooking. 

And quartz halogen, the wonder

stove of the year, uses neonlike 
tubes that generate a very intense, 
red-hot light (the burner actually 
glows red) that cooks the food as 
fast and easily as gas without the 
mess of a traditional gas stove. 

Among the higher profile cook¬ 
top manufacturers are Amana, 
which calls its entry for the ’90s 
InstaGlow. The cooktop features a 
cooking system with a black glass 
top over three star-shaped heating 
elements that have instant-re¬ 
sponse coils and one quartz halo¬ 
gen heating element designed to 
give rapid heat. Benefits are easy 
cleanup, quick heating and use of 
any cookware. 

General Electric, which calls its 
line Monogram, offers several 
styles of cooktops, including gas, 
electric heat, solid disks, induction 
cooking and the down-draft cook¬ 
ing systems. 

European models include the 
British Solarspeed Ceramic Cook¬ 
top. It has two halogen elements 
and a solid plate electric cooktop 
with a fine porcelain finish over 
two sealed elements, one tem¬ 
perature-sensing element and 
three fast-cooking elements. 

The West German company 
Miele offers stainless-steel cook¬ 
tops with solid disk heating sys¬ 
tems, ceramic cooktops covering 
automatic cooking zones and high¬ 
speed zones for a variety of cook¬ 
ware sizes. 

Miele’s gourmet Combiset Sys¬ 
tem integrates electric, gas and 
ceramic top units plus a grill built 
over a water bath to remove all 
cooking odors and provide a rising 
steam to keep meat tender. 

For the rest of the kitchen ap¬ 
pliances, the key word is invisible. 
Most are built-in and covered with 
wood (either bleached oak or Eu¬ 
ropean lacquer)or a sheet of black 
glass, but they usually blend in 
with the decor. 

Details to look for in refrigera¬ 
tors include night-lights, water 
and ice dispensers and doors with 
pullout shelves that make it easy 
to pull out meat and vegetable 
drawers for cleaning. 

Dishwashers have been updated 
and have shelves that can be 
moved to accommodate large pots 
and pans, but the star is by Miele, 
which features three tiers instead 
of the usual two, with a tray for 
flatware on the top. 

Ovens tend to be conventional, 
convectional and microwave, and 
General Electric combines all 
three for the serious chef. 

You’ll still see white porcelain 
and stainless-steel sinks in the 
kitchen, but companies such as 
Corian by DuPont are designing 
drop-in sinks that look like they 
and the counters are one unit 
(without the standard metal rim 
or tile grouting around the sink). 

It’s very tactile. People want to 
touch it, explains Jim Bechtold, a 
Corian spokesman, who adds that 
the marble-looking material, invi¬ 
sible seams and inlay designs cre¬ 
ated by injecting liquid Corian 


into solid Corian are part of the 
new international look Americans 
are favoring in the kitchen, as well 
as the bathroom. 

Also showing European flair are 
sinks with a beveled drain board 
on one side (for drying one’s im¬ 
ported crystal) and Corian count¬ 
ers with built-in lights along its 
edges. This company now offers 
customers matching faucets in 
gold trimmed with Corian by Pa¬ 
cific Faucet and matching switch 
plates for kitchens, as well as 
bathrooms. 

In the past five years, gold (ac¬ 
tually brass-plated) faucets were 
the rage, but now it’s a futuristic 
white or red faucet that’s running 
hot and cold at the sink. 

One of the trendsetters in this 
category is a $400 model by KWC 
of Switzerland that features a sin¬ 
gle-lever faucet with anti-scald 
temperature restrictors, built-in 
noise reducers, a pop-up, pullout 
two-flow function hand sprayer 


and a drip-free design that’s guar¬ 
anteed for 20 years. 

Another European company, 
Hansgrohe, makes its sleek fau¬ 
cets in red, white, yellow, black 
and chrome with similar features. 
Pop-up hand sprayers and single¬ 
lever styles are standard equip¬ 
ment, and they feature color- 
matched hoses that don’t twist be¬ 
cause of a ball-bearing design. 
Shower heads are self-cleaning 
with a variety of jet sprays avail¬ 
able. 

For those who still like separate 
hot-and-cold water faucets in gold 
or chrome, you’ll find them, but 
instead of decorative fish and 
swans, the look is short, square 
and squatty faucet handles with a 
no-nonsense attitude. 

Go for a spare-and-square- 
shape toilet that flushes with the 
touch of a button on the top, a sen¬ 
suous black with gold-fleck design 
that matches the tub, sink and 
bidet. Or turn your powder room

Dining rooms are 
being rediscovered

The recent trend in gourmet 
cooking has created its own quaint 
ritual. These days it is considered 
an affront if the host doesn’t invite 
his or her dinner guests into the 
kitchen to sip chardonnay and ex¬ 
change small talk as dinner is 
being prepared. 

Unless one is an effortless cook 
(and, like artists, they are bom, 
not produced by college extension 
classes) the end result is often con¬ 
versation drowned out by the whir 
of the food processor and the opin¬ 
ions of too many kitchen-counter 
advisers about the pros and cons 
of balsamic vinegar. What did 
your mother say about too many 
cooks? 

As a result, modern hosts have 
rediscovered the dining room. You 
know, that room usually situated 
between the kitchen and formal 
living room with a table In the 
center. 

Until recently that table was a 
handy place to stack the mail, but 
with the realization that cooking 


should retain a bit of mystery, 
hosts have begun to realize what 
had been forgotten in the laid- 
back pseudo-bohemian lifestyles 
of the last couple of decades — 
dining is a specialized function 
and requires a logical space. 

Along those lines, the idea of a 
breakfast nook has also seen a 
resurgence in popularity as a 
cheery place where harried young 
professionals can share a few 
spare moments over tiieir oat 
bran before braving the work¬ 
place. 

Perhaps the most important el¬ 
ement of this new traditionalism 
is that dining — and dining alone 
— be the purpose of these rooms. 
Sure, a little background music 
may be just the right touch, but 
the television has to go. 

So how does one go about reviv¬ 
ing long dead spaces, especially in 
newer homes and apartments 
where dining areas have shrunk to 
accommodate that monster 
known as the “media center”? 

If you are faced with this prob-

lem, the first item to select is the 
table. The surface dimensions de¬ 
pend on the size of the room. If 
your dining room is spacious, then 
a table that seats six, along with 
an extension for two or more, is de 
rigueur. 

But if your dining room is some¬ 
what cramped, select a table that 
seats at least four comfortably. 
Don’t try to squeeze a too-big 
table in a too-small space. On the 
other hand, a too-small table caus¬ 
es problems in proportion that 
will cause other decorating head¬ 
aches later on. Remember, the 
purpose of this room is comfort 
and convenience. 

Deciding what type of table is a 
matter of personal choice. The 
trend in recent years has been 
glass tabletops resting on faux 
columns or other striking pedestal 
structures. These are fine, but 
glass chips easily, and because 
they are a triumph of style over 
function, they are not conducive to 
dining comfortably. Guests want 
to rest their elbows on a warm 
surface without being afraid of 
tipping the meal into their laps. 

Wood tabletops resting on four 
strong legs seem to be the choice 
of those who enjoy the dining ex¬ 
perience. The most important as¬ 
pects are that the table is at the 
right height and is accompanied 
by comfortable chairs. 


When selecting your table, take 
a seat, see where your elbows 
reach, imagine your favorite 
centerpiece and ask yourself these 
questions: 

Is there enough surface area to 
serve a complete meal without 
using a sideboard? 

Will there be room to manuever 
when the guests are seated? 

Are the chairs too big to fit 
comfortably under the table? Too 
small? Test the armchairs. 

Are they comfortable for a long 
period of time? Will they accom¬ 
modate your children? 

Once you’ve selected the eating 
surface right for you, as well as 
the chairs, it’s time to select the 
accessories that make your dining 
room one of a kind. 

Tl^ ^p<^ of other dining 
room furnishings is storage. If it 
suits your decor, maybe now is the 
time to drag Grandmother’s side¬ 
board from the attic and refinish 
it so as to complement the other 
furnishings. 

Maybe a china cabinet that dis¬ 
plays your collection of china and 
crystal will serve not just form 
but function as well. 

Of course, there are any number 
of new design and reproduction 
styles to choose from. Or maybe 
you would rather incorporate a 
wet bar into one comer of the 
room? The options are limitless. 

Now that the furniture is in 


place, it is time to splurge for 
china, crystal and silverware. Se¬ 
lect styles and patterns that re¬ 
flect your good taste and fill your 
entertaining needs. 

If napkin rings and fancy silver 
aren’t a part of your collection, 
start creating your own tradition. 

The art deco revival is strong 
for tabletop fashion. Clean, strik¬ 
ing designs for silverware and 
crystal are available from Swid 
Powell, Christofle and Orrefors. 

And this is the perfect time to 
mix new pieces with older trea¬ 
sures. A favorite quilt can do dou¬ 
ble duty as a tablecloth or runner. 
Use baskets, pottery and beloved 
collectibles to create an exciting 
centerpiece. Fresh flowers and 
greenery belong on every well- 
dressed table. 

Give the same attention to your 
everyday dining. If possible, make 
it a kmily ritual so that the par¬ 
ents and children will learn to 
share not only meals but also the 
adventure of their daily experi¬ 
ences. The purpose of the dining 
room is a gathering place. 

The breakfast nook has the 
same function but a different pur¬ 
pose. It should be convenient to 
the kitchen and not too formal. It 
should have easy-to-clean surfaces 
and a bright, cheery atmosphere 
to help the transition from home 
to work or school.

As a 
result, we want to create an envi¬ 
ronment that’s easy to live with — 
attractive, comfortable and cozy. 

What’s more, since we’re keep¬ 
ing a steady eye on our budgets, 
those “3 R’s” become "5 R’s” — 
with the addition of two popular 
approaches to decorating — recy¬ 
cling and restoration. 

We’re redoing not only our own 
old furniture, but also the antiques 
and junk furniture we find at flea 
markets and garage sales. 


But we’re doing this restoring in 
a very personalized way, adding a 
sense of whimsy that makes the 
furniture uniquely ours. We may, 
for instance, buy an antique and 
tint it to a lighter look. Or we may 
buy unfinished furniture, paint it 
in different colors and then de¬ 
corate it with an abstract or even 
childlike design. 

Some people are successfully 
using authentic childlike designs. 
With baby No. 3 on the way, they 
buy a stool or high chair and let 
baby No. 1 design it. And they give 
these unique pieces a place of 
prominence, where the small art¬ 
ist can enjoy receiving praise for 
the work. 

Slipcovering in spring and sum¬ 
mer is another aspect of the new 
look that makes good budget and 
aesthetic sense. We’re seeing a 
great many stretch fabrics pulled 
over the tubular frames of furni¬ 
ture. These fabrics are also popu¬ 
lar for covering the pillows on 
those wooden slat deck chairs with 
the look of the ’40s and ’50s. 

This kind of furniture is terrific 
in the add-on rooms so many hous¬ 
es are now sporting — the sun 
porches and solariums. In these 
sun-splashed rooms, the furniture 
can often be seen from the rest of 
the house. They bring the outdoors 
inside, for very little money. 

Remember those wonderful old 
butterfly chairs? They’re in great 
favor now, too, but in a very new 
way. Gone are those plain solids, 
replaced by wonderful prints 
featuring florals, animals and 
stripes. The tattered old sling can 
be used as a pattern for cutting 
the new fabric. 

And, of course, there’s wicker. 
Everybody loves wicker because 
it’s so easy on the budget and fits 
so well with the patio furniture 
used inside, especially in solari¬ 
ums. We’re still seeing the lighter 
colors, but also some wonderful 
deep tones. Picture a deep pine- 
green sofa or love seat with a Vic¬ 
torian rose slipcovered cushion. 
It’s a dramatic effect that’s so 
easy to live with. 

Quite a few influences are evi¬ 
dent in home decor this spring. 
The stripes and florals herald the 
return of the Victorian romantic. 
We’re seeing lovely nosegays and 
watered florals where the flowers 
blend into one another. 

And the Renaissance look is 
strong, with its rich tapestry, bor¬ 
der prints and the kinds of designs 
you would see on an old shawl. In 
the Florentine influence, the col¬ 
ors run delicately one into the 
other. 

The influence of the artist Gau¬ 
guin is also prevalent, with those 
lush tropical and jungle prints. 
Batiks and tie-dyed fabrics are 
back in style. 

The country look continues its 
long hold on public taste. It’s be¬ 
come a classic; some people select 
a very traditional country look 
and never tire of it. 

This is a year for details.

Patios, decks and 
high-tech furnishings

PATIOS 

There are more options for a 
patio than a slab of concrete under 
an overhang outside your home’s 
sliding glass door.

A contractor who specializes in 
patios can explain options such as 
garden windows, wood beam ceil¬ 
ings, brick or block walls, lattice 
covers, window awnings, sliding 
doors and more.

DECKS 

According to lumber and hard¬ 
ware retailers, decks have become 
one of the top do-it-yourself home 
improvement projects. 

Home owners are building 
decks on new homes and old onw, 
to fit around pools, play areas, 
trees, water gardens and hot tubs. 

“It is something that normally 
just about any of the home owners 
can handle,” says Joe Carter, 
owner of a lumber company. 

Decks are a relatively inexpen¬ 
sive way to add iiving space. 
Carter says even the most elabo¬ 
rate deck wouldn’t cost much 
more than $4.25 per square foot in 
materials. 

Experts suggest making* a deck 
an extension of a high-traffic 
room. A deck set off a kitchen or a 
family room is far more likely to 
be useful than one extending from 
a back hallway or a little-used 
dining room. 

In addition to consulting the ex¬ 
perts at your local hardware and 
lumber stores, check your local 
bookstores and video dealers for 
helpful how-to information on 
deck building. 

FURNITURE

signs for outdoor furniture. 


The technoiogy is impressive. 
Drench a chair or chaise with 
rain, pool or salt water: It won’t 
rust, torching sun won’t cause it 
to yellow, fade, split or crack. And 
it’s cool, too, as well as comfort¬ 
able and well-deigned. 

Colorful floraVprint and striped 
umbrellas seem almost transpar¬ 
ent, but don’t let that fool you. 
They’re made of a durable new 
vinyl-coated polyester mesh de¬ 
signed to screen out light and heat. 

New polyester cushions are de¬ 
signed so that water simply runs 
through them; they’re never 
soggy. When the sun comes out, 
the cushions dry as good as new, 
their colors as bright as ever. 
They also resist mildew and are 
tou^ enough for kids. 

Outdoor chairs and tables made 
of tubular steel look elegant but 
require no upkeep — they’re treat¬ 
ed with a permanent finish.

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Sixth-grades 
won’t move 

Board cites budget squeeze

Sixth-graders in Winchester’s 
overcrowded elementary schools 
will have to wait until seventh grade 
to take their classes at McCall 
Junior High School as their proposed 
move became a casualty of the 
town’s budget crunch. 

The School Committee voted Tues¬ 
day night to postpone the move, 
originally suggested last fall to take 
pressure off overburdened elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

Defeat of the March 28 debt exclu¬ 
sion override will force cuts in the 
school budget and in the size of the 
teaching over the next few years. 
Therefore, according to Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Charles Mitsakos, 
fewer classrooms will be needed. 

The superintendent advised the 
committee to “indefinitely postpone 


the move’’ until the space need 
becomes apparent again. 

Chairman Edward O’Connell, who 
said he was a “reluctant supporter’’ 
of the move back in the fall, noted 
that "as it is now ... we can accom¬ 
modate the sixth grade within the 
five elementary schools and can 
save some funds.’’ 

Mitsakos said the proposed move 
would have cost anywhere from 
$50,000 to $100,000, depending on the 
configuration of the classes. The 
move would have added hours to the 
sixth grade school day and required 
hiring two more teachers. 

Committee member Michael 
Konayne observed the "flip-side” of 
the situation. "We’ve demonstrated 
that space is available in McCall,” 
said Ronayne. He added that stu¬ 
dents could currently be accommo-

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Parade brings but picketers

When the Town Hall rededica¬ 
tion {»rade halted in front of 
Town Hall Saturday morning, 
officials and parade participants 
met head-on with picketing 
Winchester firefighters protest¬ 
ing their 11th month without a 
wage settlement. 

Saturday’s protest marked the 
second time in a month that pick¬ 
et signs appeared in front of 
Town Hall. 

"It’s come to the point when 
state fact-finders will make the 
decision,” said Ken Duffy, presi¬ 
dent of the Intehiationai Associa¬ 
tion of Fire Fighters (lAFF) Loc¬ 
al 1564. Through the Joint 
Labor-Management Committee 
the town and the firefighters 
union agreed to use the state 
municipal mediation commission 
to work out differences between 
the town and the firefighters and 
settle the contract dispute. 


According to the union chief, 
talks, have taken place between 
the town and the firefighters 
since the March 27 picket and the 
town is still free to negotiate 
directly with the firefighters. The 
meetings that have taken place in 
thelasLfew weeks however, have 
not led to an acceptable settle¬ 
ment, said Duffy. 

Town Managei‘ W. Chadwick 
Maurer was unwilling to discuss 
the firefighters contract. ”I think 
it would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment because we are going 
through the process which the 
law prcvides,” said Maurer. 

Duffy believes the wage 
increase his firefighters are look¬ 
ing for is not out-of-line. “We’re 
looking to come from the bottom 
to the middle (of the pay scale,)” 
he said, noting that 
Lexington firefighters earn 
$30,000 a year, $5,000 more than 
those in Winchester. 

' State Representative Paul 
Casey (D-Winchester) was also 


on hand to give his support to the 
firefighters’ cause. "I’m with you 
100 percent,” Casey told Duffy on 
Saturday. The legislator did. not 
enter the Town Rail for rededica- 
tion ceremonies. 

In addition :.to fair wages, the 
firefighters would also like the 
town to stay on top of advances in 
what Duffy calls, "fire science,’* 
which deals with the complexities 
of extinguishing a hazardous 
material fire, for example. 

Duffy said the Winchester Fire 
Department Is "behind the 
times” in technology and equip¬ 
ment advances. 

"The job is constantly chang¬ 
ing,” said Duffy, "yet the town is 
reluctant to move forward.” He 
added however that Fire CJhief 
C:harle8 McNutt is receptive to 
the needs of the fire department. 

In addition, many of the fire 
apparatus are currently manned 
by only one firefighter, said Duf-

The ceremony also included a pre¬ 
sentation of a podium by the Lions 
Club, remarks by town officials, the 
masonic rcdedication, and the pre¬ 
miere performance of a piece by 
Winchester composer Stephen 
Waligur. 

Lions Club Member Randolph 
"Biff” Kazazian presented a friend¬ 
ship banner and a podium to Town 
Moderator John Sullivan. Kazazian 
noted that the town has been suppor¬ 
tive of Lions Club activities, and said 
the club "decided that it would be 
fitting that the Lions give back to the 
town for their support.”

Before the masonic ceremony, 
Keats presented Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Thomas Schmitt with a key.

“li kept you out of trouble, but it 
also got you in trouble,” he says with 
a laugh. 


McHugh first joined the police 
force in August, 1949. His reason for 
joining the force, McHugh says, it 
was liming. 

In March, 1949, McHugh says he 
was at the home of his future wife, 
Catherine, when her brother brought 
home an application for the civil 
service exam. Catherine suggested 
he fill out an application, to which he 
responded, “What for?” He was 
planning on a career as an 
electrician. 

The night before the exam, 
McHugh says he stayed up late read¬ 
ing the exam Ixwk. “I found it inter¬ 
esting,” he recalls. After passing the 
exam, McHugh remembers lx*ing 
called in August to see the chief of 
police, who was then looking for 
some new officers. 

After initially rejecting an offer 
for a position on the force, McHugh 
says he “decided to give it a try” 
after talking to family members and 
mulling over the possibility of the 
job for a few weeks. 

Forty years later, McHugh says 
he is glad he look the job. Of the 119 
police officers who have txK>n on the 
force since 1931, McHugh has work¬ 
ed with 103 of them. And in nearly 40 
years on the force, a lot can happen. 

In 1960, McHugh was promoted to 
sargeant, followed by his appoint¬ 
ment as lieutenant in 1965. In 1976, 
McHugh assumed the position as 
chief of the department. 

“I’m glad now, in retrospect,” 
says McHugh of his career decision. 
Hemcmbering his first night on the 
job, the chief says his beat included 
Clark Street, where he lived. He still 
remembers what it felt like to be a 
rookie walking town his home 
street: “I could feel all the eyes. 
Everyone was watching.”

The spontaneous ignition of kitch¬ 
en rubbish was determined to be the 
cause of a 4 p.m. blaze that swept 
through the kitchen of a single fami¬ 
ly home at 53 Amberwood Drive on 
Sunday. 

According to reports, the owner of 
the home, Garen Bohlin, left his 
resvdence around 12 noon and had 
di:c«'rded rags soaked in linseed oil 
anti turpentine in the kitchen rub¬ 
bish. At 4:22 p.m. the fire depart¬ 
ment was call^ to the scene. 

Captain John Regan lead eight fire 
personnel, two engines and one aer¬ 
ial apparatus to the scene. No one 
was in the house at the time and no 
injuries were reported, but heavy 
smoke conditions were present on 
the first and second floors of the 
home. 

Firemen also reported smoke 
emitting from the front and rear of 
the structure upon their arrival. 
Neighbors had both the front and the 
rear doors opened and were using 
portable extinguishers to quell the 
names. 

Fire Chief Charles McNutt 
explained recently that linseed oil 
and turpentine are a dangerous com¬ 
bination. “It only takes a few hours, 
then (the mixture) will begin to 
smoulder ^nd then will break out 
into names,” said McNutt.

The blaze left considerable smoke 
and heat damage in the kitchen and 
water damage in the basement of 
the home, said McNutt.

Citing the town’s fiscal plight, 
some Town Meeting members 
opposed ratification of the collective 
bargaining agreement granting 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
employees annual raises of per¬ 
cent for the next two years. Howev¬ 
er, the plan won the support of a 
majority of those voting at Monday’s 
Special Town meeting 

The aggrement also grants DPW 
employees an increase for special 
duty assignments, a boot allowance 
and increases in longevity pay. 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er noted that the agreement with 
DPW workers was reached last 
December. 

Town Meeting Member Mary 
Pronski opposed the raise, because 
of the town’s precarious financial 
condition. 

‘‘What I’m about to say is not 
going to make me very popular, but 
we all have to face our responsibili¬ 
ties,” said Pronski. ‘T feel certain 
our employees are worthy of that 
increase,” she added. Pronski said 
she feels granting wage increases

“I think we 
have a responsibility to our employ¬ 
ees not only for their sake but for our 
sake to see they get a fair and 
equitable wage,” she said. ‘‘Times 
are not going to get better. Our 
house is not going to be in order in 
four years,...in five years...(for the 
town to bring wages up to standard.) 


“We are not generous to our 
employees. We are keeping them at 
an average status quo,” added 
Williams. 

Town Meeting passed the measure 
by a voice vote. 

Health insurance 

The Town Meeting also supported 
an article funding the group insur¬ 
ance program for town employees. 
Maurer noted that employee health 
care is “a very major cost to the 
town,” but that it is one the town has 
little or no control over and must 
pay. 

Town Meeting member Helen 
Philliou asked if the town is required 
to use the more expensive HMOs 
(Health Maintenance Organiza¬ 
tions,) or if Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
would be a less costly plan. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
the town is not bound legally, but 
that the range of plans available are 
a result of collective bargaining 
agreements.

The effects of acid rain in the 
Commonwealth have been well- 
documented by the Massachusetts 
Add Rain Research Program. Their 
recent finds show that: 

• 64 percent of the Common¬ 
wealth’s surface waters are vener¬ 
able to acid deposition and over 5 
percent are already acidified, 

• Quabbln Reservoir, the main 
water supply for metropolitan Bos¬ 
ton, has lost 76 percent of its acid 
neutralizing capadty over the past 
40 years, 

• Soils in much of the state have 
lost their ability to absorb sulfates, 
and 

• Nearly three-quarters of our 
municipal drinking waters are add¬ 
le enough to corrode pipelines, 
resulting in metal levels in excess of 
drinking water standards.

Players ready 
for ‘Holiday’ 

'The Winchester Players are in 
rehearsal for their spring production 
of “Holiday," a romantic comedy by 
Phillip Barry. 

Phillip Barry was a chronicler of 
the lives of the very rich, and in 
plays like “Holiday" and “The Phi¬ 
ladelphia Story" he exposed their 
quirks and foibles. 

“Holiday" is set in New York City 
in the late 1920s, the era of jazz, 
prohibition and the stock market 
boom, and it deals with the lives of 
the second and third generations of 
the families of the American robber 
barons. 


The scene is the house of Edward 
Seton (Peter Ambler), “financier 
and cotillion-leader." The house is 
an imposing Fifth Avenue mansion 
with enormous fireplaces, heavy 
furnishings and discreet butlers who 
are heard to murmur “Very good, 
miss" at appropriate momenta. 


Into this temple of wealth and 
propriety walks Johnny Case (Dirck 
Stryker), an apparent nobody who 
wants to marry Seton’s beautiful 
daughter, Julia (Linda Joy Adams). 
When Julia, at church, tells her 
father of her engagement, Seton’s 
response is “to pray rapidly." But 
Julia’s younger sister Lydia (Wendy 
Klug) Is enthusiastic about Johnny. 
“Marry him quick," she says. “Life 


walked into this house this 
morning." 

Johnny is like a breath of fresh air 
for Lydia, who is in revolt against 
the emptiness of her life. Like 
Grandfather Seton, who started 
from nothing and built the family 
fortune, Johnny has worked since he 
was ten and has now made his way 
into an established Wall Street law 
firm. Even Julia’s father grudgingly 
admits he is well on the path to his 
first fortune. 

But Johnny wants more than a life 
of accumulating money. "I want to 
save part of my life for myself," he 
declares. His plan is to make a 
fortune — a small fortune ~ and 
then quit work in order to live for 
himself for as long as the money 


lasts — in short, to take a holiday. 

At this point in the play, which is 
mainly a light romantic comedy, 
shows its darker side. Seton cannot 
tolerate Johnny’s plan. Already rich 
beyond his needs, he has made a 
religion out of money-getting and 
insists on Imposing his “reverence 
for riches" on the rest of the family. 
But wealth has given the Setoos 
neither freedom nor happiness. 
Hiey are suffocated by meaningless 
forms and paralyzed by’the fear of 
public opinion. Lydia is frantic with 
discontent and Edward’s alcoholic 
son Ned (Mike Trabucco) is slowly 
destroying himself with drink. 

But under Ken Harvey’s skillful 
direction the play retains its light 
touch. Lydia’s cheerful friends Nick 


and Susan Potter (Davkt Goldstein 
and Tta Van Loan) keep her in good 
spirits and protect her from her 
stodgy cousins Seton and Laura 
Cram (Craig Nickerson and Cathie 
Regan).

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Guidance counselors retool for the 80s

Once, high school guidance 
counselors concentrated on helping 
students enter college or a career. 

Today, they tackle trickier prob¬ 
lems: teen depression, drugs, bro¬ 
ken families or sexual difficulties. 

To focus on these problems, a 
number of area counselors have 
retooled their own support group, 
the long-standing Middlesex Gui¬ 
dance League Directors group. 

Representing 12 communities, 
including Winchester, Arlington and 
Watertown, the guidance directors 
have met since the early 1970s to 
share information and discuss tradi¬ 
tional guidance responsibilities. 

“We’re still doing three major 
things,” said AnthOny DiBiase, gui¬ 
dance director for Winchester Publ¬ 
ic Schools, “helping with education¬ 
al needs, career goals and personal 
problems. Over the years the third 
category has increased, but we can’t 
ignore the educational needs of the 
students.’’ 

DiBiase notes that over a three- 
year period, 88 percent of the stu¬ 
dents at Winchester continued their 
education beyond high school, which 
makes for “a lot of college counsel¬ 
ing,” said DiBiase. 

“We have evolved new goals and 
objectives in the past five years,” 
according to Vincent D’Antona, gui¬ 
dance director of Arlington Public 
Schools. 

“The role of the counselor has 
expanded and the scope of the group 
has shifted and evolved to keep pace 
with the current needs of our stu¬ 
dents,” D’Antona explained in a 
recent interview juggling his time 
between a telephone call for an anxi¬ 
ous senior to her prospective college 
and re-scheduling the final meeting 
of the Alcohol Awareness Peer Lead¬ 
ership Program at Ottoson Junior 
High. 

“In the late 60s and the early 70s, 
significant changes occurred in our 
society, including an increased 
divorce rate (resulting in more 
children living in single-parent, joint 
custody or recombined families), 
use of drugs and alcohol, suicide and 


attempted suicide. Health issues 
related to substance abuse, sexual 
activity and eating disorders con¬ 
front our youth. 

“As we approach the 90s, guidance 
counselors not only advise students 
on career choices and colleges, they 
also handle personal crises and refer 
students to outside agencies for help 
if necessary,” D’Antona added. 

In September 1987, the Middlesex 
Guidance League Directors held 
their first meeting of the school year 
in Watertown. 

“I placed professional develop¬ 
ment programs on the agenda,” 
stated Dr. Linda Guttrich, supervi¬ 
sor of guidance and testing for the 
Watertown Schools. “It was decided 
to establish a Professional Develop¬ 
ment Subcommittee whose initial 
members included Robert Dilululio 
of Lexington, Vin D’Antona of 
Arlington, Leona Shanholtz of 
Woburn and myself.” 

“The charge of the subcommittee 
was to formulate a plan for a profes¬ 
sional development meeting. Our 
first session in January 1988, hosted 
by Lexington, focused on changes in 
guidance and counseling over the 
past five to 10 years. A second 
meeting in May 1988, held in Arling¬ 
ton and led by D’Antoria, focused on 
present roles and responsibilities of 
the guidance counselors in the vari¬ 
ous Middlesex League communities. 

“At that meeting, a Middlesex 
Guidance League Resource Direc¬ 
tory was compiled and distributed to 
high school counselors throughout 
the league. In January 1989 in 
Watertown, three workshops were 
presented; Dealing with Loss and 
Trauma, Peer Education, and the 
College Application Process A-Z,” 
said Guttrich. 

“The Middlesex Guidance League 
Prof^sional Development meetings 
provide participants the opportunity 
to explore and address relevant pro¬ 
fessional topics and issues as well as 
the opportunity to interact with col¬ 
leagues from other communities and 
establish a network for the sharing 
of ideas and resources,” said the 
Watertown guidance director. 

“By providing an organized forum 
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where we can express common con¬ 
cerns, we don’t have to re-invent the 
wheel, we can learn from each 
other,” added DiBiase, who sees his 
role as “a non-judgmental advocate 
for students.” 

A recent reversal of a college 
board policy was won because of the 
urging of participants in the Mid¬ 
dlesex Guidance League. “We’re not 
just a debating society,” sasy 
DiBiase, “if a letter has to be written 
or call has to made, we’ll do that.” 

In addition, DiBiase holds similar 
sessions for all counselors in the 
Winchester system to discuss con¬ 
cerns they have with the operations 
of the guidance department. 


“Our successful peer depression 
program at Arlington High School is 
based on a model that was already 
established in Winchester which I 
became aware of during a presenta¬ 
tion at a subcommittee session,’* 
D’Antona said. “We have also 
created a new high school transcript 
format, aided by examples of other 
schools whose guidance directors 
participate in the professional deve¬ 
lopment meetings.” 

DiBiase notes that Michele Dia¬ 
mond, a licensed individual social 
worker has been brought in to the 
system to hold sessions with stu¬ 
dents with ongoing personal prob¬ 
lems or crises.

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Housing Partnership rejected 

Close Town Meeting vote opposes joining state agency

By three votes Town Meeting Mon¬ 
day night rejected a motion for 
Winchester to join the Massa¬ 
chusetts Housing Partnership. 

Town Meeting members voted 
down the proposal, submitted by the 
Housing Partnership Board (HPB), 
after many voiced concern about 
becoming *‘entangled” with a state 
agency. The article lost by a vote of 
77-74. 

Some expressed the concern that 
involvement with the state could 
force the town to use school or park 
land for housing. 

Member Ann Matarese criticized 
the HPB, saying members 
announced that they did not want to 
become involved with the state, then 
coming forward to request such 
affiliation. Matarese asserted that 
there is little or no state money 
available, and that only open space 
or park land remains for develop¬ 
ment in town. 

“The MHP agresslvely goes after 
land,” said Matarese. “And what 
land do we have left here In the Town 
of Winchester? For the Winchester 
Housing Partnership to come before 
us and ask us to go down a very 
nebulous road is inappropriate.” 

“Winchester should decide what 
Winchester wants to do with 


Winchester's land,” said Town 
Meeting Member Marion Crandall. 

HPB Chairman Qerard Polcari 
noted that his board is the “strategic 
planning board for housing.” By 
becoming a member of the state 
Housing Partnership Board, Polcari 
said Winchester would be eligible for 
additional grants. The town could 
also work with private developers or 
non-profit corporations. 

“It's time to become a little bit 
more pro-active on housing,” said 
Polcari. 

The Finance Committee sup¬ 
ported the measure. Chairman 
Chester Haskell said the committee 
was “concerned about state discre¬ 
tionary funds because of the town's 
inability to meet state (housing) 
requirements.” 

However, Selectmen voted 3-2 
against the measure, with Select¬ 
men Thomas Schmitt and Judith 
Muggia supporting the measure, 
and Selectmen Robert Deering, Ste¬ 
ven Powers and William O’Leary 
opposing it. 

According to Selectman Robert 
Deering, “Any marriage or union 
with the state comes with a price 
teg.” 

Town Meeting member Todd Cro- 
nan challenged Deering on the 
majority's position. 

“Except for a rather myopic fear 


of state government, did you poll 
any of those other (160) communi¬ 
ties (who participate in Massa- 
chusetta Housing Partnership)?” 
asked Cronan. 


Deering said he had researched 
the issue previously. “Most com¬ 
munities did not receive many bene¬ 
fits,” said Deering, except in the 
case of grant money for consulting 
fees. 

Cronan asked what “harm” had 
come to any participating communi¬ 
ties, to which Deering replied he had 
called seeking benefits, not prob¬ 
lems various towns had had. 

"It's one thing for all of us to be 
concerned with entangling 
alliances,” said Cronan. “It's a very 
different thing for those elected not 


to do their homework.” 

Both the Winchester Housing 
Authority (WHA) and the Planning 
Board supported the measure. WHA 
Member Dennis O'Malley noted that 


the authority only deals with low 
income housing. 

“If the Housing Authority is going 
to develop housing, it’s going to have 
to be on town-owned land,” said 
O’Malley. He noted that there is a 
strong sentiment against such deve¬ 
lopment in town, since it would be on 
school or park land. 

Polcari noted that no decision can 
be finalized by the HPB without 
approval from the Board of Select¬ 
men, Housing Authoritv and Plan¬ 
ning Board, as well as Town 
Meeting.

Despite grim budget decisions in 
the upcoming weeks, town officials 
tried to maintain a positive outlook 
as Town Meeting began Monday 
night. 

In quoting Winston Churchill, 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt noted that, “ ‘Success can 
be best defined by being able to go 
from failure to failure without losing 
enthusiasm.' ” Schmitt added that 
having been involved in budget dis¬ 
cussions for the past two years, “I 
think I know what he (Churchill) 
meant.” 

Schmitt recapped employee cuts 
that are pending. “With our shrink¬ 
ing resources, our town’s ability to 
deliver effective and efficient ser¬ 
vices will depend largely on our 
managers,” he added. 

Schmitt also highlighted some of 
the positive events that have taken 
place over the last few months, 
including the Yo-Yo Ma concert, 
recycling efforts, maintaining the 
town’s Triple A bond rating and the 


strong water and sewer department. 

“We are now here to struggle with 
that choice of March 28,” said 
Finance Committee Chairman Ches¬ 
ter Haskell of the town’s defeat of a 
debt exclusion override of Proposi¬ 
tion “The consequences are dif¬ 
ficult for those who must implement 
them.” 

Haskell said he believes the capi¬ 
tal budget is “grossly underfunded,” 
and that the town’ financial prob¬ 
lems “are not single year in 
nature.” 

The Finance Ck)mmittee’s budget 
“is only a recommendation in a very 
limited sense of the word, because 
we have no choice,” added Haskell. 
“It is not easy to prepare a budget 
which undoes much of what is g^ 
(in town).” 

School Committee Chairman 
Edward O’Connell said he would 
save his remarks for when the 
school budget is discussed. “I hope 
it’s not a battle. I hope it’s a love-in 
and we’re all going to join in to work 
together,” said O’Connell. 

In reference to the Finance Com¬ 


mittee’s decision to have the school 
budget discussed first, as a result of 
requests from citizens, O’Connell 
smiled, saying he was “in awe of the 
singular honor.” 

“This may well be the highlight of 
my public career,” he quipped. 

Town Manager W. (Chadwick 
Maurer encouraged members to 
“approach the Town Meeting in a 
very positive way.” 

“The decision on how much the 
town wanted to pay for service was 
made in the latter part of March,” 
said Maurer. He added that his job 
at this point is “to work with the 
resources the town gave us, not to 
look for public excuses for why 
things are not done.” 

“You have my pledge that we will 
do everything to make the communi¬ 
ty work within the resources pro¬ 
vided,” he added. 

As has been the tradition in recent 
years, a Winchester Girl Scout color 
guard opened the first session of 
Town Meeting with a flag ceremony. 

Those participating in the cere¬

Medical building plans go to ZBA again

The developers of the 955 Main 
Street medical office complex sub¬ 
mitted their updated construction 
plans to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
last week for their approval.

per order of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA). 

I^nt back through the process, the 
Russell Hill Group recently gained 
the Planning Board’s approval and 
went before the ZBA April 18. 

The changes to the site plan 
included expansion of the parking 
spots from 8*/^ to 9 feet wide and the 
76 spots were increased to 80. Also, 
the entrance on Main Street was 
changed from a one-way to a two- 
way entrance with the help of the 
traffic consultant firm of Segal and 
Desarcine and Traffic Officer Kevin 
Mawn. 

Legatta noted that the Russell Hill 
Group had addressed the ZBA’s 
prior request to Increase the width of 
the parking space stalls and to 
accommodate two-way traffic at the 
main entrance. These changes how¬ 
ever, were already review^ by the 
ZBA in an earlier session. 


“They are the same plans you 
already approved,” noted Legatta. 

ZBA Chairman Virginia Hoefling 
read recommendation letters from 
Town Engineer John Ciarcia, who 
gave the plans his approval, as well 
as from the Planning Board. Their 
approval is contingent on the expan¬ 
sion of the parking lot and construc¬ 
tion of Hill Street, the street that will 
extend to Main Street and enable 
back entry to the parking lot. 

Neighbors of the site however, 
maintained that excessive traffic 
flow will disrupt the neighborhood. 
Their pleas to put a stop to the 
development were put to rest when 
the ZBA unanimously supported the 
plan.

Recently, when Mr. Tom 
Schmitt, Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, cited “volunteer- 
ism” as one of the great strengths 
of Winchester, a classic example 
was, even then, taking place in 
preparation of the rededication of 
Town Hall. 

With little more than six weeks 
lead time. Mr. Stephen Waligur, 
organist at Crawford Memorial 
Methodist Church, and dynamic 
local composer, created his 
“Chorale for Brass, Chorus, and 
Percussion” especially for the 
event.

He is currently pursuing his 
master’s in composition at the 
New England Conservatory of 
Music under Thomas McKinley. 

Local music buffs, who 
attended the 350th Anniversary 
Inter-Faith Service last Novem¬ 
ber, will vividly recall Waligur’s 
“Fanfare and Chorale” which, 
with its great strength and bouy- 
ancy, bore those present upward 
and into one great ecumenical 
embrace. 

With the piece for Town Hall, 
Mr. Waligur also arranged for 


the chorus and negotiated with 
The Chamber Brass of Boston for 
its services at cost. 

A long-ago citizen of Winches¬ 
ter, the Rev. Richard Metcalf, 
first minister of the Unitarian 
Church, was the inspiration for 
the text of this work — which was 
freely adapted from the striking 
Metcalf memorial at Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

The Winchester Public Schools, 
with the support of Lynne Rah- 
meier, director of music, sup¬ 
plied the tympani — and, not to 
be outdone on this community 
effort, the Winchester Arts Lot¬ 
tery voted to underwrite the cost 
of the brass ensemble. 

During all this, the Winchester 
Art Association and the Studio 
Guild quietly coordinated the 
delightful exhibition which was 
hung in the Winchester Room in 
honor of the re-dedication. 

When one adds the time freely 
given by the Masonic guests, the 
local civic groups, the Winches¬ 
ter Police and Winchester Fire 
Departments, one truly appreci¬ 
ates the greath depth of volun- 
teerism which really created this 
event. 

How fitting that so many 
pitched in to rededicate our Town 
Hall — for it is within those 
venerable brick walls that 
Winchester is born — reborn — 
and born, yet again through those 
who selflessly give of their time 
and talents, and who have yet to- 
fail Our Town.

The Uoase and Senate. “Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” records local representa- 
livesC votes on 5 roll calls and local 
senators’ votes on 1 roll call votes 
during the last week’s school vaca¬ 
tion break. 

Kmplovment (H rj3«2) — House 
107-38.' Senate 28-9, gave final 
approval and Governor Dukakis 
signed a bill diverting a portion of 
the money in the Unemployment 
Compensation Trust Fund for work¬ 
ers into a new Reemployment and 
Job Placement Fund. Supporters 
said this tw'o year diversion of $38 
million, supported by labor and busi¬ 
ness, is a good one which will put 
people back to work quickly and will 
save $‘20 million annually by reduc¬ 
ing the average duration of unem¬ 
ployment insurance claims. Oppo¬ 
nents said this is an unfair and 
irresponsible scheme which violates 
a trust and is designed to balance the 
state’s books. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 

Nay” vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Senator Sal Albano voted yes. 

Corporations (li .'i271) — House 
116-34, rejected an amendment to 
the bill changing the percentages of 
estimated taxes paid by corpora¬ 
tions with more than ten persons. 
Current law requires payments of 30 


percent in the first quarter, 25 per¬ 
cent in the second and third and 20 
percent in the fourth. The bill 
increases the first to 40 percent and 
reduces the fourth to 10 percent. The 
amendment would establish equal 25 
percent payments for all four 
quarters. 

Amendment supporters said 25 
percent across the board would help 
businesses who may have to borrow 
money to pay the bill’s proposed 
first quarter increase to 40 percent. 
Opponents said the bill’s accelerated 
schedule does not raise taxes but 
simply generates $60 million earlier 
in the year to offset a possible defi¬ 
cit. They said the 25 percent across 
the board would generate money 
later in the year and would hurt the 
state. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 25 percent 
across the board. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Food (H 2025) — House 116-29, 
refused to {wstpone until June 26 
reconsideration of passage of a bill 
prohibiting the sale of any food 
which has been subject to irradia¬ 
tion. Postponement supporters said 
the delay will give members time to 
get answers to contradictory infor¬ 
mation about the benefits and dan¬ 
gers of this process. Postponement 
opponents said that the radiation is 
dangerous and can cause cancer and 
urged the House to act now. 

A “Yea” vote is for postponement. 
A “Nay” vote is against postpone¬ 
ment.

This bouncer’s got finesse

My friend Billy used to drive a 
cab. Before that, he made furniture, 
served in the Navy, played school¬ 
boy football and shaved his head 
once or twice just for fun. 

Now he roofs, when the weather 
allows it; and works nights in a 
Boston nightclub, as a Crowd Con¬ 
trol Consultant — a bouncer, in other 
words. 

The place where he bounces is the 
Boston Beach Club. When you go 
there, Billy asks to see your ID — 
however ancient you look or are, he 
asks you for it and you show it to 
him. Then he stamps your hand and 
you make your way down: over 
some stairs, past walls of sculpted 
plastic surf, past a shark’s jaws 
protruding from some surf, and past 
swimmer’s leg protruding from 
same jaws. It’s that sort of place, 
generally: whimsical. It helps, when 
you go there, to be in the mood for 
some illusion. 

The clientele look young — healthy 
and young and a touch mindless. 
There hangs about them all a festive 
air. It’s the season, perhaps. Some 
wear pink April sunburns with their 
complimentary Hawaiian leis. 

But it is to Billy we direct our 
questions: does he like being a 
bouncer? 

“0/j, yes. You don’t meet many 
women on a roof. Look, most guys 


are dying to meet chicks: find out 
where they live, how old they are...I 
get paid to do it!” 

The crowd feels good. They are 
flying on the music, which is live: 
some down-and-dirty stuff by a 
group called the Boston Baked Blues 
Band. Two girls founce past, danc¬ 
ing with no one and tossing their 
curls. A guy by himself puts down 
his beer to play air guitar. Are these 
people, uh, all right and everything? 

“Sure,” Billy says. “The laws are 
very different now. For one thing 
you don’t have the Happy Hours 
today, people drinking two-for-one 
and getting really shattered. A guy 
drinks here and goes out and kills 
someone in his car: they come look¬ 
ing for us, ‘cause we served him.” 

On the dance floor, some heavy 
kissing begins. 

The girl in the kiss lifts one leg, 
stork-style, and wraps it exepertly 
around her partner’s waist. CYO 
dances come to mind, and priests 
prying kids apart to make room for 
the Holy Ghost: moral bouncers, I 
guest they were. 

“What do you do if people get kind 
of...lewd?,” I wonder, watching the 
kissers. 

“Nothing,” says Billy, smiling like 
an altar boy. “Basically, we encour¬ 
age it.” 

The signs around the place cer¬ 
tainly encourage it. “Surf naked,” 
reads the most printable one. 

“Actually,” Billy adds as an after¬ 
thought, “things have changed there 


too. Safe Bex and all. Some girls 
come in Friday night on their own. 
They meet these guys. They’re all 
talking. Then one girl yells, 'Condom 
check’t And all four guys pull them 
out of their wallets I Unbelievable.” 

What about scuffles? Do they 
break out? 

“Naah. This is no one’s turf: a new 
crowd every night. And there’s new 
thinking now in the business too. 
Used to be bouncers were all big 
guys,” says Billy, who is himself 
six-two and around 210. “Anybody 
wants to prove he’s tough, he’ll go 
after the bouncer. So now they hire 
bouncers for their finesse...What 
you see here is a staff that knows 
how to handle people.” 

As he speaks, he gestures widely, 
and bumps a dude laying a heavy 
line on a sweet young thing. 

“You bumped me, man. Yol Man! 
I hate that, being bumped.” And 
looking in the mirror, he smooths 
with both hands and dark demeanor 
his long and oily locks. 

“Sorry, pal,” says Billy, turning to 
him and smiling big in his regulation 
bouncer’s tee shirt. 

The dude subsides. The music 
keeps on coming. The crowd sways. 
OK, so it’s still stiff old Boston, just 
pretending to be Malibu. But illusion 
can take you a long way sometimes. 
Illusion and a little finesse. And the 
night nice and young like this. And 
the girls even younger.

This week 
in history 

30 years ago: 1959

The baggage master, whose job was 
soon being abolished, grabbed the 
woman when she fell from the 
platform. 

Bacon was 59 cents a pound, lob¬ 
sters were only 69 cents a pound, a 
Plymouth, six-passenger s^n was 
a mere $2179 and an old fur coat 
could be remodeled into the latest 
1959 style for just $20. 

25 years ago: 1964 

In the presidential primary, 
Winchester republican voters 
favored Henry Cabot Lodge with 
1,243 votes, over a thousand more 
than his nearest competitor. Demo¬ 
cratic voters favored President Lyn¬ 
don Johnson. 

Senator Goldwater rated second 
with Winchester Republicans, then 
Nixon, Scranton and Rockefeller in 
that order. Rating second to Johnson 
with Winchester Democrats was 
Robert Kennedy, Governor Pea¬ 
body, Ted Kennedy, Hubert Hum¬ 
phrey, Patrick Brown, Adlai Steven¬ 
son and Robert McNamara. 

A steel scaffold was erected and 
work was begun for the second time 
in a year to complete the structural 
repairs and maintenance to pre¬ 
serve the almost 80-year-old, 16-foot 
high Winchester Town Hall tower, 
which last year at this time showed 
evidence of weakening. This job was 
scheduled to be completed by June 
19. The total cost of the project was 
$16,759. 

10 years ago: 1979 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
told the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night that without restoration of fire- 
filters’ positions cut from the Fire 
Department budget, he could not 
give adequate fire protection to the 
residents of the town. 

Preservation of the farm land off 
of Ridge Street, received backing in 
principle from the Board of Select¬ 
men Monday night. The owners of 
the land and the Winchester Conser¬ 
vation Commission were seeking 
state funds under the Massachusetts 
Agricultural Preservation Act to bar 
the land from future development. 

5 years ago: 1984 

The first three weeks of construc¬ 
tion to rejuvenate the downtown 
area had caused more noise, confu¬ 
sion and detours than downtown 
merchants and town officials ever 
anticipated.

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Athletes may face user fees

Winchester High School Principal 
Vincent Larocco and Director of 
Athletics William Colella told School 
Committee members Tuesday night 
that an athletic user fee would be 
“the most equitable way" to help 
save the $30,000 which must come 
from the athletic budget. 

A user fee, or transportation fee, 
would cost approximately $35 per 
athlete per sport. This money would 
pay for rentals of facilities, equip¬ 
ment and transportation. 

The School Committee deferred 
any decision on the cuts until after 
Town Meeting has waded through 
the school budget. At that time, 
members will vote on cuts to equal 


$30,000. However, collecting a user 
fee would offset that figure to some 
degree, members noted. 

. Some of the oth^r options tossed 
out for discussion Include; elimina¬ 
tion of ninth-grade sports, elimina¬ 
tion of sports requiring facility rent¬ 
al and discontinuation of the 
purchasing of equipment. 

"We do have an alternative to 
save programs and that’s by charg¬ 
ing a fee," said Colella. He noted 
that cutting the ninth-grade boys 
and girls sports would be 
“disastrous." 

Mitsakos emphasized, “one of the 
best substance abuse programs is 
athletics. . .it’s one of the best 
investments a community makes.’’ 

Member Donna Brandt Landry 
said the user fee would be “the least 


painful" option. 

Chairman Edward O’Connell 
added that the town’s voters have 
said that they do not want more 
taxes. He added that a user fee, may 
be construed as “a form of taxa¬ 
tion ... to sustain something that 
heretofore they have not had to pay 
for." 

Committeeman William Jervey 
noted, “I can’t support cutting a 
sport. User fees are probably the 
way to do that (cut funds)." 

Alice McCarter expressed concern 
that user fees are not a long-term 
solution and that the fees “will prob¬ 
ably go up." She added that she has 
not yet made a clear decision on the 
issue.

An effort by the Council on Youth 
(COY) to secure alternative sources 
of funding to keep the town Youth 
Center open as the facility faces 
elimination from the town budget 
received the support of the Board of 
Selectmen during Tuesday night’s 
regular meeting. 

“As a body, the Council on Youth 
is committed to preserving the youth 
center budget and its programs in 
some form,’’ said COY member 
Katie Conley. Conley noted that the 
total Youth Center budget is approx¬ 
imately $46,000. Of that figure, 95 
percent is salaried employees, of 
which there are four. 

The youth center is located in 
McCall Junior High School and oper¬ 
ates programs for adolescents, 
including the job bank, high school 
dances, after school programs and 
overnight trips, as well as many 
other activities. 

One possible source of funds is the 
Jenks Outreach Fund at the First 
Congregational Church. 

“The Jenks Outreach Fund has let 


us know they would entertain a prop¬ 
osal from the Youth Center to take 
into consideration," said Recreation 
Director Lee Evans. Evans noted 
that there is no definite commitment 
to provide funding, but that the 
group is “willing to listen." 

Selectmen supported the COY’s 
efforts, and said they would help the 
council work out the logistics 
involved in accepting such funds if 
provided. 

“It’s reassuring to know so many 
people are concerned (about the 
potential closing of the Youth Cen¬ 
ter)," said Selectman Judith 
Muggia. 

“It’s activities like this that see us 
through a tough time," agreed 
Selectman Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt.

a slate tax deferral program. 

1 don’t think age should be the 
deciding factor.” said Member John 
Mataresc. “I think we should be able 
to deal with income.” 

Member Brian MeSweeney asked 
how the money that might be 
deferred would be made up, to which 
Muggia replied that the overlay 
account would be used. 

The Hoard of Assessors request a 
certain amount of money each year 
to fund the overlay account. Funds 
from this account are used to pro¬ 
vide tax abatements. 

MeSweeney voiced concern about 
the added pressure that would be put 
on this account by increased 
requests from senior citizens. He 
said that due to the town’s financial 
crisis, he was unable to support the 
measure because it would draw 
from the Board of Assessor’s over¬ 
lay account. 

Muggia noted that the tax deferral 
program is seldom used. ‘‘I would 
like to feel that the town will offer to 
citizens who have a need (a way) to 
meet those needs as they can,” she 
said. 

Member Mary Pronski asked that 
the measure be postponed until the 
impact of the program on the town 
was determined, as well as the num¬ 
ber of potential participants. 

•‘We’re spending a lot of time 


lakmg a big swing at a small flea,” 
said Member Robert Frank. He 
noted that the amount of money 
deferred due to w-ater and sewer 
rates would be small in comparison 
to those deferred due to taxes. At 
present, there is approximately

Over the years, McHugh says, the 
nature of the job has changed.

“Everyone walked. 

“On the average route, you 
walked 10 to 12 miles a shift.” By 
walking, McHugh says, patrolmen 
picked up a real feel for their routes; 
they knew who lived where, who

McHugh notes that perceptions of 
police are formed a great deal by 
parents (he's a disciplinarian or 
friend) and television (he’s a buf¬ 
foon or a savior). In a television 
program, says he, a policeman can’t 
find a quarter in a telephone booth. 
In real life, a police officer is 
expected “to find a small, blond¬ 
haired boy in a crowd of a 
thousand.” 

Throughout his career, McHugh 
says he dealt with young and old, 
delivered messages of go^ will and 
of sons lost In war. He has con¬ 
fronted public perception, has dealt 
with “sordid” human behavior, and 
has shared stories about the life of a 
policeman with children. 

“That’s my life. I’ve never sold 
anything or made anything. . I’ve 
dealt with people and their prob¬ 
lems,” he says. “I’ve shared their 
successes and I’ve shared their bad 
times.” 

“I like to think I have a good way 
with people. I’ve been fortunate to 
have been able to seize on a situation 
and relate from both sides.”

George R. Stone Sr., a former 
Winchester resident, died April 7 at 
the Lakes Region General Hospital 
in Laconia, N.H. after a lengthy 
illness.

In Massachusetts: 


Teaching gownups to read

If you can read this, you probably 
can write a note excusing your 
child’s absence from school, read 
the manual that explains how to use 
your new computer or write your 
own resume. 

But for a surprising number of 
adults, those seemingly simple tasks 
are impossible. 

According to the Massachusetts 
Coalition for Adult Literacy 
(MCAL), an estimated 27 million 
adult Americans are functionally 
illiterate. That, according to the 
advocacy group, means. ‘Tt doesn’t 
matter what language is printed on 
street signs, prescription labels, job 
applications or menus,” these 
Americans are unable to read. 

Functional literacy, which many 
of us take for granted, is defined by 
the MCAL as “being able to read, 
write, comprehend, compute, think 
critically, problem solve and com¬ 
municate well enough in English to 
meet personal goals as family mem¬ 
bers, workers and citizens.” 

Adult illiteracy is not a problem 
neatly hidden from view in an Appa¬ 
lachian valley. Results of the 1980 
Massachusetts census, conservative 
in the view of some experts, reveal 
statistics that are alarming, espe¬ 
cially considering the opportunities 
for free public education today. 

One out of four adults (approxi¬ 
mately 1.2 million) in the common¬ 
wealth, has left high school without 
earning a diploma. From 500,000 to 
600,000 Massachusetts adults have 
functional literacy skills below the 
fifth-grade level. 

In an effort to address this urgent 
issue. Gov. Michael Dukakis created 
an umbrella agency, the Common¬ 
wealth Literacy Campaign (CLC) in 


1987, headed by former state Sen. 
Gerard D’Amico. The CLC’s goals 
are to heighten public awareness of 
adult illiteracy and to provide fund¬ 
ing for new and existing programs. 

D’Amcio believes, however, that 
the state is not spending enough on 
literacy. As of April 1988, the most 
recent figures available, only $168 
per student per year was spent on 
adult Basic Education and English 
as a Second Language. 

The Massachusetts Workforce Lit¬ 
eracy Plan, a project of the CLC, 
was devised in 1987 by a delegation 
including representatives of the 
Department of Education and the 
Executive Office of Labor. The plan 
proposes a “long-term invest¬ 
ment ... that targets ... those groups 
who will be the mainstay of our 
workforce for the 1990s and bey¬ 
ond .... It provides a mechanism for 
focusing the resources and expertise 
of the existing state education and 
training apparatus in a shared goal 
of doubling, over the next three 
years, our capacity to provi¬ 
de ... quality literacy services.” 

Predicting a continuous trend in 
the growth of service industries in 
Massachusetts, the plan states: “by 
1995, nearly three quarters of all 
jobs in the commonwealth will have 
moved from material-based to 
information-based ... and will 
require substantially higher levels 
of education and training. If the 
workers of the future don’t develop 
strong literacy skills ... they will 
have no choice but to live and work 
in dead-end jobs that offer no hope of 
moving out of poverty.” 

Hugh H. Munoz, coordinator of 
communications for the CLC, 
reported in a recent interview, that 
the plan targets seven groups: 


1. newcomers for whom English is a 
second language, 

2. AFDC recipients with low basic 
skills, 

3. low-wage workers in need of Engl¬ 
ish language skills, 

4. mothers whose skills are below 
the eighth-grade level and who have 
children younger than 12, 

5. urban males, 16 to 24 years old, out 
of school and out of work, 

6. dislocated workers, those who 
have lost their jobs through layoffs 
or plant closings, and, 

7. potentially dislocated workers 
who are in danger of losing their 
positions. 

Supportive of the literacy cam¬ 
paign, Munoz is disappointed at the 
“insufficient budgetary considera¬ 
tion” given to the programs. 

“Even with level funding for the 
coming fiscal years, we will only be 
able to assist approximately 5 per¬ 
cent of the 900,000 people who need to 
attain a functional level of literacy,” 
he said. 

What has begun to work are vari¬ 
ous volunteer literacy programs, 
part of a statewide network created 
by the Commonwealth Literacy 
Corps, another outgrowth of the 
campaign. 

Roberta Weak, a former trained 
tutor in the Eastern Massachusetts 
Literacy Council, an affiliate of the 
Laubach Literacy Action, a volun¬ 
teer teacher organization, tells the 
story of a Hungarian couple whom 
she instructed in Lexington: 

“Anna was working as a maid at 


the Hilton Hotel, and Csaba was 
working as a carpet cleaner, but 
neither of them had to use English in 
their jobs. Anna is a very bright 
person and learned English quickly. 
In a short time, she was doing well 
enough in both English and typing to 
be accepted for a free program in 
which she learned accounting, math, 
more English, more typing and com¬ 
puter operation. After about eight 
weeks of training, she was offered a 
job with The Boston Company and is 
now working as an accounting assis¬ 
tant. The Boston Ck)mpany pays for 
continuing education and Anna 
plans to take advantage of those 
opportunities. Csaba is a very peri 
sonable young man who must use 
English every day. He is the superin¬ 
tendent of a 200-unit apartment 
building, for which he gets a free 
apartment and a good salary.” 

Another tutor who also trains vol¬ 
unteers to teach in the Laubach 
program in Lexington commends 
his American-born students for their 
perserverance in overcoming their 
illiteracy handicap. 

“Our motto is ‘each one teach 
one,’ ” says tutor-trainer Henry 
Helms of Lexington. “You would be 
surprised at what lengths people will 
go to to hide their inability to read 
and write. One of my former stu¬ 
dents, a middle-aged man, delivered 
bread. (He was) unable to read 
street signs, so he memorized the 
location of customers. Finally, he 
became very embarrassed when all 
his kids could read well. He came to 
me for individual help and eventual¬ 
ly got a good job in an engineering 
company, not to mention a new¬ 
found self esteem.”

St. Mary’s Parish will present an 
Evening for Parents in the School 
Hall on Thursday, April 27, 7:30 to 9 
p.m. The presentation will be on teen 
suicide and will be facilitated by 
JoAnne Claussen, a professional 
Youth Minister. There is no charge 
and all are most welcome to attend. 

St. Mary’s Parish is attempting to 
respond to the growing problem of 
teen suicide in the community. 
There have been as many as six 
suicides or attempts in Winchester 
in the past few years. The goal of the 
presentation will be to help parents 
understand the reasons for suicide 
and some of the warning signs, as 
well as, what we can do as parents to 
avoid a tragedy such as this. 

Some of the important facts about 
suicide are: hopelessness is a char¬ 
acteristic feeling of most potential 
suicides; the person is often con¬ 
fused or ambivalent: they feel 
nobody cares whether they live or 
die; most suicides come after sever¬ 
al “cries for help,” that are fre¬ 
quently ignored; talking about sui¬ 
cide does not make a person more 
suicidal, but talking may release 
some of the pressure and anxiety ; 
most suicides go to a family physi¬ 
cian within three months of the

Senior citizen, 
handicapped cards 
are availabie 

The Massachusetts Bay Transpor¬ 
tation Authority will be at the Senior 
Center, 144 School Street, Woburn, 
May 2 to issue identification cards 
permitting senior citizens and eligi¬ 
ble disabled persons to ride MBTA 
commuter rail lines, rapid transit 
and local buses for reduced rates.

cy, such as a driver’s license, utility 
bill, library card, or charge plate; 
and a 50 cent cash fee. 

Medicare will not he accepted as 
proof of age. 

Eligibility for a handicapped citi¬ 
zens’ reduced fare identification 
card requires completion of the 
MBTA Special Needs Certification 
Form by a physician. Certification 
forms can be obtained by calling

tion Program, MBTA Sales and 
Marketing, 120 Boylston Street, 3rd 
Floor, Boston, MA 02116. 

Applicants who have received 
notification from the MBTA that 
their application form has been 
approved, must bring that notice 
with them, in order to receive a 
special needs reduced fare pass. 
Veterans with 70 percent or more 
disability, documented by the US 
Veterans Administration, may 
receive a special needs photo identi¬ 
fication card. 

Bicycle permits will also be avail¬ 
able for purchase. Permits cost $5 
and passengers are allowed to bring 
their bikes on board rapid transit 
and commuter rail trains on Sun¬ 
days and selected holidays.

Council, a trustee of the Winchester 
Community Music School and a 
member of the Parish of Epiphany 
choir. He was the principal organiz¬ 
er of the 350th Anniversary concert, 
a member of the original steering 
committee of Winchester Celebrates 
Music, and was one of the prime 
movers behind the Winchester 
Grand. 

Part of Hitchcock’s activity was 
borne of necessity. When he arrived 
in Winchester in 1970, he joined a 
madrigal group, but it was short¬ 
lived. Looking for other perfor¬ 
mances outlets than church choirs, 
he joined the Music Society. When it 
fell on hard times, he took over as 
director. “I didn’t want to see it 
disappear,” he said. 

“There are very few outlets,” he 
observes, “when you get to be an 
adult, if you’re not spectacularly 
good or have a great quanitity of 
time. There are not many opportuni¬ 
ties to perform at our level.” There 
is no community chorus, band, or 
orchestra in Winchester. Yet Hitch¬ 
cock continues, “Music is such an 
important part of my being. I don’t 
always want to do it by listening. I 
want to do it as a performer.” 

The Music Society exists to give 
local performers an opportunity. 
Two or three times yearly members 
gather in private homes to perform 
and to enjoy performances in an 
informal atmosphere. Twice annual¬ 
ly the Society sponsors open sings of 
major choral works, in public hails, 
purely for the enjoyment of people 
who occasionally want to sing. 

These events are open to everyone 
— amateurs and professionals, per¬ 
formers at all levels and non¬ 
musicians. One need not be a perfor¬ 
mer to attend; one can participate 
as a listener. 

Hitchcock himself is not a profes¬ 
sional musician. He is currently 
employed at Louis Page in Littleton, 


a company specializing in whoseale 
wire fencing. Born with a great 
desire for music, he learned to play 
piano and taught himself to play the 
organ. He has sung in small choral 
groups. He admits to little training 
in music but has immersed his life in 
it. 

Though modest about his own 
talent, his dedication to the music 
community and his strength as a 
volunteer are unmistakable and 
immensely valuable to the commun¬ 
ity. His feelings on the community 
are reflected in his philosophy of the 
local arts lottery council. “The local 
arts council,” he states, “has the 
function of supporting local arts and 
the responsibility of supporting all 
segments of the community.” 

Reflecting on the essential ingre¬ 
dients for a musical community, 
Hitchcock looks at diminished fund¬ 
ing and volunteerism and lack of 
public support as problems that 
threaten the development or even 
continuance of some arts 
organizations. 

Hitchcock relates that the Arts 
Lottery Council always receives 
requests for funding far exceeding 
their allotment from the state. The 
need for volunteers also often 
exceeds the supply. Volunteerism, 
dependent upon people with time 
and people who have been brought 
up with the idea that it is important 
to do such things, is having a hard 
time in many respects. 

Looking at efforts made to give the 
yout|i of Winchester musical educa¬ 
tion and opportunities, Hitchcock 
praises the work of Lynn Rahmeirer 
in the public schools and the 
Winchester Community Music 
School. 

But to the question whether 
Winchester is a musical community, 
Hitchcock, replies, “No, basically 
not. There are a lot of musical peo¬ 
ple, but it is not a cohesive musical

community. We’ve lost a central 
musical focus that we had at one 
point in time. I’m happy we’re 
beginning to redevelop an interest in 
music. Maybe we can focus on the 
talents we have here. We have 
tended to go elsewhere for our 
music.” 

Winchester now has a concert 
piano, as well as a concert hall. Two 
concerts, as well as the open sing, 
have already graced Town Hall as 
part of the 350th anniversary and

celebration, and more will follow. 
This month there are or hove been 
concerts in Winchester during four 
or five weekends, plus two musical 
plays. 

Perhaps what we see is ground¬ 
work being laid for the development 
of Winchester as a more musical 
community. If this is true, the credit 
must be given to the dedication and 
efforts of many community volun¬ 
teers, and among them, to one of the 
principals, Martin Hitchcock.

to help with the concert. 

Modesty aside, that concert, 
attended only by about two dozen, 
was astonishing. Gifford herself was 
marvelous and her friends — a 
Paganini Competition winner 
among others — breathtaking. 

This time Gifford brought to 
Winchester the Cassat Quartet. 
Once again, Gifford and friends 
gave a first-rate concert. The Quar¬ 
tet’s performance was, simply put 
and without quibbling on any point, 
excellent. 

The program itself was very 
attractive. The concert began with 
Beethoven’s String Quartet, Opus 18, 
6. It was followed by “Ainsi la nuit” 
by the contemporary composer 
Dutilleux. This latter piece was a 
particularly good showpiece for this 
quartet. Tonal quality being as 
important an element as melody, 
harmony and rhythm are in more 
familiar works, it presented one 
example after another of the musi¬ 
cians’ individual mastery of string 
technique. The piece was in other 
ways a demanding work, obvious by 
a simple view of the extensive cues 
on the printed parts, indicating spe¬ 
cial challenges to the cohesiveness 
of the ensemble. The challenges 
were well met as each member of 
the Cassat Quartet played individu¬ 
ally with precision and sympathy to 
the music and together with

marvellous unity of expression. 

The concluding work was one of 
the gems of all chamber literature, 
Dvorak’s Piano Quintet in A Major, 
Opus 81. Gifford joined the Quartet 
for this piece with splendid result. 
The piano was sharp and clear, the 
strings remarkably resonant and the 
combination of talents beautifully 
blended. 

Assisting the musicians at this 
concert was the setting. Whatever 
one may think of the Town Hall 
renovations, the restoration of the 
Winchester Room in a unequivocal 
asset to music in Winchester. It 
allows chamber music to be heard 
as it was meant to be heard — in a 
room, not a large hall. The audience 
is not removed from the musicians 
but are on the same level and in 
close proximity and thus more able 
to apprehend the individual parts 
and their intertwining into a cohe¬ 
rent whole. 

Not only the size but also the 
accoustics of the room enhance the 
music. The Cassat Quartet itself 
alledgedly said that they became 
excited upon hearing the sound of 
their group in concert in the 
Winchester Room, which increased 
their own involvement in the music. 

On another night in April, another 
location important as a concert site 
was Winchester’s First Baptist 
Church. Here Opera Showcase pre¬ 
sented a concert for the benefit of 
the church’s Fire Fund, the first 
concert in the church since its re¬ 
opening. 

The concert was organized by 
church soloist, Barbara Morash. 
The performers from Opera Show¬ 
case, Morash, Kimberly Saunders 
Davidson, Randall Kulunis, Victor 
Andrews and Kathleen Kong For- 
gac, donated their lime and gave

spirited and strong performances. 

The program was composed of 
fourteen numbers, primarily opera¬ 
tic arias and scenes. The first half 
presented excerpts from nineteenth- 
century grand opera and opera com- 
ique. A highlight of this section was 
the duet from “Lakme” performed 
by Morash and Davidson. It pro¬ 
vided a charming lyrical moment in 
the midst of a heavily dramatic 
section and displayed an soprano/ 
mezzo combination so exceptionally 
well matched that It was a pity the 
program did not include another 
women’s duet. 

The second half departed from the 
Opera Showcase format by begin¬ 
ning with three sacred songs (per¬ 
haps because of the setting and the 
occasion, though excerpts from reli¬ 
gious opera would have been appro¬ 
priate and maintained the integrity 
of the format). These were followed 
by three light opera numbers, 
including a selection from “Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera” sung delightfully 
by Davidson, two Chopin Etudes for 
the pianist, a lovely performance of 
Puccini’s masterpiece “Un bel di” 
by Morash and a Verdi quartet. This 
quartet made a wonderful finale 
suggesting that another quartet 
could have been used to good effect 
elsewhere. The entire program was 
effectively performed and recom¬ 
mends future concerts at the church. 

These two concerts have come and 
gone rather quietly. They were 
attended by a few, about 65 each. 
The audience was no larger for the 
Tamarck Trio concert in March, 
another fine professional concert. 
The performers, organizers and 
sponsors of these events are to be 
commended for bringing fine music 
to Winchester and the community 
encouraged to go, listen and recog¬ 
nize the merit of concerts in the 
community.

Radon can be a health hazard

Much discussion lately concerning 
the dangers of radon as a cancer 
producing agent needs some specific 
explanations. A program that was 
arranged by Joseph Tabbi, Director 
of the Town Health Department, was 
presented recently at the Jenks 
Senior Center. The guest speaker 
was Robert Hallisey, Director of the 
Division of Radiation Control of the 
Massachusetts Department of Publ¬ 
ic Health, who gave a citizen’s guide 
to radon which is a radioactive gas 
produced in the ground thru waste. 
A digest of the information is 
recorded especially for those who 
were not able to be present at the 
lecture. 


Radon cannot be detected by 
human senses because it is color¬ 
less, odorless, and tasteless. It is 
found in soil and rocks containing 
uranium, granite, shale, phosphate, 
and pitchblends, diffusing as it flows 
among the path of least resistance to 
the surface of the ground before 
entering the atmosphere where it 
becomes diluted in the outdoor air. It 
can move into any air space such as 
basements, or crawl spaces, or

caves. Once inside a home it can 
accumulate. Indoor concentrations 
are usually higher than those found 
outdoors. Houses with little air 
exchange generally have higher 
indoor radon levels than draftier 
houses. 

It seeps into a home through dirt 
floors, floor drains, sump pumps, 
joints, or tiny cracks and pores in 
hollow block walls. As a result, 
radon concentrations are greater in 
the lower levels of a house, such as 
the basement. Since it dissolves in 
running water it is released into 
hpmes where it is present. 

With exposure to radon there is 
some uncertainty of the risk esti¬ 
mates but greater the exposure to 
radon, the greater is the risk of 
developing lung cancer. It has 
always been present in the air. The 
first concerns arose in the late 
1960’s. Radon itself is almost chemi¬ 
cally inactive which means that an 
inhaled radon atom is likely to be 
exhaled before it decays and causes 
a health risk. 

The federal government is study¬ 
ing various ways to reduce high 
concentrations of radon in homes. 
Increasing ventilation allows it to 


escape. Reducing the risk of deve¬ 
loping lung cancer can be approach¬ 
ed through discouraging smoking in 
the home. Spend less time in the 
basement area. Open windows to 
increase the air flow. Use fans that 
bring outside air into the home. 

It is known that houses in various 
parts of the United States may have 
high levels caused by deposits of 
uranium in the soil on which the 
houses are built. The Radiation Con¬ 
trol Program of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has 
done some testing is a small number 
of homes and the results of the 
limited survey indicate that Massa¬ 
chusetts to date has much lower 
levels of radon than was found in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey.

An invitation to luncheon

As we get a little older, our life 
styles change — our . housing, our 
health, our meals and nutrition. 
Where we formerly sat around a 
table with all the family members 
and ate large dinners, we may now 
find ourselves living and eating 
alone. While the faces have disper¬ 
sed perhaps to distant cities and the 
meals have lost some of the courses, 
the fact remains that we must still 
eat, in order to keep our health. So 
we must eat, yes, but we must also 
eat wisely. 

The basic nutritional needs must 
be met. We may find ourselves buy¬ 
ing food in smaller amounts, and it is 
perfeclty alright to ask for smaller 
amounts if we do not find them at the 
food counters. A half dozen eggs 
may do, a smaller bottle of milk, or 
powdered milk, even egg substi¬ 
tutes, if cholesterol is a problem. 
The powdered milk can be used if 
the weather prevents us from going 
out. The freezer is a great conveni¬ 
ence, with its smaller packages of 
frozen or precooked food left over 
from a double batbh cooked at 
another time. Fresh produce, fruits 
and vegetables, can be bou^t and 
stored in the refrigerator to fill the 


daily need. 

If we crave company, but are 
alone, listening to the radio helps, or 
the ever-ready television set where 
we can see people. Using nice china, 
silver, place mats and pretty napk¬ 
ins adds a touch of graciousness 
which distracts from the aloneness. 
Sharing meals with cooperative 
neighbors can be a godsend for all 
concerned, sharing shopping, cook¬ 
ing, dishes and conversation. 

The Winchester Council on Aging 
was concerned about seniors living 
alone when, with Minuteman Home 
Care, it started the Eating Together 
meals several months ago.

Staying home. Doesn’t sound 
dull at all. does it?

That’s called a 
trend. 

And trends feed off of trends. 
Interior and furnishings designers 
are getting the sort of attention 
we recently lavished on chefs and, 
before them, fashion designers. In 
fact, a few clothing designers are 
turning their talents to furniture;

Fine. We’re ready to spend. The 
people are out there ready to sup¬ 
ply.

Mirrors and lighting can 
brighten your 
environment

Lovely homes are filled with 
light: morning sunlight, bright 
task lighting during the day, soft 
ambient light in the evening and, 
at midnight, mirrors that reflect 
candlelight and moonbeams. 

The lighting options for your 
home have never been more di¬ 
verse. Whether you want to jazz 
up a room with an unusual fixture 
or add drama to a living area, new 
styles and technology lend endless 
choices. 

ADD DRAMA 

Lighting techniques have come 
out of the theater and into the 
home. You can get a variety of 


exciting effects by using a combi¬ 
nation of downlights, uplights, 
spotlights and floodlights, in addi¬ 
tion to any traditional lighting you 
already have. 

Downlights are installed high 
and cast a pool of light downward. 
Track lights are a good example; 
they can illuminate a large area 
or pinpoint a small work of art. 

Uplights stand on the floor and 
shine upward. Because they cast 
shadows on walls and ceilings, 
they produce dramatic effects — 
especially when placed near 
plants or sculpture. 

Lighting designers install spots 
and floods to cast light on particu¬ 
lar areas or objects. These come 
in a wide variety of fixtures, from

LIGHTS FANTASTIC 

Today’s, designer lamps con¬ 
tribute a lot more than light. 

“Styles are converging nowa¬ 
days,’’ says House Beautiful maga¬ 
zine, “because more and more 
homes reflect personal taste. 
Lamps are the fastest way to 
change the mood of a room.” 

Architectural lamps are pop¬ 
ping up in chintz-filled rooms, and 
spare Southwest interiors are 
blooming with lamps made of Ital¬ 
ian faux marble.

The Chromalux bulb, for exam¬ 
ple, looks like a regular bulb, but 
it’s pink. The advantage is that it 
provides light that includes all 
colors of the spectrum. (Regular 
incandescent lighting is yellowish 
and turns colors dull.) 

Halogen light is also pure. In 
addition, it is brighter, uses less 
electricity and lasts longer. 

And b^ause the bulbs are so 
small, fixtures come in creative 
shapes, such as a dot of brilliance 
on the end of a slender rod. The 
main disadvantage of halogen is 
its cost, which can be more than 
three times as much as regular 
lighting. 

Touch lamps are often made of 
gleaming brass. Just touch the 
metal surface of the lamp and a 
built-in microprocessor turns on 
the light. Successive touches raise 
the lamp’s intensity. Your fourth 
touch turns off the light. 
LOOKING CLASSICS 
Let mirrors lend depth and daz¬ 
zle to your walls. 



“Mirrored walls make rooms 
appear to be twice the size they 
actually are,’’ says Joepsh Bez¬ 
borodko, president of Mechanical 
Mirror Works, a manufacturer of 
decorative mirror products. 

“Many architects, builders, inte¬ 
rior designers and building mana¬ 
gers have found that mirrors in¬ 
crease the value of the space be¬ 
cause of this perception.’’ 

Bezborodko’s company makes 
new mirrored wall panels that can 
be installed in less than an hour — 
and if you move, you can take 
them with you; they’re easy to 
disassemble. Rigid foam backing 
makes them strong yet lighter in 


weight than conventional panels. 

Designer mirrors have as many 
frame styles as paintings do: oc¬ 
tagonal, marble, imprinted brass, 
stained glass and more — and 
they come in every imaginable 
shape and size. 

Etched glass designs embellish 
mirror surfaces; these are usually 
stylized floral patterns, but any¬ 
thing is possible, including a flock 
of birds, graceful ballerinas or 
bold geometric designs. 

Mirror panels are popular: 
Some are plain and unadorned (ex¬ 
cept for a brass or oak frame), 
others have designs painted or 
etched onto the glass and include a 
clock. 

Look, too, for geometric mir¬ 
rors — long slender strips that 
overlap or that have faceted 
frames. 

Finally, consider facing a cabi¬ 
net with mirrors or adding a mir¬ 
ror to the top of a shelf or table — 
two more of the many ways you 
can add light and dimension to 
your living spaces. 


Glass block In midst of revival

Building materials come and go 
in cycles. 

Glass block, now the subject of 
an unprecedented revival, is a 
prime example. 

It had its first heyday in the art 
deco era, when the shiny surfaces 
and slick geometry fit the futuris¬ 
tic look of the late ’20s and early 
’30s and enhanced the up-to-date 
machine style of the modem era. 
But when deco died, so did the 
block. 

The ’50s saw something of a re¬ 
vival as block appeared in facto¬ 
ries and bars. But then it died once 
more, only to arrive again in the 
’80s. 

Architects and designers are 
using it with unusual and often 
brilliant effects. Glass-block 
stairwells curl up new houses, a 
solitary glass block sitting at the 
top as a focal point. 

Glass-block ceilings allow 
rooms to be bathed in light but 
insulated against heat. There are 
glass-block windows — small ones 
in a simple quartet of blocks and 
huge ones stacked together to 
form a whole window wall. 

A few tricky people have even 
created glass-block swimming 
pools and floors. 

Meanwhile, complete glass- 
block buildings and exterior walls 
go up here and there. But the 
neatest use of block is in those 
places where you least expect it. 

Backlighting with white light 
creates some shimmering specta¬ 
cles, but interplaying it with natu¬ 
ral light frequently produces a 
more striking design. Used this 
way, glass-block looks clean, crisp 
and elegant. 


And something really sharp 
happens in design when a relative¬ 
ly cheap material (about $6 per 
block) is made to look as if it be¬ 
longs in a palace rather than a 
bar. 

One of the prime uses of glass 
block today is for shower walls: 
It’s semitransparent, but it lets 
plenty of light into small spaces — 
and it’s easy to wash down. 

Another important quality is the 
wide number of patterns and sizes 


now available. 

Traditional glass blocks could 
be awfully boring, but manufac¬ 
turers today are turning out 
blocks in a multitude of motifs. 
Geometries, meteors, diamonds, 
waves, ribs and cross-ribs, trees, 
stars and the entire aurora 
borealis. 

Some also introduce color, soft 
amber or gold as well as bright 
blue, green and red.
